Palace  denies 
royal  dispute

BUCKINGHAM  PALACE. 
Downing  Street  and  Earl 
Spencer  were  united  last  night 
in  angry  denials  of  a  report 
claiming  a  bitter  dispute  over 
the  funeral  arrangements  for 
Diana,  Princess  of  Wales. 

:  -:Jon  Snow  had  claimed  on 
Dianne/  4  News  that  the 
Queen  had  stipulated  that  the 
Princess's  body  should  not  go 
to  any  of  the  royal  palaces  and 
that  she  should  have  a  private, 
not  a_ public  funeral. 

Her  stance  was  said  to  have 
infuriated  the  Prince  of  Wales, 
who  was  reported  to  have 
sought  the  Prime  Minister's 
help  to  overrule  the  Palace, 
resulting  in  the  decision  to 
allow  the  Princess's  body  to  lie 
in  the  Chapel  Royal  at  St 
James’s  Palace  and  to  hold  the 
funeral  at  Westminster  Abbey. 

Snow  also  claimed  that  the 
Prince  had  a  blazing  row  with 
Sir  Robert  Feliowes,  the 
Queen's  private  secretary  — 
and  his  former  wife’s  brother- 
in-law,  suggesting  at  one  point 
that  he  “impale  himself  on  his 
own  flagstaff”. 

The  report  further  depicted 
the  Prince  of  Wales.  Earl 
Spencer  and  the  Prime  Minis¬ 
ter.  as  being  lined  up  against 
the  Palace,  and  appeared  to 


reinforce  the  view  that  die 
Palace  totally  failed  to  read  the 
public  mood  after  the  death  of 
the  Princess. 

Earl  Spencer  was  said  to 
have  been  enraged  by  the 
suggestion  that  his  sister 
should  have  a  private  funeral, 
a  reaction  that  was  said  to 
have  coloured  subsequent  re¬ 
lations  with  the  Royal  Family. 

And  the  Prince  of  Wales 
was  reported  to  have  called  the 
Prime  Minister  from  the  flight 
deck  of  the  aircraft  raking  him 
to  Paris  to  collect  the  Princess 
to  ask  him  to  intercede  over 
the  arrangements.  Tony  Blair 
was  known  to  have  favoured  a 
substantial  state  occasion 
from  the  start 

But  the  Palace  last  night 
dismissed  the  report  in  all  its 
aspects.  A  spokesman  said: 
"We  can  categorically  say  that 
this  story  is  rubbish,  and  pure 
mischief-making.  It  is  simply 
untrue.  The  funeral  arrange- 
ments  were  made  with  the 
close  co-operation  of  the  Royal 
and  Spencer  families:  there 
was  no  such  dispute." 

Lord  Spencer  matched  the 
Palace  with  an  equally  vehe¬ 
ment  denial.  “To  suggest  that 
there  divisions  between  royal 
officials  and  me  in  the  period 


after  my  sister*  death  is  so  far 
from  the  truth  as  ro  be 
laughable.  We  were  united  in 
the  aim  of  giving  Diana  a 
suitable  funeral,  and  all  ar¬ 
rangements  up  to  and  includ¬ 
ing  the  service  were  agreed 
amicably  between  the  Lord 
Chamberlain's  office  and 
myself.” 

The  Princess's  brother  add¬ 
ed  that  arrangements  for  the 
funeral  had  gone  very  well. 
He  dismissed  as  absolute  rub¬ 
bish  another  pan  of  the  tele¬ 
vision  report  suggesting 
disagreement  over  whether 
the  Duke  of  Edinburgh  should 
walk  behind  the  coffin  on  the 
last  stage  of  its  journey  to  the 
abbey:  “It  is  clear  that  the 
walk*  was  going  to  be  an  ordeal 
for  the  boys,  and  that  they 
would  be  more  comfortable  if 
their  grandfather  were  there. 
They  would  feel  reassured.'' 

Downing  Street  joined  rhe 
chorus  of  denial.  A  spokesman 
said:  “It  is  factually  wrong  to 
say  rhat  the  Prime  Minister 
spoke  to  Prince  Charles  when 
the  Prince  was  on  the  flight 
deck  of  his  plane  to  Paris.  No 
such  conversation  took  place. 
It  is  also  wholly  wrong  to  say 
that  Downing  Street  was  in¬ 
volved  in  any  inter-family

negotiations.  That  simply  did 
not  happen." 

The  Palace  did.  however, 
confirm  that  Lord  Spencer 
had  firmly  rejected  any  sug¬ 
gestion  that  his  sister  should 
have  her  royal  title  posthu¬ 
mously  restored. 

Within  two  hours  of  the 
funeral,  in  which  the  Earl  said 
uf  his  sister  "she  needed  no 
royal  tirle  to  continue  to  gener¬ 
ate  her  particular  brand  of 
magic",  he  made  clear  to  Sir 
Robert  Feliowes  that  even  if  a 
posthumous  restoration  were 
offered,  the  Spencer  family 
would  not  accept  it. 

The  exchange  rook  place  on 
the  train  carrying  family 
mourners  to  rhe  Princess’s 
private  burial  at  Althorp. 

A  Palace  spokesman  said 
char  the  Spencer  family  had 
been  consulted:  “Their  very 
firm  view  was  that  the  Prin¬ 
cess  herself  would  not  have 
wished  for  any  change  to  the 


style  and  title  by  which  she 
was  known  at  the  time  of  her 
death.  The  Spencer  family 
itself  also  did  not  wish  for  it  to 
be  changed." 

Palace  sources  insisted  that 
at  no  rime  had  Sir  Robert 
made  any  offer:  the  subject 
had  been  broached  only 
because  the  Palace  had  had  a 
number  of  calls  from  news¬ 
paper  urging  the  Queen  to 
restore  the  tide.  But  there  was 
little  doubt  that  had  the  Earl 
wished  it,  the  Queen  would 
have  given  serious  consider¬ 
ation  to  restoring  the  title, 
which  rhe  Princess  surren¬ 
dered  voluntarily  during  her 
divorce  negotiations.

The  ring,  found  in  the 
wreckage  of  the  Mercedes, 
was  part  of  a  line  of  engage¬ 
ment  jewellery  named  Dis- 
moi  our.  It  recently  featured  in 
an  advertising  campaign  in 
society  magazines  under  the 
slogan:  “A  little  yes.  for  the 
happiest  day  of  her  life."  M  M

gem  dealer  whose  grandfather 
opened  the  family’s  first  shop 
in  Italy  in  1920.  Jean  Germer. 
of  Hatton  Diamonds  in 
London,  said  that  the  central

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Carey  to  defend  unions’  rights

THE  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  is  expect¬ 
ed  to  provoke  political  controversy  today 
by  publicly  endorsing  the  Government’s 
plans  to  gram  statutory’  recognition  to 
trade  unions. 

In  die  first  speech  by  an  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury  to  a  TUC  conference.  Dr 
George  Carey  will  make  clear  that  he 
backs  the  view  of  Roman  Catholic  bishops 
—  that  workers  have  rights,  including  the 
risht  to  join  trade  unions  and  to  go  on 
strike,  and  are  nor  commodities  to  be 
bought  and  sold  according  to  market 
requirements.  . 

He  is  expected  to  say  that  it  is  not 
consistent  with  ecumenical  Christian 
concerns  for  workers  io  be  denied  a  say  in 
decisions  concerning  them,  or  denied  a 
right  to  be  represented  by  a  trade  union  of 
their  choice. 

He  will  tell  the  conference:  “I  believe 
that,  in  broad  terms,  employers  have  a 


moral  responsibility  to  recognise  the 
chosen  representatives  of  their  employ¬ 
ees."  And  he  will  go  on  to  say  that  it  is 
unjust  when  people  suffer  victimisation 
on  grounds  of  their  membership  or  taking 
pari  in  "legitimate"  union  activities. 

The  Archbishop,  who  will  mention  his 
own  past  membership  of  two  unions,  will 
also  spell  out  “fundamental  values"  that 
Christian  churches  have  in  common  with 
trade  unions. 

His  insistence  that  employers  have  a 
moral  obligation  to  recognise  trade 
unions  comes  after  TUC  named  a  number 
of  companies  it  accused  of  refusing 
recognition  in  spite  of  their  workers 
wanting  unions. 

The  Prime  Minister  will  also  support 
the  plans  for  recognition  when  he 
addresses  the  conference  in  Brighton  later 
today  .  But  yesterday  he  was  accused  of 
watering  down  a  clear  promise  on  job 
rights  made  by  his  predecessor  John 
Smith. 

John  Edmonds.  General  Secretary  uf 


the  GMB  general  union,  criticised  the 
Government  for  coupling  its  proposal  for 
union  recognition  with  an  insistence  on 
maintaining  Britain’s  economic  competi¬ 
tiveness  and  on  keeping  a  flexible  labour 
market. 

Tony  Biair  is  insistent  that  Labour 
proposals  on  jobs  must  be  compatible 
with  employment  flexibility.  But  the 
GMB  leader  told  the  TUC  conference:  "A 
flexible  labour  market?  When  I  hear  the 
Labour  government  using  Tory  phrases,  1 
shiver  a  little,"

THE  Royal  Academy  of  Arts  is 
facing  a  rebellion  from  its  academi¬ 
cians  over  a  decision  to  shew  a 
portrait  of  Myra  Hindley,  created 
by  thousands  of  children's  hand¬ 
prints. 

The  artist  Craigie  Aitchison  has 
threatened  to  resign  over  the  matter 
and  others  voiced  disgust  that  the 
portrait  of  the  Moors  murderer  is  to 
be  exhibited  at  a  venerable  institu¬ 
tion  such  as  the  Royal  Academy. 

The  issue  wifi  be  debated  at  a 
general  assembly  of  the  academi¬ 
cians  on  Thursday.  “It  should  never 


have  got  this,"  Aitchison  said.  "It  is 
a  disgrace  for  the  RA  even  to  think 
of  exhibiting  the  Hindley  picture. 
I’m  not  going  to  be  associated  with  a 
place  that  puts  on  that" 

Referring  to  the  RA's  statement 
about  being  sympathetic  m  die 
wishes  of  die  families  of  Hindley’s 
victims,  he  said:  "If  this  is  true,  why 
then  is  there  any  thought  of  exhibit¬ 
ing  the  picture? 

"The  exhibition  organiser  should 
be  asked  to  give  up  his  job.  I  have 
considered  resigning  over  it.  it's 
better  those  responsible  for  it  should 
do  that." 

The  portrait,  by  Marcus  Harvey, 
is  among  several  controversial  ex¬ 


hibits  being  loaned  to  the  academy 
by  the  collector  Charles  Saatchi 
bom  September  IS.  Sensation,  the 
title  of  the  shew  of  work  by  young 
British  avant-garde  artists,  antici¬ 
pates  criticism.  A  sculpture  using 
nine  pints  of  an  artist's  blood  and 
explicit  mannequins  are  among 
works  upsetting  academicians  who 
regard  the  academy  as  a  bastion  of 
tradition. 

Winnie  Johnson,  the  mother  of 
one  of  the  Moors  victims,  and 
Hindley  herself  have  asked  the  RA 
not  to  show  the  picture. 

Aitchison's  views  were  echoed  by 
fellow  artist  Anthony  G reen:  "I  wish 
that  the  academy  had  had  nothing 


to  do  with  things  that  relate  to  Myra 
Hindley.  It  strikes  me  that  we  are 
nor  doing  ourselves  any  great 
honour  by  being  involved  with 
Hindley  mugshots  when  a  child  is 
still  burial  on  the  moors. 

This  has  nothing  to  do  with  art 
This  is  bathing  in  the  gutter.  Others 
will  say  we're  narrow-minded,  big¬ 
oted  old  fools,  f  don't  mind  if  they 
do.  This  is  about  common  humanity 
and  Christian  decency." 

Another  academician,  Philip  Sut¬ 
ton,  said:  "I  don't  think  it  should  be 
exhibited  because  of  the  families  of 
The  children.  The  question  of  artistic 
freedom  doesn’t  come  into  it.  Ifs  to 
do  with  human  feelings  about  the 


family.  I  don't  feel  it's  a  political 
clamping  down  on  an  artist  It  s  to 
do  with  human  feelings.  If  the 
family  object.  I’m  with  the  family.  If 
it  was  one  of  my  children.  I  would 
strongly  object" 

Norman  Adams.  Professor  ot 
Painting  at  the  RA  School,  said:  Its 
a  pretty  disgusting  exhibition 
because  of  its  reliance  on  shock 
tactics.  Apart  from  anything  else, 
it’s  such  an  awful  painting.  I  can't 
see  what  merit  it  has  at  all." 

Edna  Weiss,  a  member  of  the 
Reynolds  Club,  an  association  of 
former  students  of  the  Royal  Acade¬ 
my  Schools,  said:  “For  rhe  parents  of 
the  children,  it’s  in  bad  taste.  The 


Th is 
is  too  close  to  it  Hindley  is  still 
living  and  the  parents  are  still 

around."  ...  e 

David  Noms.  chairman  of  the 
Reynolds  Club,  said:  “As  a  matter 
of  principle,  if  something  is  going  to 
be  so  intrusive  into  the  emotional 
life  of  the  families,  of  course  it 
shouldn’t  be  there.  It’s  capitalising 
on  publicity.  If  it  were  of  Joe  Smith, 
it  would  attract  no  attention  whatso¬ 
ever  artistically  or  in  any  other  way. 
This  is  courting  the  emotions  to  gain 
publicity." 

An  RA  spokeswoman  said  that  a 
final  decision  would  be  made  at  the 
end  of  this  week.

Hume  puts  peace 
process  before 
Irish  presidency

JOHN  HUME  ended  weeks 
or  speculation  last  night  by 
announcing  that  he  would  not 
stand  in  the  election  to  succeed 
Mary  Robinson  as  Ireland's 
next  President. 

The  60-year-old  leader  of 
the  Social  Democratic  and 
Labour  Party  ended  weeks  of 
speculation  last  nighr  by  say¬ 
ing  that  he  had  spent  his  adult 
life  working  to  end  the  conflict 
in  Northern  Ireland  and  could 
not  leave  the  peace  process  at 
this  "very  crucial  stage". 

Mis  showed  that  Mr  Hume 
was  the  overwhelming  favour¬ 
ite.  He  was  inundated  with 
calls  from  the  Republic  urging 
him  to  stand,  and  Dublin’s 
main  parties  would  have 
backed  him.  However,  the 
post  would  have  prevented 
him  joining  the  full-scale 
peace  negotiations,  beginning 
on  Monday,  which  he  has 
worked  harder  than  anyone  to 
broker. 

Mr  Hume,  who  is  also  an 
MEP,  said  it  was  a  "very 
difficult  decision".  Other  fac¬ 
tors  undoubtedly  deterred 
him.  though  his  statement  did 
not  mention  them.  He  had  no 
guarantee  of  an  uncontested 
election  because  Albert  Reyn¬ 
olds,  the  former  Taoiseach, 
would  not  withdraw.  Sinn 
Fein  had  an  outside  chance  of 
winning  the  by-election  for  his 
Westminster  seat,  giving  it

three  MPs  to  the  SDLPs  two. 
Unionist  hardliners  might 
have  turned  the  European  by- 
election  into  a  damaging 
referendum  on  the  peace  talks. 

Sinn  Fein  will  meanwhile 
fulfil  the  last  condition  for 
joining  die  negotiations  this 
afternoon  by  formally  com¬ 
mitting  itself  to  the  six  “Mitch¬ 
ell  principles"  of  democracy 
and  non-violence.  In  a  brief 
ceremony  ar  Stormont  Castle 
Gerry  Adams,  the  Sinn  Fein 
president,  and  Martin 
McGuinness.  the  party's  chief 
negotiation  will  renounce  die 
use  of  force  for  political  ends. 
None  of  the  Unionist  parties 
will  be  present. 

The  Ulster  Unionist  Party’s 
110-member  executive  will 
meet  on  Saturday  to  decide 


whether  to  attend  the  negotia¬ 
tions  with  Sinn  Fein.  The 
party  is  deeply  divided  on  the 
issue  and  is  expected  to  agree 
only  to  proximity  talks,  not 
face-to-face  negotiations.  The 
smaller  Democratic  Unionist 
and  UK  Unionist  parlies  have 
already  Left  the  peace  process. 

Mr  Hume's  decision  not  to 
stand  for  the  Irish  presidency 
throws  the  Republic’s  political 
parlies  into  turmoil  as  they 
struggle  to  find  a  successor  to 
Mrs  Robinson,  who  leaves 
office  on  Friday  to  become  the 
United  Nations  Human 
Rights  Commissioner. 

The  three  main  Irish  polit¬ 
ical  parties  —  Fianna  Fail. 
Fine  Gael  and  Labour  —  had 
hoped  to  avoid  an  expensive 
and  potentially  politically 
damaging  presidential  elec¬ 
tion  by  putting  Mr  Hume  for¬ 
ward  as  an  agreed  candidate. 
All  three  parties  want  to  avoid 
the  em harassment  of  losing  an 
election,  but  the  elimination  of 
Mr  Hume  forces  them  to  se¬ 
lect  candidates  over  the  com¬ 
ing  weeks  and  canvass  for  the 
election  on  October  30. 

Mr  Reynolds  is  now  the 
bookmakers’  favourite  to  win. 
However,  the  Fianna  Fail 
leadership  is  reluctant  to  bade 
him  as  it  fears  that  he  will  not 
have  enough  electoral  sup¬ 
port,  particularly  in  Dublin, 
where  anti-Reynolds  senti¬ 
ments  are  strong.  Michael 
O'Kennedy,  a  former  Fianna 
Fail  minister,  is  currently  the

Fine  Gael,  meanwhile,  must 
decide  between  Maty  Banotti, 
an  MEP  who  spends  most  of 
her  life  in  Brussels  and  Stras¬ 
bourg,  and  Avrii  Doyle,  who 
lost  her  Dail  seat  in  the  June 


election.  Labour,  which 
backed  Mrs  Robinson  in  1990, 
does  not  have  any  candidates 
as  yeL  David  Norris,  an 
independent  senator  and  gay- 
rights  activist,  is  seeking  the 
party's  nomination,  but  it  is 
reluctant  to  back  a  gay  man 
for  President  and  may  opt  for 
Michael  D.  Higgins,  the  for¬ 


mer  Arts  Minister.  Dana,  the 
former  Eurovision  Sons  Con¬ 
test  winner,  is  still  battling  for 
a  nomination.

The  tiny  bouquet  of  white 
roses  from  Prince  Harry  that 
sat  on  the  coffin  with  the 
poignant  card  saying  "Mum¬ 
my"  has  been  placed  alone  on 
the  grave,  li,  too.  will  be  left 
untouched,  as  will  the  bou¬ 
quets  from  Prince  William,  a 
spray  of  lilies  from  Lord 
Spencer  and  rhe  tributes  from 
the  Prince  of  Wales  and  the 
Queen  and  the  Duke  of 
Edinburgh. 

A  spokesman  for  the  Spen¬ 
cer  family  said:  "There  is  no 
intention  of  removing  any  of 
them  after  the  flowers  had 
wilted.  It’S  ashes  to  ashes. 
They  will  stay  there  and  help 
more  flowers  to  grow  one  day 
around  the  grave." 

All  day,  estate  workers 
toiled  to  lift  by  hand  each 
floral  tribute  that  had  been 
formed  into  the  shape  of  a 
heart  on  the  road  outside  the 
gates.  Inside  they  were  laid  on 
tractor  trailers  and  taken  to 
the  edge  of  the  lake  where  the 


Earl  helped  to  lift  them  into  a 
small  rowing  boat. 

David  Jones  of  the  Press 
Association,  the  only  photog¬ 
rapher  allowed  to  witness  the 
scene,  said:  "It  really  was  very 
peaceful.  Extremely  moving. 
The  island  is  carpeted  in 
flowers." 

The  Earl  was  rowed  out  to 
the  grave  because  he  has 
ordenkl  the  temporary  bridge 
used  for  her  burial  to  be 
dismantled  so  that  nobody  can 
reach  the  island. 

"He  wanted  his  sister  left  in 
absolute  peace  and  solitude. 
This  way,  no  one  can  reach 
her  grave,"  the  spokesman 
said.  When  family  members 
want  to  visit,  they,  too.  will  go 
by  boat.  When  the  Earl  opens 
Althorp  to  the  public,  they  will 
be  permirted  to  walk  only  as 
far  as  the  lake  edge. 

The  photographer  was  not 
allowed  near  the  Princess’s 
grave,  but  simply  shown  a 
pathway  that  has  been  hacked 
through  the  shrubbery.  By  last 
night  that  pathway  was  entire¬ 
ly  strewn  with  flowers. 

The  Earl,  who  was  said  to 
have  remained  "composed 
and  reflective”  as  he  walked 
on  die  island,  has  left  a  note  on 
the  gates  to  the  estate  thanking 
people  for  their  generous  reac¬ 
tion  and  explaining  what  has 
happened  to  their  tributes.

Andrew  U.  The  two  law  lords  will  form  part  of  the 
Court  of  Appeal's  non-permanent  panel  of  judges  and  will 
strengthen  the  perceived  independence  of  the  court  The  ap¬ 
pointments  will  be  made  through  the  Hong  Kong  Special 
Administrative  Region.  Further  talks  will  beheld  on  the  can¬ 
didates.  Lord  Irvine  is  visiting  Hong  Kong,  the  first  Cabinet 
minister  to  do  so  since  its  transfer  to  China.

At 
Slaughter  and  May,  average  profits  were  £566,000.  with  top 
partners  earning  £700,000.  Partners  at  some  of  the  middle- 
sized  firms  took  home  as  much  as  those  in  the  top  five.

A  three-year-old  girl  in  King's  College 
Hospital,  London,  received  a  liver,  one  kidney  was  given  to 
a  ten-year-old  Nottingham  girl  and  the  other  to  a  54-year-old 
Sheffield  woman.  Two  children  will  have  his  corneas  to 
restore  their  sight  and  two  will  have  his  heart  valves.

The  fire  at  Windscale  Atomic  Works  —  now 
‘  Sellafield  —  in  October  1957  remains  the  worst  nuclear 
accident  in  Britain.  Frfeeti- tonnes  of  nudear  fuel  are  still  in 
the  structure.  Andrew  Munn,  spokesman  for  the  authority, 
said:  “You  cannot  leave  something  tike  that  forever  and  a 
day.  This  is  a  contract  to  do  something  about  it" 

ME  charity’s  tutor  fear 

Only  a  quarter  of  tutors  who  teach  sick  children  in  their 
homes  know  anything  about  chronic  fatigue  syndrome,  the 
condition  which  is  responsible  for  more  than  half  of  long¬ 
term  illness  among  teenagers,  says  Action  for  ME,  the 
charity  for  sufferers  from  myalgic  encephalomyelitis.  It 
found  that  only  25  per  cent  of  home  tutors  employed  by  70 
local  education  authorities  had  been  told  how  the  condition, 
which  affects  25,000  children,  hits  memory  and  concentra¬ 
tion.  The  charity  has  launched  an  information  pack.

Woman  stabbed 
on  common 
‘knew  her  killer’

A  TEENAGER  stabbed  to 
death  on  a  common  probably 
knew  her  killer,  police  said 
yesterday. 

Rachel  Barraclough,  18. 
described  as  a  shy.  churchgo¬ 
ing  young  woman,  died  from 
wounds  inflicted  with  a  3in 
knife.  Her  body  was  discov¬ 
ered  on  Sunday  night  24 
hwrs  after  she  left.home  for.a 
night  out  with  friends  in 
Wakefield,  west  Yorkshire. 
Three  men  out  for  a  walk 
found  her  body  on  Heath 
Common  on  the  outskirts  of 
the  city. 

Police  were  yesterday  un¬ 
clear  about  the  motive  for  the 
killing.  She  was  fully  clothed 
and  had  not  been  sexually 
assaulted,  but  had  no  money 
on  her. 

Detective  Superintendent 
John  Holt,  leading  the  murder 
hunt,  described  her  death  as 
an  “exceptionally  violent  mur¬ 
der"  and  said  the  person 
responsible  was  capable  of 
doing  it  again  and  must  be 
considered  extremely 
dangerous. 

He  said:  “I  believe  she  was 
comfortable  in  the  company  of 
the  person  responsible  for  this 
horrific  attack.  Although  she 
went  willingly  to  Heath  Com¬ 
mon,  we  do  know  that  she  put 
up  a  struggle.  She  has  re¬ 
ceived  a  number  of  defence 
wounds  to  her  hands.  There  is 
a  possibility  that  her  attacker 
might  have  received  some  sort 
ofmjury.  either  from  Rachel 
trying  to  defend  herself,  or  he 
may  have  been  injured  during 
the  course  of  the  attack." 

Miss  Barraclough,  from 
Bradford,  was  last  seen  by  the 
taxi  driver  who  dropped  her

off  at  Bradford  Interchange 
railway  station  on  Friday 
night  to  catch  a  bus  to  Wake¬ 
field.  When  her  body  was 
found  she  was  wearing  her 
disco  clothes:  a  short,  black 
satin  skirt,  a  burgundy  blouse 
and  a  black  bomber  jacket 
with  an  imitation  for  collar. 

Mr  Holt  said  he  believed 
Rachel  had  not  been  abducted 
and  dumped  but  died  at  the 
scene,  40  yards  from  the 
nearest  path  and  a  mile  from 
the  nearest  road.

Years  of 
guilt  led 
murderer

SEVEN  years  ago,  Andrew 
Aiken  rook  a  41b  hammer  and 
battered  to  death  a  friend  after 
a  drunken  argument.  Yester¬ 
day  a  court  was  told  that  he 
had  wandered  the  globe,  "tor¬ 
mented  by  guilt",  until  he 
could  stand  it  no  more  and 
flew  home  to  Britton,  where  he 
confessed  to  police  and  begged 
for  the  death  penalty.  . 

Aiken,  who  represented 
himself  in  court,  lulled  Law¬ 
rence  McDonaeh.  aged  in  his 
40s  or  50s.  ar  their  squat  in 
Hackney.  East  London,  in 
1990.  He  dragged  the  body 
into  the  cellar  and  buried  it  in 
a  sleeping  bag.  Friends,  un¬ 
aware  thar  the  body  was 
underfoot,  helped  him  to  con¬ 
crete  over  the  floor. 

Shortly  after  the  murder  of 
the  busker  be  had  met  at  a 
London  Tube  station.  Aiken 
left  the  country,  the  Old  Bailey 
was  told.  He  ended  up  in 
Picton,  south  of  Sydney.  Aus-- 
tralia,  and  joined  a  group 
called  the  Community  Apos¬ 
tolic  Church  and  told  them  his 
story.  They  persuaded  him  to 
give  himself  up  and  in  June 
this  year  he  returned  to  Brit¬ 
ain.  He  was  met  ai  Heathrow 
in  June  by  a  member  of  the 
church  From  Kent  who  helped 
him  to  type  his  confession. 

Brian  Altman,  for  the  prose¬ 
cution.  said:  “He  asked  for 
his  life  to  be  taken  in  an 
exception  to  what  he  described 
as  the  current  insufficient 
punishment." 

On  June  5  this  year  Aiken 
went  to  Scotland  Yard  and  led 
officers  to  the  body.  Judge 
Clive  Tayler.  QC,  adjourned 
sentencing  until  Friday  for 
psychiatric  reports.

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Buckingham  FaJace  appeared 
to  break  with  protocol  only 
under  pressure  from  the  pub¬ 
lic.  Concessions  were  made 
over  the  laying  of  flowers  in 
Kensington  Gardens,  the  ex¬ 
tension  of  the  route  of  the 
funeral  procession,  the  flying 
of  a  flag  at  half-mast  over 
Buckingham  Palace  and  a 
one-minute  silence.  The 
Queen  also  eventually  agreed 
to  return  to  London  after 
criticism  of  her  absence  at 
Balmoral  and  give  a  television 
address  to  the  nation. 

Channel  4  maintained  that 
the  row  had  continued  to 
underlie  preparations  for  Sat¬ 
urday’s  funeral,  with  the  issue 
of  who  would  walk  with  the 
coffin  into  the  abbey  not 
resolved  until  less  than  an 
hour  in  advance. 

Undeniably,  there  was  con¬ 
fusion  about  who  would  walk 
behind  the  coffin.  with  the 
result  that  the  Duke  of  Edin¬ 
burgh's  appearance  with  the 
three  princes  and  the  Earl  was 
unexpected.

Hague  calls  for 
Heathrow  to  be 
Diana  Airport

A  PROPOSAL  to  rename 
Heathrow  as  the  Princess 
Diana  International  Airport 
was  endorsed  by  William 
Hague  yesterday  as  an 
“immediate  and  symbolic 
memorial”. 

There  was  scepticism 
among  executives  at  the  air¬ 
ports  operator  BAA  and  some 
politicians  pointed  out  private¬ 
ly  thai  Heathrow  was  not 
always  the  most  popular  place 
in  the  country,  and  might 
become  (ess  so  after  the  fifth 
terminal  was  built  The  Gov¬ 
ernment  was  noncommittal. 

Lindsay  Hoyle,  the  Labour 
MP  for  Chorley.  became  the 
first  MP  to  back  the  idea 
publicly  yesterday,  saying  it 
would  be  “an  ideal  way  to 
keep  Diana’s  name  constantly 
in  people’s  minds  the  world 
over". 

.  It  became  a  formal  proposal 
from  Mr  Hague.  He  said  that 
the  Conservatives  would  put 
the  idea  forward  to  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  as  a  tribute  that  could 
be  made  quickly  and  easily 
while  a  range  of  memorials 
were  being  considered.  He 
added:  "Heathrow  is  one  of 
our  main  gateways  to  the  rest 
of  the  world  and  other  coun¬ 
tries  such  as  the  United  States 
and  France  have  named  their 
airports  after  major  public 


figures.”  Sir  Teddy  Taylor. 
Conservative  MPfor  Rochford 
and  Southend  EasL  did  not 
agrw.  “l  do  not  think  it  is  a 
fitting  memorial  to  put  a  new 
nameplate  on  something  al¬ 
ready  there." 

The  BAA  said  officially  that 
it  was  “flattered”  and  that  the 
Princess  had  been  a  regular 
user  of  Heathrow.  Privately, 
senior  officials  were  sceptical 
that  such  a  move  would  win 
board  acceptance. 

About  50  airports  around 
rhe  world  have  been  named 
after  people,  such  as  John  F. 
Kennedy  in  New  York. 
Charles  de  Gaulle  in  Paris  and 
John  Wayne  in  Orange  Coun¬ 
ty.  California.  Britain  has 
steadfastly  refused  to  bow  to 
the  cult  of  personally. 

“I  can  think  of  nothing 
worse  than  naming  Heathrow 
after  Diana.  Princess  of 
Wales,”  Sir  Peter  Masefield, 
former  chairman  of  BAA, 
said.  “It  has  always  been  a 
great  tradition  in  this  country 
to  name  airports  after  nearby 
villages  which  might  have 
been  there  for  thousands  of 
years."

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Tide  of  flowers  overwhelms  the  palaces 


The  operation  to  collect  tributes  has 
been  postponed  as  thousands  more 
are  laid,  reports  Daniel  McGrory 


THE  clearance  of  flowers  laid 
in  memoiy  of  Diana,  Princess 
of  Wales,  outside  the  three 
London  palaces  has  been  post¬ 
poned  because  many  people 
are  still  placing  tributes. 

Volunteers  were  due  to 
begin  the  task  of  removing  the 
estimated  13  million  bouquets 
and  displays  today,  but  it  was 
realised  that  they  would  have 
difficulty  reaching  them 
because  of  the  crowds  still 
flocking  to  the  palaces. 

The  Royal  Family  and  Earl 
Spencer  agreed  that  the  clean¬ 
up  operation  should  not  be 
rushed.  A  spokesman  for  Lord 
Spencer  said:  “He  finds  it  all 
very  moving  and  believes 
people  should  be  allowed  to 
express  their  grief." 

Police  were  forced  to  keep 
The  Mall  and  Constitution 
Hill  dosed  yesterday  because 
of  the  throng  of  people  carry¬ 
ing  armfuls  of  flowers.  They 
will  attempt  to  open  the  roads 
today. 

The  government  depart¬ 
ment  organising  the  dean-up 
said  last  night  that  the  remov¬ 
al  would  not  begin  “until 
Thursday  at  the  earliest".  It 
could  take  the  volunteer  army 
of  Scouts  and  other  youth 
organisations  up  to  six  weeks 
to  remove  more  than  10,000

Survivor 
was  only 
one  in 
seatbelt

THE  largest  grouping  of  indepen¬ 
dent  girls’  schools  yesterday 
launched  a  £70  million  scholarship 
programme  to  replace  their  stare- 
funded  assisted  places,  which  are 
being  phased  out  by  the 
Government. 

Sue  Lawley.  the  broadcaster,  will 
take  part  in  radio  advertisements  to 
publicise  the  3,000  subsidised  places 
available  ro  law-income  families  at 
the  25  schools  in  the  Girls  Public  Day 
School  Trust 

Ms  Lawley,  whose  daughter  at¬ 
tends  Putney  High  School  in  South 


London,  is  among  several  celebrities 
helping  the  trust  ro  set  up  its  hind.  Its 
patrons  indude  Dame  Stella 
Rimington,  former  director  of  MI5 
and  a  former  pupil  of  Nottingham 
High  School,  and  Nicola  Horlick.  the 
merchant  banker  who  attended  Bir¬ 
kenhead  High  School. 

The  assisted  places  scheme,  which 
covers  34,000  pupils,  is  to  be  phased 
out  over  the  next  seven  years  and  the 
£140  million  cost  switched  to  keep 
class  sizes  to  30  or  below  in  state 
infant  school  classes.  This  Septem¬ 
ber’s  intake  will  be  the  last  subsidised 
by  the  scheme. 

As  disclosed  in  The  Times  in  May, 
the  trust  wants  to  ensure  that  the 


fund  can  replace  all  the  assisted 
places  at  its  schools.  They  indude 
South  Hampstead  High  and  Wim¬ 
bledon  High  in  London,  and  Ips¬ 
wich.  Oxford  and  Portsmouth  High 
Schools.  The  trust  has  raised  well 
over  £10  million  through  donations 
from  funds  and  former  pupils. 

Michael  Oakley,  its  chief  executive, 
said:  “We  could  fill  these  places  with 
fee-payers  but  the  trust  has  always 
been  committed  to  making  its  schools 
accessible  to  bright  girls  from  fam¬ 
ilies  who  otherwise  could  not  afford 
it.  We  do  not  want  schools  which  are 
only  far  fhe  relatively  wealthy.” 

The  Headmasters’  and  Headmis¬ 
tresses'  Conference  of  250  leading 


independent  schools  estimates  its 
schools  will  replace  around  a  third  of 
its  subsidised  places. 

Vivian  Anthony,  secretary  of  the 
conference,  said:  “The  sad  thing  is 
that,  despite  all  the  schemes,  there 
wUl  be  children  who  will  lose  ouL  It  is 
undeniable  from  the  research  we 
have  done  that  those  young  people 
will  do  less  well  in  the  schools  they 
are  going  to  than  if  they  had  come 
to  us.” 

Government-commissioned  re¬ 
search  showed  last  summer  that 
pupils  on  assisted  places  at  indepen¬ 
dent  schools  scored  up  to  three  A- 
level  grades  better  than  pupils  of 
equal  ability  at  state  schools.  The 


study  compared  the  1995 
results  of  pupils  on  the  si-hem 
Ze  of  lS-yenr-olds  who  qi^ 
for  a  place  but  opted  to  take  their  A 
levels  in  the  state  sector 
□  The  Girls  Public  On 
Trust,  which  this  year  ^kbrates  its 
125th  anniversary,  is  to  drop 
word  public  from  its  title. 

Mr  Oakley  said:  “We  do  not  wan 
an  exclusive  image.  The  trust  wa 
founded  to  offer  educational  opportu¬ 
nities  to  all  bright  girls,  whatever 
their  backgrounds.

CHER1E  BOOTH,  the  Prime 
Minister’s  wife,  is  the  top 
public  role  model  for  sixth- 
formers  at  some  of  Britain’s 
leading  girls'  schools.

Dawn  French,  Pamela  Ander¬ 
son  and  Goldie  Hawn,  fol¬ 
lowed  by  the  television 
presenter  Anne  Diamond, 
and  Harriet  Harman,  the 
Social  Security  Secretary.

The  poll  was  taken  for  a 
conference  of  head  girls  and 
their  deputies  being  held  this 
week.  Anne  Jolly,  the 
organiser,  said:  “A  lot  of  girls 
said  they  could  not  compare  a 
public  figure  with  those  they 
knew  intimately. 

Things  can  look  wonderful 
on  the  surface,  but  there  can 
be  dreadful  strains  under¬ 
neath.  Their  mothers  were 
seen  dose  at  hand  and  com¬ 
manded  respect” 

Only  13  per  cent  of  the  sixth- 
formers  said  that  they  would 
work  full-time  before  their 


children  went  to  school  Al¬ 
most  half  favoured  part-time 
work,  while  38  per  cent  did 
not  expect  to  work  before  their 
children  were  five  years  old. 

Only  3  per  cent  expected  to 
have  children  before  the  age 
of  26,  while  22  per  cent 
intended  to  wait  until  they 
were  at  least  31.  One  in  20  had 
already  decided  not  to  have 
children. 

The  conference,  at  Wimble¬ 
don  High  School  in  south¬ 
west  London,  will  focus  on 
decision-making,  simulating 
conditions  young  women  may 
meet  in  the  workplace.

Children  ‘are  the  experts  on  drugs’ 


PARENTS  were  urged  yesterday  to  find 
out  more  about  drugs  and  their  effects. 
The  call  by  Tessa  Jowell,  Public  Health 
Minister,  came  as  research  showed  that  a 
third  of  parents  think  their  children  know 
more  about  drugs  than  they  do. 

At  the  launch  of  National  Drugs 
Awareness  Week,  Ms  Jowell  encouraged 
parents  to  pick  up  a  copy  of  a  new  free 
guide  called  Drugs  and  Solvents  —  Know 


the  Facts.  She  said:  “As  a  parent.  I  know 
how  difficult  and  worrying  it  can  be  to 
talk  to  our  kids  about  drugs.  One  of  the 
most  important  tools  is  information.” 

The  booklet,  published  by  the  Health 
Education  Authority  and  Boots  the  Chem¬ 
ist  is  available  from  Boots  stores  until 
September  14.  A  survey  commissioned  by 
the  chain  shows  that  almost  three 
quarters  of  parents  agree  they  are 


responsible  for  telling  their  children 
about  the  dangers  of  drugs. 

However,  more  than  a  third  believe 
that  their  children  know  more  about 
illegal  drugs  than  they  do  and  38  per  cent 
feel  helpless  about  protecting  their 
children  from  them.  Nearly  90  per  cent 
are  worried  about  their  children  using 
Ecstasy.  The  survey  questioned  parents  of 
children  aged  from  seven  to  21.

THE  ice-cream  so  gratefully 
licked  on  a  hot  day  will, 
within  20  seconds,  induce  a 
severe  but  short-lived  head¬ 
ache  in  some  unlucky  people. 
This  type  of  headache  is 
equally  brought  on  by  suck¬ 
ing  ice  cubes,  having  an  ice- 
cold  drink,  or  by  being 
splashed  in  the  face  while 
swimming  in  a 'cold  sea. 

A  correspondence  in  the 
British  Medical  Journal 
aboui  “ice-cream  headache”, 
stimulated  by  an  earlier  edito¬ 
rial  revolved  around  the  ori¬ 
gins  of  the  reflex  which  causes 
constriction  in  major  arteries 
of  the  brain. 

The  reflex  changes,  which 
can  reduce  flow  by  a  third, 
could  be  the  result  of  an 
overreaction  to  a  reflex  re¬ 
sponding  to  a  drop  in  blood 
temperature  affecting  a  nerve 
centre  in  the  neck,  or  a 
response  to  a  reflex  triggered 
by  a  sensation  of  cold  in  the 

mouth,  or  above  all  the  pa¬ 
tient’s  palate. 

Fortuitously,  the  BMJ  corr¬ 
espondence  has  coincided 
with  Migraine  Awareness 
Week.  Although  the  nature  of 
ice-cream  headache  and  mi¬ 
graine  is  very  different,  both 
are  the  result  of  changes  in 
cranial  circulation.  Dr  Clif¬ 
ford  Rose,  chairman  of  the 
Migraine  Trust  and  the 
founder  director  of  the  Prin¬ 
cess  Margaret  Migraine  Clin¬ 
ic  at  the  Charing  Cross 
Hospital.  London,  said  that 


two  new  5HT1  receptor  ago¬ 
nist  drugs  have  been  intro¬ 
duced  to  treat  migraine 
attacks  over  the  past  year, 
another  two  were  just  about  to 
be  launched,  and  Imigran 
(sumatriptan),  which  had  set 
the  gold  standard  of  anti- 
migraine  therapy,  was  now 
available  in  a  form  which 
could  be  sniffed,  acting  four 
times  faster  than  a  tablet 

Imigraa  and  the  new  drugs 

Naramig  (naratriptan),  are 
made  by  Glaxo  Wellcome  and 
have  been  joined  on  the 
chemists*  shelves  by  Zolmig 
(zolmitriptanj.  All  are  5HT1 
agonists  and  both  Naramig 
and  Zolmig  are  effective  in 
smaller  doses  than  Imigran. 

If  migraine  occurs  more 
than  twice  a  month,  or  if  the 
visual  disturbances,  photo¬ 
phobia,  throbbing  headaches, 
nausea,  vomiting  and  shiver¬ 
ing  which  characterise  mi¬ 
graine  are  not  eased  by 
modern  drugs.  patients 
should  rake  prophylactic 
treatment  often  a  beta- 
blocker  tablet  daily. 

Whether  the  changes  in  a 
headache  sufferer’s  main  cir¬ 
culation  are  the  result  of 
migraine  or  icecream,  medi¬ 
cal  research  has  resolved  their 
mechanism  and  this  has  re¬ 
sulted  in  better  methods  of 
avoidance  or  treatment.

Beckett  calls  for 
quality,  not  profit 


SCIENCE  should  be  as  con¬ 
cerned  with  the  quality  of  life 
as  it  is  with  profitability. 
Margaret  Beckett,  the  Cabi¬ 
net  minister  responsible  for 
science,  told  the  association. 

Mrs  Beckett,  making  the 
first  statement  on  the  Govern¬ 
ment's  science  policy,  gave  no 
promises  of  increased  fund¬ 
ing  or  radical  policy  depar¬ 
tures.  Her  only  concrete 
initiative  was  an  annual  prize, 
worth  £100.000.  to  be  award¬ 
ed  to  the  academic  depart¬ 
ment.  centre  or  unit  that  had 
made  the  most  significant 
contribution  towards  sustain¬ 
ing  a  "healthy  economy"  — 
defined  as  sustainable  dev¬ 
elopment  and  a  better  quality 
of  fife. 

She  criticised  industry 
which,  she  said,  was  not 
paying  enough  attention  to 
research  and  development,  or 
putting  sufficient  resources 
into  it,  and  for  the  fate  of 
many  researchers  forced  to 
work  on  short-term  contracts. 
“Only  those  companies  and 
countries  that  have  high  lev¬ 
els  of  investment  in  skills  and 
technologies,  complemented 
by  high  levels  of  management 
interest  and  attention,  will 
succeed,"  she  said. 

She  was  also  critical  of  the 
slow  progress  made  In  hying 
to  itnprove  the  career' pattern 
of  young  researchers.  “Many 
of  these  highly  talented  and 
committed  young  people  have 
a  vast  amount  to  offer  but  for

a  tangle  of  reasons  this  poten¬ 
tial  has  not  blossomed  as  it 
should,1'  she  said.  A  renewed 
effort  should  be  made  to 
ensure  better  career  patterns 
for  contract  researchers,  not 
only  In  universities  but  also  in 
institutes  and  laboratories. 

Britain  had  a  strong  science 
base  of  which  we  should  all  be 
proud^she  said,  but  as  a 
society  we  often  lacked  scien¬ 
tific  knowledge.  "But  what  is 
worse  and  what  lies  behind 
that  lack  of  knowledge  is  a 
widespread  failure  of  imagi¬ 
nation  and  understanding 
about  the  relevance,  the  value, 
and  the  sheer  excitement  of 
scientific  endeavour  in  all  its 
many  forms,"  she  said.  The 
challenge  was  to  improve 
public  understanding  of  sci¬ 
ence,  and  to  inspire  young 
people  to  be  interested  in  it 


have. a  detection  system  that 
can  locate  air  holes  in  the 
pack-ice.  allowing  them  to 
make  their  incredible  jour¬ 
neys.  The  findings,  disclosed 
at  the  annual  meeting  in  Leeds 
of  the  British  Association  for 
the  Advancement  of  Science, 
have  been  made  posable  by 
satellite  tracking. 

The  British  and  Canadian 
scientists  tagged  the  belugas 
in  the  Mackenzie  Delta,  on  the 
Canadian  side  of  Alaska.  The 
whales  then  spend  a  few 
weeks  moulting  in  estuaries  in 
late  June  and  July  before  head¬ 
ing  to  the  feeding  grounds. 

The  moulting  period  in  shal¬ 
low  waters  is  when  the  whales 
are  at  the  mercy  of  hunters.  Dr 
Martin  showed  a  picture  of 
20,000  skulls  of  beluga  whales 
killed  by  British  whalers  in  the 
last  century.  One  big  whaler 
from  Dundee  simply  put  a  net 
up  across  a  bay  and  shot  the 
animals. 

The  females  and  the  males 
split  by  Banks  Island.  The  big 
males  travel  up  via  McClure 
Strait  to  the  “restaurant",  a 
deep  trench  at  a  site  called 
Viscount  Melville  Sound.  The 
females  go  to  a  more  shallow 
feeding  ground,  the  scientists 
have  found,  taking  young 
males  and  females  with  them. 

The  researdiers  believe  the 
different  sites  reflect  their 
abilities.  The  males  appear 
able  to  stay  down  for  up  to  21 
minutes  whereas  the  smaller 
females  can  only  stay  down  for 
up  to  16  minutes. 

Dr  Martin,  whose  work  is 
funded  by  the  Natural  Envi¬ 
ronment  Research  Council, 
said  this  allowed  the  males  to 
make  die  hazardous  journey 
lo  the  550-metre  trench,  where 
cod  is  available  “in  unbeliev¬ 
able  quantities".  The  “restau¬ 
rant"  is  open  for  August,  after 
which  the  males  head  west¬ 
wards  under  the  ice,  eventual¬ 
ly  emerging  through  the 
Bering  Strait- 

Toothed  whales,  such  as 
beluga,  have  echo  location 
systems  like  bats,  but  the 
researchers  suspect  that  they 
dive  and  listen  for  a  “sound 
signature"  of  water  moving 
around  air  holes  in  the  ice. 

Official  estimates  are  that 
there  are  IS  races  of  belugas  in 
the  Arctic,  totalling  between 
40,000  and  SO.OOO  animals. 
But  Dr  Martin  said:  “1  now 
suspect  that  the  population 
may  be  much  larger,  in  excess 
of 200.000."

A  VICTORIAN  love  affair 
involving  a  teacher  called  Jane 
Eyre  could  have  been  the 
inspiration  for  the  suppressed 
passion  between  Charlotte 
Bronte’s  fictional  character 
and  Mr  Rochester  in  her 
classic  novel. 

Claims  by  Margaret  Con¬ 
nor.  an  amateur  historian,  to 
have  discovered  the  liaison  are 
being  taken  seriously  by  the 
Bronte  Society,  which  has 
published  details  of  her  work 
in  its  journal. 

Miss  Connor  says  the  actual 
romance  between  Frances 
Jane  Eyre  and  an  eminent 
surgeon  living  not  far  from  the 
Brontes’  home  at  Haworth 
parsonage  in  west  Yorkshire 
would  have  been  hot  gossip 
for  the  local  chartering  classes 
in  the  mid-1840s-  Jane  Eyre 
was  published  in  1847. 

Miss  Connor,  a  retired 
teacher,  has  spent  two  years 
researching  how  the  tale 
found  its  way  to  the  Bronte 
household  through  a  grape¬ 
vine  of  weekly  prayer  meet¬

The  Jane  Eyre  of  Fulneck 
had  her  hopes  of  marrying  a 
Pudsey  surgeon  named  Mach- 
ill  thwarted  at  first  because 
she  apparently  refused  to  sac¬ 
rifice  her  career  as  a  teacher  in 
a  church  school.  At  dial  time 
such  teachers  were  required  to 
remain  spinsters. 

She  first  appears  in  church 
records  in  1842,  when  as  a 
woman  in  her  twenties,  she 
seeks  membership.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  year  she  joined  the 
Moravian  Single  Sister  group 
and  an  entry  in  the  elders’ 
journal  records  that  "Single 
Sister  Fanny  Jane  Eyre  has 
formed  a  connexion  with  a  Mr 
Machill.  a  surgeon  of  Pudsey" 


but  as  the  relationship  was 
“not  in  a  state  of  forwardness", 
the  elders  did  not  objecL  She 
last  appears  in  1845  seeking  a 
post  in  the  church  school. 

Miss  Connor  first  stumbled 
across  the  name  in  1995  while 
looking  into  her  family  history 
in  Fulneck's  Moravian 
Church  records.  She  dis¬ 
missed  it  as  coincidental  until 
a  year  later  she  met  an 
academic  visiting  Fulneck 
who  said  one  of  his  forebears. 
Maty  Lfley.  knew  the  Fulneck 
Jane  Eyre  and  also  Ellen 
Nussey.  one  of  Charlotte 
Bronte’s  closest  friends. 

Liley's  journal  mentions: 
"Jane  Eyre  ...  afterwards 
married  to  the  late  Dr  Machell 
of  Pudsey".  which  Miss  Con¬ 
nor  took  to  mean  that  the  real 
Jane  Eyre's  "connexion"  had 
finally  gone  forward,  although 
whether  she  had  to  change 
jobs  or  leave  the  sisterhood  to 
wed  is  unknown. 

Miss  Connor  believes  it  was 
likely  the  news  of  Fulneck 
Jane  Eyre's  tribulations  in 
love  filtered  through  local 
gossip  circles.  She  found 
Mary  Liley’s  cousin,  Elizabeth 
Coclull,  was  an  old  friend  of 
Charlotte  Bronte. 

Yesterday  she  said:  “lr 
seems  that  Mary  Liley's  jour¬ 
nal  provides  a  very  probable 
link  between  the  Fulneck  Jane 
Eyre  and  Charlotte  Bronte."

Women  are  reluctant  to  travel 
on  buses  late  at  night  bemuse 
of  the  fear  of  threatening 
behaviour,  and  so  on." 

Had  the  derision  been  made 
in  a  more  rational  way.  society 
would  have  been  the  richer, 
said  Sir  Derek,  who  was 
making  a  plea  for  die  “systems 
approach"  used  fay  engineers 
to  be  applied  more  widely. 

A  second  example  was  a 
drug  made  by  the  Japanese 
company  Esai  that  could  slow 
the  progress  of  Alzheimer’s 
disease.  It  was  expensive  but 
brought  improved  quality  of 
life  to  patients,  enabled  cams 
to  go  back  to  full-time  work, 
spued  the  state  the  cost  of 
social  security  payments  and 
meant  that  the  newly  re- 
employed  carers  paid  tax. 


MONSTROUS  creatures,  in¬ 
cluding  giant  sea  spiders  and 
worms,  have  been  discovered 
on  the  Antarctic  seabed. 

Dr  Lloyd  Peck,  of  the  Brit¬ 
ish  Antarctic  Survey,  said 
yesterday  that  the  low  tem¬ 
peratures  led  to  very  low 
metabolic  rales  among  mar¬ 
ine  creatures,  allowing  them 
to  grow  to  bigger  sues  and  to 
live  longer  than  comparable 
creatures  in  wanner  waters. 

Isopods  —  creatures  rather 
like  wood  lice  —  reach 
lengths  of  17cm  against  3cm 
in  temperate  seas.  Sea  spiders 
up  to  33cm  from  leg  tip  to  leg 
tip  have  been  discovered. 
They  are  a  thousand  times 
bigger  than  European  sea 
spiders. 

Dr  Peck  said  that  other 


oddities  included  a  10ft  tall 
sponge,  big  enough  for  divers 
to  climb  inside,  and  nemerte- 
an  or  ribbon  worms  that  can 
grow  to  three  metres  and  are 
as  “thick  as  your  thumb". 

The  seabed  world  has 
emerged  from  studies  of  ice¬ 
bergs.  When  a  big  one 
grounds  on  the  seabed  it  can 
obliterate  marine  communi¬ 
ties.  Smaller  ones  swirling 
around  in  the  sea  also  kill  on 
seabed  life. 

Dr  Peck  said  that  the  survey 
had  found  that  the  diversity  of 
Antarctic  marine  life  forms 
rivalled  the  Tropics.  That  was 
partly  due  to  the  clearing  out 
by  icebergs  and  partly  to  the 
isolation  of  the  continent  from 
the  rest  of  the  world  for  some 
35  million  years. 


Public  is 
turned  off 
by  green 
contusion 

THE  public  is  confused  and 
increasingly  cynical  about 
claims  made  by  environmen¬ 
tal  experts. 

Although  most  people 
would  like  to  lead  a  greener 
life,  they  are  not  sure  how  to 
do  it  and  doubtful  that  It 
would  make  any  difference. 
The  messages  from  govern¬ 
ment,  the  media  and  environ¬ 
mental  groups  are  too 
complex,  too  confusing  and 
change  too  often  for  them  to 
know  how  best  to  respond. 

Jacquelin  Burgess,  of  the 
Department  of  Geography  at 
University  College  London, 
who  has  carried  our  a  study  in 
Britain  and  The  Netherlands, 
found  that  the  Dutch  were 
greener  than  the  British  and 
more  likely  to  trust  what  they 
were  told. 

The  research,  carried  out 
from  1993  to  1995  in  Notting¬ 
ham  and  Eindhoven,  found 
anxieties  about  the  environ¬ 
ment  had  been  displaced  by 
worries  about  crime  and 
unemployment. 

As  one  Nottingham  woman 
put  it:  “You  nave  enough 
pressures  in  your  own  life  — 
with  your  own  problems  — 
without  taking  on  the  world's 
all  of  the  time."  Dr  Burgess 
says  that  the  Nottingham 
groups  conveyed  “a  sense  of 
overwhelming  resignation". 

Dutch  households  in  a  six- 
month  programme  organised 
by  an  international  charity 
ended  up  using  16  per  cent  less 
electricity,  10  per  cent  less 
water,  driving  18  per  cent 
fewer  miles  and  generating  27 
per  cent  less  household  waste. 
A  similar  programme  will  go 
ahead  in  Britain  in  the  next 
year.

You  have  nothing 
to  fear  from 
home  rule,  Blair 
tells  Scotland

TONY  BLAIR  staked  his  au¬ 
thority  yesterday  on  winning  a 
double  "yes"  vote  in  Thurs¬ 
day's  devolution  referendum 
when  he  told  the  people  of 
Scotland  that  they  had  noth¬ 
ing  to  fear  from  a  parliament 
with  tax-varying  powers. 

During  a  whistle-stop  cam¬ 
paign  tour  of  Edinburgh  and 
Glasgow,  the  Prime  Minister 
told  hundreds  of  supporters 
that  they  should  have  the  self- 
confidence  to  vote  for  historic 
constitutional  reform. 

Evoking  the  memory  of 
Franklin  Roosevelt.  Mr  Blair 
told  an  audience  in  Edin¬ 
burgh:  "There  is  nothing  to  be 
afraid  of  except  fear  itself . . . 
so  have  courage  and  be  of 
good  faith." 

His  remarks  came  after 
opinion  polls  showed  that 
support  for  the  proposed  tax- 
varying  powers  for  a  Scottish 
parliament  has  fallen  below  50 
per  cent.  An  opinion  poll  for 
Scotland  on  Sunday  found 
that  Score  plan  to  vote  over¬ 
whelmingly  in  favour  of  a 
parliament,  but  only  45  per 
cent  said  they  wanted  it  to 
have  the  power  to  increase  or 
decrease  the  basic  rate  of 
income  tax  by  up  to  3p  in  the 
pound.

ALONG  the  A9  from  Inver¬ 
ness  to  Edinburgh,  there  is 
unmistakable  evidence  of  a 
referendum  campaign  leaping 
into  life:  planted  along  the 
verges  at  regular  intervals  are 
neat  little  plastic  signs  pro¬ 
claiming  the  slogan  Ytb-i  tb. 
They  are  nuorescent  yellow, 
the  party  colour  of  the  Scottish 
nationalists,  and  in  the  bottom 
right-hand  comer  is  the  famil¬ 
iar  thistle  logo  of  the  SNP. 

So  what  is  this?  A  none-too- 
subtle  attempt  to  plug  the 
party  line  under  the  guise  of  a 
“yes”  campaign?  "Not  at  all." 
protested  an  SNP  spokesman. 
"It's  simply  part  of  the  SNFs 
■yes'  campaign.”  The  distinc¬ 
tion  may  well  be  lost  on  ihe 
average  Scottish  voter,  but 
that  is  part  of  the  price  the 
Government  has  had  to  pay 
for  getting  the  formidable 
nationalist  machine  on  side. 

Much  of  the  momentum 
that  has  built  up  over  the  past 
24  hours  has  been  thanks  to 
the  party  that  has  been 
Labour’s  sworn  enemy  for.  the 
best  pan  of  a  generation.

Whether  they  have  enough 
time  to  get  their  point  across  in 
the  48  hours  left  was  a  major 
debating  point  yesterday. 
Tony  Blair's  presence  has 
boosted  the  "yes”  campaign.. 
As  last  week’s  political  hero.  • 
the  man  who  coined  the 
phrase  “the  people's  Princess" 
and  won  credit  for  building 
bridges  between  the  Royal 
Family  and  the  public,  he 
carries  more  than  just  the :

WILLIAM  HAGUE  told  the 
Welsh  people  yesterday  that 
devolution  would  threaten  the 
stability  of  Wales  and  “cost 
them  a  fortune". 

The  Tory  leader,  beginning 
a  5.000-mile  tour  of  Britain  at 
which  he  aims  to  sell  his  plans 
for  party  reform  and  introduce 
himself  to  the  electorate,  is¬ 
sued  his  toughest  warning  yet 
against  devolution. 

He  said  that  it  would  turn 
Wales  in  on  itself,  turn  Welsh¬ 
man  against  Welshman,  turn 
North  Wales  against  South 
Wales,  and  reduce  the  coun¬ 
try’s  influence  within  the  Uni¬ 
ted  Kingdom.  The  number  of 
Welsh  MPs  would  be  reduced, 
the  role  of  the  Welsh  secretary 
curtailed  and  public  money 
spent  in  Wales  cut. 

Mr  Hague  was  boosted  by 
an  open  display  of  dissent  over 
devolution  by  two  senior  Lab¬ 
our  MPs.  Sir  Ray  Powell 
(Ogmore/  and  Denzil  Davies 
(Llanelli)  broke  ranks  to  voice 
concern  that  a  Welsh  assem¬ 
bly  would  fail  to  dismantle  the 
quango  system  left  by  theTory 
government. 

Their  outspoken  comments 
—  including  Sir  Ray's  pledge 
to  vote  “no”  on  September  18  — 
took  some  of  the  shine  off 
Labour’s  campaign,  re¬ 
launched  after  the  period  of 
mourning  last  week  for  Di¬ 
ana,  Princess  oF  Wales. 

But  Ran  Davies,  the  Welsh 
Secretary,  insisted  that  he  was 
confident  that  Wales  would

To  dismantle  the  major 
quangos  in  Wales  needs  pri¬ 
mary  legislation.

Mr  Hague,  who  travels  to 
Scotland  today  to  call  for  a 
"no-no"  vote,  said  that  Wales 
would  get  the  worst  of  both 
worlds,  a  loss  of  influence  in 
the  United  Kingdom  and  no 
real  power  over  its  affairs.

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Fresh  setback  for 
Mir  as  computer 
suffers  third  crash

RUSSIA'S  troubled  Mir  space 
station  suffered  a  fresh  set¬ 
back  yesterday  when  its  com¬ 
puter  crashed,  forcing  the 
crew  to  shut  down  all  but  the 
life  support  systems. 

In  the  most  serious  mishap 
since  a  fresh  crew  arrived  last 
month  and  began  vital  repairs 
to  the  spacecraft,  mission  con¬ 
trol  in  Moscow  reported  that 
the  ageing  computer  had  been 
“playing  up  again”. 

Although  Russian  space 
officials  insisted  that  the  inci¬ 
dent.  the  third  of  its  kind  in 
rliree  months,  was  routine  and 
that  the  crew  was  not  at  any 
risk,  the  problem  is  considered 
serious  and  could  take  days  to 
repair. 

Mir's  computer  was  un¬ 
plugged  by  mistake  in  July 
and  then  crashed  last  month 
after  a  faulty  part  malfunc¬ 
tioned  during  a  docking  proce¬ 
dure.  On  all  three  occasions, 
the  crew  was  forced  to  shut 
down  non-essential  systems  in 
order  ro  conserve  power. 


throwing  the  orbiter  off 
course.  The  systems  that  were 
closed  down  yesterday 
included  the  Elektron  oxygen- 
generating  system  and  the 
gyrodines,  die  devices  used  to 
position  Mir’s  solar  panels 
towards  the  Sun. 

Although  on  the  past  two 
occasions  the  spacecraft  was 
sent  spinning  out  of  control 
and  lost  its  orientation,  this 
rime  the  Russians  claimed  that 
Mir  was  relatively  stable  and 
that  its  solar  panels  were  still 
generating  power. 

"The  systems  are  all  in 
order  and  as  soon  as  the 
computer  is  repaired  they  can 
go  back  into  operation  immed¬ 
iately,"  said  Vladimir  Sol¬ 
ovyov.  rhe  mission  control 
director. 

He  added  that  the  failure 
had  been  caused  by  a  defect  in 
one  of  the  computer’s  units 
and  by  one  of  the  pro¬ 
grammes.  which  the  crew 
would  replace.  “The  computer 
contains  10,000  units,  so  one  is 


bound  to  go  wrong  sooner  or 
later."  he  said. 

Despite  his  relaxed  attitude, 
the  incident  does  raise  some 
troubling  questions  for  Mir, 
which  the  Russians  want  to 
keep  operational  until  1999, 
but  which  faces  a  difficult 
future  if  the  computer  crashes 
with  such  regularity. 

Nasa  seems  determined  to 
continue  its  partnership  with 
the  Russian  space  pro¬ 
gramme.  A  spokeswoman  for 
the  American  agency  said 
yesterday  that  despite  the 
latest  setback,  David  Wolf  is 
scheduled  to  replace  Michael 
Foale,  the  British-born  Nasa 
astronaut,  on  Mir  at  the  end  of 
this  month,  when  the  Atlantis 
shuttle  is  due  to  dock  with  the 
Russian  orbiter. 

After  his  recent  spacewalk 
to  cany  out  repairs,  Mr  Foale 
telephoned  his  parents  in  Brit¬ 
ain  to  tell  them  about  the 
experience.

PERUVIAN  offi  rials  are  ur¬ 
gently  trying  to  assess  the 
extent  of  damage  to  Machu 
Picchu.  the  Lost  City  of  the 
Incas,  after  a  huge  brush  fire 
spread  up  the  steep  mountain¬ 
sides  of  the  ancient  complex  of 
temples  and  palaces. 

The  fire  was  put  out  success¬ 
fully  but  there  are  fears  that  it 
could  reignite  in  the  dry  and 
windy  conditions  in  the  An¬ 
des.  More  than  350  members 
of  the  army  and  police  fought 
the  flames  that  spread  across 
lush  vegetation  towards  the 
8,855ft  high  peak  on  which  the 
citadel  is'perched. 

Homero  Nurena,  Peru's  riv- 
il  defence  chief,  said:  “We  are 
now  assessing  the  damage 
caused  to  the  ancient  ruins. 
The  fire  came  within  metres  of 
the  Inca  city  and  there  has  to 
be  an  archaeological  investi¬ 
gation  to  see  what  was  de¬ 
stroyed."  He  added:  “We 
remain  on  alert  as  there  are 
still  fears  that  the  fire  could 
restart." 

The  severe  drought  condi¬ 
tions  are  being  blamed  for  the 
fire  which  is  believed  to  have 
started  naturally.  The  blaze 
engulfed  99  acres  of  low 
shrubs  on  Sunday  before  it 
was  extinguished  yesterday 
morning. 

The  flames  were  put  out 
using  water  from  the  two 
rivers,  the  Urubamba  and 


Aobamba,  which  flow  through 
lush  valleys  2,300ft  below 
Machu  Picchu.  ‘It  was  lucky 
that  we  had  a  water  supply  to 
douse  the  flames,"  Sefior 
Nurena  said.  “Other  Inca 
ruins  are  in  remote  and  high- 
altitude  Andean  areas  where 
water  is  sparse.” 

The  Lost  City  of  Machu 
Picchu,  one  of  Latin  America’s 
most  famous  tourist  attrac¬ 
tions,  was  proclaimed  a  World 
Heritage  Site  by  the  United 
Nations.  It  receives  about 
1,000  visitors  a  day  during  the 
diy  season  which  begins  in 
June  and  ends  in  December. 

The  mins  were  discovered 
under  thick  jungle  vegetation 
fay  Hiram  Bingham,  an  Amer¬ 
ican  archaeologist,  on  July  24, 
1911.  Between  1912  and.T915.he 
brought  in  a  team  to  clear  the 
overgrown  vegetation  and  disr 
covered  a  maze  of  complex 
structures  that  continues,  to 
provide  an  invaluable  source 
of  knowledge  about  the  Incas' 
advanced  engineering  skills. 

Archaeologists  say  the  ex¬ 
ceptionally  high  quality  of 
stonework  and  the  abundance 
of  ornamental,  rather  than 
practical,  structures  suggest 
that  the  citadel  was  an  impor¬ 
tant  ceremonial  site  for  the 
warrior  tribe.  Although  it 
stands  on  such  high  ground,  it 
is  very  difficult  to  see  from  the 
surrounding  valleys. 


Caribbean 
states  hit 
by  banana 
trade  feud

THE  European  Union  is 
struggling  to  find  a  way  of 
shoring  up  the  economies  of 
the  Windward  Islands  and 
other  Caribbean  banana¬ 
growing  states  after  the 
World  Trade  Organisation 
upheld  American  complaints 
that  Europe  gave  them  unfair 
access  to  its  market 
The  derision  by  a  WTO 
appeal  panel,  to  be  confirmed 
this  month,  has  brought  to  a 
climax  the  US-EU  feud  over  a 
protected  banana  trade  that  is 
the  lifeblood  of  former  British 
colonies  such  as  St  Lucia.  St 
Vincent  Dominica  and 
Grenada. 

The  United  States  Govern¬ 
ment  under  pressure  from 
big  American-owned  export 
companies,  challenged  the 
EU  “banana  regime",  which 
grants  special  import  quotas 
and  tariffs  to  fruit  from  cer¬ 
tain  nations  in  the  Caribbean 
and  Africa,  mostly  former 
British  and  French  colonies. 

The  small  states,  which 
depend  on  banana  exports  for 
Up  to  70  per  cent  of  their 
income,  say  they  cannot  com¬ 
pete  with  the  iow-cost  Latin 
American  product,  mainly  ex¬ 
ported  by  American  com¬ 
panies.  The  Caribbean 
accounts  for  15  per  cent  of  the 
EU  banana  market,  and  the 
indushy  brings  in  more  than 
E200  million  a  year  to  the 
region.  Eastern  Caribbean 
leaders  have  told  President 
Clinton  that  their  economies 
face  collapse  if  their  Euro¬ 
pean  market  is  cut  off.  which 
could  endanger  democracy 
and  increase  the  drug  trade. 
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12  die  as 
train  hits 
tanker 
in  France

AT  LEAST  12  people  were 
killed  and  more  than  30 
injured  yesterday  when  a  pas¬ 
senger  train  hurtled  into  a 
Patrol  tanker  on  a  railway 
crossing  in  southwest  France. 

The  express  train,  travelling 
irom  Bordeaux  to  Bergerac  in 
the  Dordogne,  struck  the  tank¬ 
er,  carrying  30.000  litres  of 
ruei.  just  before  noon  near  the 
village  of  Saim-Antoine-de- 
Breuilh.  The  vehicle  burst  into 
Mames  and  the  train’s  engine 
and  first  carriage  were  de- 
stroyed  by  fire,  which  spread 
rapidly  to  nearby  buildings.

in  Haiti

UP  It)  400  people  were 
feared  drowned  yesterday 
after  an  overloaded  feny 
sank  off  Haiti. 

Local  radio  stations  re¬ 
ported  that  about  60 
people  managed  to  reach 
the  shore,  bur  the  majority 
of  passengers  on  the  Fierte 
Gonaiviene-  a  60ft  wooden 
sailing  vesseL  were  miss¬ 
ing.  Within  a  few  hours  of 
the  ship  sinking,  at  least  25 
bodies  had  been  washed 
ashore. 

US  Coast  Guard  vessels, 
which  patrol  the  Wind¬ 
ward  Passage  between 
Haiti  and  Cuba,  were  sent 
to  search  for  survivors. 

“Hie  Haitian  Coast 
Guard  has  three  boats  on 
the  scene  and  they  are 
reporting  about  300  to  400 
dead,”  Petty  Officer  Scott 
Carr  said  at  US  Coast 
Guard  headquarters  in 
Miami.  “We  are  not  sure  if 
it  capsized  or  sank." 

The  US  Coast  Guard 
sent  a  helicopter  to  help 
the  search.  Two  more  heli¬ 
copters  from  a  United  Na¬ 
tions  peace  mission  in 
Haiti  were  also  assisting. 

The  ferry  sank  at  dawn 
between  die  small  port  of 
Monlrouis,  about  50  miles 
north  of  Port-au-Prince, 
the  capital,  and  the  island 
of  Gunave,  which  lies  a 
few  miles  off  the  coast 

Local  ferries,  which  car¬ 
ry  food  to  Gonave  and 
charcoal  to  the  mainland, 
are  often  overloaded.  De¬ 
spite  numerous  tragedies 
in  the  past  Haitian  ferry 
traffic  is  almost  wholly 
unregulated. 

The  Fierte  Gonaiviene 
had  an  estimated  capacity 
of  about  300  passengers, 
but  witnesses  said  she  left 
port  with  up  to  800. 

In  February  1993.  more 
than  1,000  people  died 
when  the  ferry.  Neptune, 
sank  on  a  regular  trip 
between  the  capital  and 
the  port  of  Jeremie.  At  the 
time,  the  Haitian  junta 
failed  ro  respond  to  the 
disaster,  setting  off  a  polit¬ 
ical  outcry  which  fuelled 
hatred  of  the  military 
regime. 

Last  year  Haiti's  new’ 
civilian  Government  creat¬ 
ed  the  country's  first  Coast 
Guard,  which  has  been 
undergoing  training  un¬ 
der  American  supervision. 
Bur  it  has  only  three  or 
four  25ft  vessels  and  re¬ 
mains  incapable  of  deal¬ 
ing  with  a  disaster  of  this 
magnitude.

MOTHER  TERESA  is  to  be 
buried  in  a  room  at  Mather 
House,  headquarters  of  her 
Missionaries  of  Charity  order, 
one  of  two  Christian  centres  in 
the  city  where  prayers  are  held 
non-stop.  It  was  her  wish  to  be 
interred  where  there  was  con¬ 
stant  prayer.  The  dty  authori¬ 
ties  have  declared  the  building 
a  heritage  site. 

There  were  queues  a  mile 
long  yesterday  to  see  her  body 
lying  in  state  in  a  glass  casket 
in  St  Thomas’s  Church,  be¬ 
neath  a  huge  stained-glass 
window.  Nuns  from  the  Mis¬ 
sionaries  of  Charity,  wearing 
their  familiar  blue-and-white 
saris,  sang  hymns  and 
chanted  prayers  in  Bengali. 
Hindi  and  English. 

Children  in  school  uniform, 
children  from  her  orphanages 
and  thousands  of  poor  people 
stood  in  monsoon  rain  for  a 
chance  to  file  past  the  body.  It 
is  not  customary  for  Chris¬ 
tians  in  India  to  display  the 
dead,  but  the  Missionaries  of 
Charity  decided  this  should  be 
an  exception  in  response  to 
popular  damour  for  a  last 
look  at  the  “Saint  of  the 
Slums". 

The  lawns  outside  the 
church  were  festooned  with 
flowers,  some  of  which  work¬ 
men  arranged  into  a  giant 
message:  We  Love  You.  The 
chanting  of  prayers  and  dis¬ 
plays  of  religious  devotion 
gave  the  scenes  inside  the 
church  the  aura  of  a  Hindu 
temple.  For  many,  it  was  their 
first  time  inside  a  church. 
Mother  Teresa  thought  she 


would  be  buried  at  another 
church  in  Calcutta  called  St 
Michael's  —  there  are  five 
bearing  the  same  name  — 
because  of  its  constant  pray¬ 
ers.  But  the  order's  general 
council  derided  it  would  be 
more  fitting  to  keep  her  at 
Mather  House,  a  modest 
building  down  a  narrow  alley 
off  a  busy  main  road. 

The  find  door  on  the  right  of 
the  alley  leads  into  what  will 
become  a  shrine  to  Mother 
Teresa.  S7,  who  died  of  a  heart 
attack  on  Friday  night.  Hie 
private  chapel  used  by  the 
nuns  will  be  moved  down¬ 
stairs  to  be  closer  to  the 
remains  of  the  Albanian-born 
nun.  who  founded  the  order  50 
years  ago.  It  does  charity  work 
in  more  than  100  countries. 

The  building  is  now  effect¬ 
ively  a  monument  to  one  of  the 
most  remarkable  women  of 
the  20th  century,  whose  work 
earned  her  the  Nobel  Peace 
Prize  in  1979.  The  Vatican 
announced  that  the  Pope 
would  send  a  special  represen¬ 
tative  for  Saturday’s  funeral 
Mass.

AS  THE  Israeli  death  toll 
from  last  week's  triple  suicide 
bombing  in  Jerusalem  rose  to 
five,  a  Jewish  girl  told  yester¬ 
day  how  lessons  in  martial 
arts  had  saved  her  life  after 
one  of  the  three  guerrillas 
grabbed  her  by  the  hand. 

“The  (Islamic)  terrorist  gave 
me  a  scary  look  and  grabbed 
my  hand  tight.”  said  MitaJ 
Perry,  17.  “When  he  grabbed 
me.  I  instinctively  used  a 
release  method  1  learned  in  a 
lae  kwon  do  class,  and  stuck 
my  elbow  in  his  stomach.  I 
managed  to  run  two  or  three 
paces  and  then  heard  an 
enormous  explosion  and  flew 


backwards."  Miss  Perry,  who 
was  lightly  wounded  in  the 
pelvic  area,  told  the  Hebrew 
daily  Yediot  Aharvnot. 

The  Israeli  student  said:  “I 
came  up  from  the  Zion  Square 
side  and  about  midway  no¬ 
ticed  three  men  who  looked 
suspicious.  1  kept  walking 
towards  them  and  then  they 
split  up.  The  terrorist  quickly 
came  over  ta  me.  I  thought  T 
am  about  to  die’.  The  tae  kwon 
do  saved  my  life."

New  York  judge  asks  shrink

A  JUDGE  has  ordered  a  dog 
to  undergo  a  “full  psychologi¬ 
cal  examination”  to  determine 
why  ir  bit  off  a  woman's 
thumb  as  she  struggled  to 
rescue  her  pet  puppy  from  its 
jaws. 

The  incident  occurred  two 
years  ago  when  Grace  Shen, 
now  62.  was  walking  Casper, 
her  minuscule  West  Highland 
Terrier,  outside  her  home  in 
the  Bronx.  They  taken  a  few 
leisurely  steps  when  a  large 
chow,  three  times  the  size  of 
Casper,  bounded  up  and  sank 
its  jaws  into  the  dog's  neck. 

Mrs  Shen  tried  to  prise  open 
the  chow’s  jaws.  The  larger 


dog,  Chester,  let  him  go,  but 
nor  before  biting  off  her  right 
thumb.  It  was  larer  sewn  back 
on,  but  Mrs  Shen.  a  nurse, 
claims  that  she  can  no  longer 
perform  intricare  tasks  requir- 
ing  the  use  of  her  thumb. 

Mrs  Shen  sued  the  dog's 
owner.  Oleg  Kornchenko.  a 
security  guard  at  the  Russian 
Mission  to  the  United  Na¬ 
tions.  for  $10  million  (£6.2 
million),  for  trauma  suffered 
by  her  and  her  dog.  and  for  the 
loss  of  feeling  in  her  thumb. 

Yesterday  Judge  Barry  Sal¬ 
man  or  the  State  Supreme 
Court  ordered  Mr  Kom- 
chenko  to  rake  Chester  “forth¬ 
with"  to  an  animal  behaviour¬ 
ist  to  determine  whether  the

had  argued  that  the  puppy 
should  be  also  be  examined, 
but  the  judge  ruled  that  there 
was  "enough  prima  facie  evi¬ 
dence  to  conclude  that  Casper 
was  a  mild-mannered  dog”.

Stallone  swaps  narcissism  for  introspection

FORGET  Rambo  and  Rocky.  Sylvester 
Stallone  yesterday  announced  a  new, 
softer  and  more  cerebral  persona  for 
his  next  run  of  films. 

“The  cult  of  the  body  is  narcissistic 
and  self-defeating,"  Stallone  said  in 
Rome,  where  he  was  laying  the  foun¬ 
dation  stone  of  a  new  Planet  Holly¬ 
wood  thane  restaurant.  He  .said  his 
nexr  project  was  a  film  set  in  the  world 
of  Formula  One  raring.  “But  it  will  be  a 
psychological  study.  I'm  not  even  sure 
I'm  going  to  star  in  it  myself," 

He  told  one  Italian  newspaper  “I've 
had  success  few  people  can  dream  of, 
but  for  the  past  II  years  I  have  led  a 
shallow  and  egotistical  life.  My  eyes 
have  been  opened,  and  I'm  turning 
over  a  new  leaf."  Even  his  political 
views  have  changed,  he  said:  as 


Rambo  he  had  supported  the  right- 
wing  policies  of  Ronald  Reagan,  "but 
now  1  support  the  mare  liberal  views  of 
President  Clinton". 

At  51,  Stallone  may  be  slowing  down 
a  little.  He  said  the  birth  of  a  child 
suffering  from  heart  problems  had 
made  him  realise  “how  short,  fragile 
and  precarious  fife  is".  He  put  on 
weight  for  his  last  role  as  a  paunchy 
New  York  policeman  in  Copland , 
shown  last  week  at  the  Venice  film 
Festival.  The  cop.  Freddie  Heflin,  is  far 
removed  from  Stallone's  normal  mus¬ 
cular  supermen;  he  is  a  loser,  with  a 
messy  low  life  and  no  career  prospects. 

Yesterday.  Stallone,  who  is  of  Ital- 
ian-American  origin,  used  his  visit  to 
Rome  to  announce  that  he  had  signed  a 
deal  with  Benue  Ecclestone,  the  owner 
of  Formula  One,  allowing  him  to  make 
a  film  set  in  the  high-octane  world  of 
motor  raring.  “It’s  an  idea  I’ve  had  for 


some  time."  he  said.  “This  deal  has 
taken  two  years  to  put  together.” 

Would  he  play  a  raring  champion 
himself?  "No,  I  am  not  sure  I  am  going 
to  be  in  it  ai  all.  and  if  I  am.  I’ll 
probably  play  someone  behind  the 
scenes."  Hts  idea  was  to  follow  “the 
lives,  characters  and  lifestyles"  of  four 
racing  drivers:  one  based  on  Michael 
Schumacher,  one  on  Damon  Hill,  and 
one  on  Giancarlo  Fisichella,  the  Italian 
Formula  One  driver  who  raced  at 
Monza  at  the  weekend  and  was  with 
Stallone  yesterday. 

“The  fourth  driver  will  be  someone 
who  buys  his  way  into  the  sport.

Laurent  Kabila,  who 
marched  across  2.000  miles  of 
jungle  lo  drive  Mobutu  out  of 
office  with  the  help  of  troops 
from  Uganda  and  Rwanda  in 
May.  is  inching  towards  re- 
forming  a  state  that  was 
-  allowed  to  implode  by  Mo- 
buni.  But  serious  questions 
remain  over  whether  Mr  Kab¬ 
ila  is  the  real  power  in  the 
Congo,  since  his  armed  forces 
still  rely  heavily  on  Tutsi 
manpower  from  Rwanda. 
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Thejury  is  still  out  on  Kabila 
and  his  entire  regime.  There 
has  been  a  marked  improve¬ 
ment  in  attitude  compared  to 
the  Mobutu  era.  People  turn 
up  for  work  and  corruption  is 
being  weeded  out.  civil  ser¬ 
vants  are  gening  paid.  But  he 
has  yet  to  cement  his  support 
among  the  urban  elite,  with¬ 
out  whom  he  cannot  hope  to 
govern  effectively,'1  said  a 
Wesiem  ambassador  in  Kin¬ 
shasa.  the  capital. 

Yesterday.  Mr  Kabila  left 
for  Kigali,  the  Rwandan  capi¬ 
tal,  where  he  was  to  hold  talks 
with  Paul  Kagame,  the  De¬ 
fence  Minister  and  Vice-Presi¬ 
dent.  Mr  Kagame  admitted 
recently  to  haring  sent  officers 
and  large  numbers  of  troops  to 
fight  in  Mr  Kabila's  rebellion 
that  Toppled  Mobutu.

yesterday:  “You  now  need  to 
speak  Swahili  and  English  to 
get  by  around  here.  We’re  part 
of  East  Africa  now." 

Since  taking  power.  Mr 
Kabila  has  moved  swiftly  to 
rebuild  the  shattered  econo¬ 
my.  In  the  past  three  months, 
his  Government  signed  min¬ 
ing  contracts  worth  about  $3 
billion  (£1.9  billion)  with  for¬ 
eign  investors.  He  has  also 
broken  the  De  Beers  monopo¬ 
ly  of  the  diamond  industry  by 
opening  it  to  competition. 

For  the  first  time  in  three 
decades,  ministers  who  take 
bribes  may  be  prosecuted.  In 
July,  Mr  Kabila's  former  Fin¬ 
ance  Minister.

Dictator  who  delighted  in  chaos  and  witchcraft 


"YOU  know  what  his  name 
really  means?"  smirked 
Mobutu  Sese  Seko  Kuku 
Ngebendu  tva  za  Banga’s 
Minister  of  Information. 

“It's  not  what  we  tell  you  — 
about  him  being  the  warrior 
who  will  never  be  vanquished 
and  all  that  It  means  ‘the 
cockrel  who  jumps  all  the 
chicks  in  the  farm  yard',"  he 
snickered.  “The  old  man  has 
cuckolded  all  his  potential 
opponents." 

Hours  after  this  bizarre 
encounter  1  met  Mobutu.  The 
low  vulgarity  of  his  minister 
was  but  a  pale  reflection  of  the 
high-kitsch  leader  himself. 

In  1991.  many  of  the  once- 
gracious  avenues  of  his  capi¬ 
tal  had  been  reduced  to 
rubble  after  an  orgy  of  looting 


Mobutu  had  a  warped  sense 
of  humour,  but  the  joke  was 
invariably  against  his  own 
people,  Sam  Kiley  writes 


which  he  orchestrated.  The 
army.  Civil  Service  and  health 
workers  had  not  been  paid  for 
months,  and  his  Government 
was  on  the  point  of  revolution. 

But  Zaire's  President  could 
not  have  been  happier.  Wear¬ 
ing  a  bright  Mao-style  jacket 
and  a  leopards  kin  hat,  he 
traded  insults  with  angry 
students  on  the  lawn  of  his 
marble  palace  in  Kinshasa, 
and  shook  the  hand  of 
Etienne  Tshisekedi.  the  oppo¬ 


sition  leader  he  had  just 
appointed  Prime  Minister, 
with  a  look  of  smugness. 

The  pleasure  Mobutu  took 
in  discomfiting  his  enemies, 
in  co-opting  them  into  his  web 
of  intrigue  and  corruption, 
and  his  genuine  enjoyment  of 
the  chaos  he  caused  in  his 
country  were  the  hallmarks  of 
his  32  years  in  power.  They 
were  also  the  cause  of  his 
downfall  this  year. 

The  tall  and  charismatic 


Joseph  Desire  Mobutu  took 
power  in  a  military  coup  in 
1%5.  A  former  journalist  and 
one-time  CIA  agent,  his  early 
years  in  power  were  marked 
by  self-aggrandising  and  cor¬ 
rupt  buffoonery  which  had 
the  support  of  Washington, 
which  saw  him  —  as  one  State 
Department  official  put  it  — 
as  “a  bastard,  but  our  bas¬ 
tard"  during  the  Cold  War. 

His  absolute  rule  through 
the  Popular  Movement  for 
the  Revolution,  a  party  nei¬ 
ther  popular  nor  revolution¬ 
ary,  was  shored  up  by 
Western  allies  who  feared 
that  Zaire’s  vast  natural  re¬ 
sources.  including  uranium, 
oil.  diamonds,  and  60  per  cent 
of  the  world’s  cobalt,  would 
fall  into  Kremlin  hands.  Until 


the  United  States  and  the 
World  Bank  cut  funding  to 
his  Government  in  1990, 
Mobutu  was  convinced  he 
would  rule  Zaire  until  his 
death.  By  then  he  had  un¬ 
leashed  a  policy  of  “authenti¬ 
cation"  on  the  country, 
banning  Christian  names  and 
Western  dress.  He  drove 
away  foreign  capital. 

But  the  signs  of  the  collapse 
of  his  country  were  all  around 
him.  At  his  palace  he  could 
not  have  failed  lo  note  that  the 
walls  were  cracking,  the  plush 
red  carpets  were  soggy,  and 
the  gardens  were  a  mess,  with 
fountains  choked  and  marble 
paths  overgrown. 

Rattled  by  his  rejection  by 
the  West  he  turned  lo  West 
African  marabouts .  or  witch 


doctors,  at  the  end  of  the 
1980s.  They  reassured  him 
with  the  prophecy  that  he 
would  never  be  deposed  while 
he  lived  on  water,  so  he 
moved  his  home  to  the 
Camanyola  steamer  moored 
on  the  Congo  River. 

Isolation  was  all  he  needed 
to  ignore  the  cries  of  a  people 
from  whom  he  stole  at  least 
£5  billion.  The  marabout s* 
promises  and  a  policy  of 
unleashing  the  army  on  loot¬ 
ing  rampages  whenever  the 
opposition  gained  strength 
seemed  to  him  the  potion  that 
would  keep  him  in  power. 

Confidence  oozed  from  his 
greetings.  When  he  put  a 
large  hand  on  my  shoulder  at 
a  reception  one  temporarily 
forgot  that  the  man  was  a 


murderer  who  killed  those 
whom  he  could  not  buy. 

His  rule  by  chaos  kept  him 
in  power  until  Laurent 
KabiJa.  in  a  rapid  military 
advance  across  the  country, 
proved  to  Zaireans  that  the 
emperor  had  no  dothes.  Until 
it  was  too  late,  Mobutu  nei¬ 
ther  knew  nor  cared,  and  his 
administration  had  long  since 
been  overtaken  by  despair. 

At  another  of  his  palaces, 
this  one  alongside  the 
Camanyola,  1  walked  past  his 
ceremonial  bodyguard  —  pyg¬ 
mies  in  Napoleonic  cavalry 
uniforms,  high  boots  and 
plumed  hats  that  covered 
their  faces.  One  could  only 
assume  that  he  had  a  sense  of 
humour.  But  the  joke  was  on 
Zaire.

Banja  Luka  thwarts  Karadzic  supporters

BRITISH  troops  and  police  loyal 
ro  rhe  Bosnian  Serb  President. 
Biljana  Plavsic,  foiled  plans  for 
an  explosive  rally  in  her  strong¬ 
hold  by  her  foes,  supporters  of 
Radovan  Karadzic 
Only  some  500  Karadzic  sup¬ 
porters  appeared  in  die  centre  of 
Banja  Luka  at  the  appointed 
hour,  chanting  anti-Plavsic  slo¬ 
gans  and  waving  Karadzic  post¬ 
ers.  Tensions  were  high,  with  riot 


police  guarding  Mrs  Plavsic's 
office  and  the  main  television 
studio.  Pro-P?avsic  people,  vastly 
outnumbering  those  at  the  failed 
rally,  booed,  jeered  and  chanted. 

With  just  three  days  left  until 
municipal  elections  in  Bosnia.  Dr 
Karadzic's  Serbian  Democratic 
Party  (SDS)  is  in  disarray.  Banja 
Luka  is  at  die  heart  of  the  SDS's 
problems,  and  senior  leaders  of 
the  party  began  arriving  in  the 
town  at  the  weekend  to  pave  the 
way  for  a  rally. 


Biljana  Plavsic,  the  moderate 
Bosnian  Serb  leader  who  has 
been  given  political  and  military 
support  by  the  West  in  her 
struggle  against  Dr  Karadzic, 
was  taking  no  chances  and 
ordered  her  police  oui  in  force 
around  Banja  Luka.  They  were 
hacked  up  by  armoured  person¬ 
nel  carriers  belonging  to  the 
Krajina  Corps,  the  element  of  the 
Bosnian  Serb  army  most  loyal  to 
Mrs  Plavsic. 

British  troops  in  Nato’s 


Stabilisation  Force  initially  mere¬ 
ly  kept  a  watchful  eye,  but 
yesterday  they  were  deployed  in 
large  numbers  on  the  road  east  of 
Banja  Luka,  the  main  axis  with 
the  Karadzic  bastions  of  Brcko, 
Bijelina.  Zvomik  and  the  Drina 
Valley.  A  British  Sfor  spokesman 
said  that  American  troops  had 
joined  the  operation  further  east, 
guarding  the  strategic  Brcko 
corridor  which  links  Karadzic- 
controlled  eastern  Bosnia  with 
Mrs  Plavsic’s  western  territory. 


Support 
for  Royal 
Family 
falls  in 
Australia

AUSTRALIAN  support  for  the 
monarchy  has  plunged  to  an 
all-time  low  since  the  death  of 
Diana.  Princess  of  Wales, 
while  republican  support  has 
soared,  an  opinion  poll  has 
found. 

The  survey,  which  was  con¬ 
ducted  three  days  after  rhe 
Princess’s  death,  found  that  53 
per  cent  cif  Australians  fa¬ 
voured  a  republic,  compared 
with  47  per  cent  of  those 
questioned  in  a  similar  poll 
last  year.  Support  for  a  consti¬ 
tutional  monarchy  3lso  fell 
from  42  per  cent  to  37  per  cent 

Australian  newspapers  said 
the  results  of  the  poll  reflected 
anger  against  the  Royal  Fam¬ 
ily  for  not  publicly  displaying 
grief  until  after  "heavy  criti¬ 
cism.  The  survey  also  found 
that  one  in  three  of  the  44  per 
cent  of  people  who  were 
readers  of  tabloid  newspapers 
or  women's  magazines  would 
read  such  publications  less 
often  as  a  result  of  the 
Princess's  death.  A  further  7b 
per  cent  demanded  rougher 
laws  to  protect  the  privacy  of 
public  figures. 

Last  night.  John  Howard, 
rhe  Prime  Minister,  gave  a 
warning  of  the  danger  of  the 
republican  debate  being  influ¬ 
enced  by  the  death  of  the 
Princess.  Calling  for  a  consid¬ 
ered  debate  on  the  issue,  he 
said  he  hoped  that  the  strong 
emotions  stirred  last  week 
would  not  affect  Australians' 
attitudes  to  whether  they 
wanted  to  become  a  republic. 
"1  hope  it’s  done  in  an  in¬ 
formed,  calm  way  and  not 
under  the  shadow  of  a  really 
very’  traumatic  week."  he  said. 

Asked  about  the  Royal  Fam¬ 
ily's  handling  of  the  events  of 
the  past  week.  Mr  Howard 
said:  “They  really  are  in  a 
damned-if-you-do.  damned-if- 
you-dont  situation.  If  they  had 
been  too  fulsome  publicly  at 
the  beginning,  people  may 
have  accused  them  of  hypocri¬ 
sy.  By  not  doing  that  at  the 
beginning  they  have  been 
accused  of  reticence  —  it’s  a 
very  difficult  situation."

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Tokyo  on  alert  as 
gang  wars  erupt 
into  street  battles

TOKYO  police  were  put  on 
alert  yesterday  as  a  power 
struggle  in  Japan’s  biggest 
crime' syndicate  threatened  to 
erupt  into  a  full-scale  gang 
war.  Shots  were  fired  at  a 
gang-leader’s  house,  the  latest 
in  a  spate  of  shootings,  and 
police  said  that  a  bitter  strug¬ 
gle  among yakuza  (gangsters) 
belonging  to  the  Yamaguchi- 
gumi  group  was  only  just 
beginning. 

Police  are  bracing  for  fur¬ 
ther  retaliatory  attacks  trig¬ 
gered  by  the  killing  of 
Masaru  Takumi.  the  number 
two  man  in  the  IILOCO-strong 
Yamaguchi-gumi  on  August 
2S.  Takumi,  61,  was  shot  in 
Kobe  by  four  gunmen  be¬ 
lieved  to  be  members  of  a 
rival  group. 

The  death  of  a  bystander  hit 
by  a  stray  bullet  shocked  a 
nation  that  prides  itself  on 
safe  streets  and  one  of  the 
world’s  lowest  rates  of  crimes 
involving  guns. 

The  cause  of  the  current 
strife  is  said  to  be  the  declin¬ 
ing  strength  of  the  yakuza,  40 
per  cent  of  whom  belong  to 
the  Yamaguchi-gumi.  Lucra¬ 
tive  rackets  such  as  extortion, 
prostitution  and  gambling 
have  been  hit  by  Japan’s 
prolonged  economic  reces¬ 
sion.  The  gang's  front  busi¬ 
nesses  such  as  property  and 
restaurants  are  also  bringing 
in  less  money.  The  Organised 
Crime  Control  Law,  intro¬ 
duced  in  1992,  has  further 
reduced  the  pickings. 

Since  police  began  their 
crackdown,  crime  syndicates 
have  been  forced  to  stream¬ 
line  operations.  This  has  led 
to  a  great  deal  of  bitterness 


among  those  who  have  lost 
their  livelihoods.  Unem¬ 
ployed  yakuza  —  conspicuous 
by  ther  gaudy  tattoos,  and 
missing  little  fingers  severed 
in  a  display  of  loyalty  —  are 
not  the  immediate  choice  of 
personnel  managers  hunting 
for  new  staff. 

Takumi,  the  slain  gang 
leader,  was  a  strong  believer 
m  the  yakuza  tradition  of  not 
causing  trouble  to  the  public, 
and  was  at  pains  to  improve 
the  Yamaguchi-gumi’s  image: 
it  was  his  idea  to  start  a  soup- 
kitchen  for  Kobe  earthquake 
survivors  two  years  ago. 

But  he  attracted  hostility  for 
his  lough  restructuring  meth¬ 
ods.  Weaker  groups  within 
the  Yamaguchi-gumi  were 
dissolved  when  their  bosses 
died  or  retired,  and  their 
members  pushed  out  In 
particular,  a  group  called  the 
Nakano-kai  objected  to  the 
way  Takumi  was  running  the 
syndicate. 

Last  week  Yamaguchi-gumi 
leaders  decided  to  expel  this 
group's  boss.  Taro  Nakano, 
because  of  his  suspected  in¬ 
volvement  in  Takumi’s  death. 
The  Nakano-kai  Is  believed  to 
be  the  target  of  the  daily 
shooting  incidents  in  which 
two  suspected  yakuza  have 
been  wounded  so  far.

The  beginning  of  the 
Sixties  coincided  with 
a  tremendous  mo¬ 
mentum  in  Mother 
Teresa's  charitable  operation. 
She  started  to  win  internation¬ 
al  awards  for  her  work,  many 
of  them  with  large  cash  prizes. 
There  was  a  patent  sense  of 
idealism  around,  which  she 
harnessed  better  than  anyone 
else.  There  was  a  distinct 
feeling  that  here  was  someone 
who  was  actually  doing  some¬ 
thing  to  right  the  ills  of  the 
world  instead  of  merely  dem¬ 
onstrating.  or  smoking  dope, 
while  talking  of  doing 
something. 

Anyone  who  lived  through 
the  1960s  must  remember  the 
experimentation,  the  restless¬ 
ness  and  the  confusion,  espe¬ 
cially  among  the  young.  All 
ages  react  againsr  their  par¬ 
ents.  but  the  1960s  were  partic¬ 
ularly  vocal  in  dismissing  the 
false  conclusion  of  the  previ¬ 
ous  age  and  in  continuing  to 
search  for  certainty  or  reassur¬ 
ance.  Malcolm  Muggeridge 
appeared  to  many  to  personify 
this  quest  for  true  goodness,  or 
saintliness  or  moral  truths. 

Muggeridge  was,  in  the 
early  1960s.  not  merely  an 
agnostic  but  a  mocker  of 
religion  in  general.  Bom  in 
south  Croydon  in  1903,  he 
represented  himself  as  an 
agonised  seeker  after  truth 
who,  in  his  youth,  had  flirted 
with  the  nation  of  becoming  a 
priest  He  made  his  name  as  a 
journalist  on  the  Manchester 
Guardian  and  in  1934  had 
gone  to  live  in  India,  working 
on  the  English-language  Cal¬ 
cutta  Statesman.  On  his  re¬ 
turn.  he  became  a  feature  of 


London  literary  life,  partly 
because  be  had  by  now  found 
his  form  as  a  writer,  but  also 
for  the  regularity  with  which 
he  had  affairs  or  made  passes 
at  women. 

In  1968,  in  a  rather  inspired 
piece  of  casting,  Oliver 
H unkin.  then  head  of  religious 
broadcasting  at  the  BBC 
asked  Muggeridge  if  he  would 
do  a  short  televised  interview 
with  a  little-known  nun  from 
India.  “He  was  rather  pur

out,"  Hunkin  recalls,  “because 
it  was  such  short  notice  and 
she  could  only  spare  us  an 
hour." 

Muggeridge  had  not  heard 
of  Mother  Teresa,  but  he  read 
up  the  biographical  notes  and 
agreed  to  come  to  a  small 
religious  house,  the  Holy 
Quid  Convent  in  London's 
West  End,  to  shoot  the 
interview. 

There  were  no  intellectual 
fireworks;  Mother  Teresa,  al¬ 
ready  small  and  wrinkled, 
appeared  slightly  halting  and 
nervous  as  Muggeridge  put 
the  expected  questions.  When 
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did  she  first  feel  this  special 
vocation?  Any  doubts  or  re¬ 
grets? 

“Mother  Teresa’s  answers 
were  perfectly  simple  and 
perfectly  truthful,"  Mugger¬ 
idge  explained  later.  “So  much 
so  that  I  had  some  uneasiness 
about  keeping  the  interview 
going  far  the  required  half- 
hour.  Controversy,  the  sub¬ 
stance  of  such  programmes, 
does  not  arise  in  the  case  of 
those  who,  like  Mother  Tere¬ 
sa.  are  blessed  with 
certainties." 

So  ordinary  was  the  inter¬ 
view  that  there  was  even  some 
question  about  whether  it 
should  be  broadcast  But  it 
was  transmitted  in  May  196S 
in  a  BBC  Sunday  night  series, 
called  Meeting  Point. 

Afterwards,  there  were  crit¬ 
ics  who  recognised  the  extraor¬ 
dinary  chemistry  at  play 
between  the  two  protagonists, 
but  there  were  many  more 
members  of  the  public  who. 
moved  by  Mother  Teresa'S 
account  of  her  work  for  the 
sick  and  poor  of  Calcutta,  sent 
donations  —  according  to  one 
account  £25,000  resulted  from 
this  single  interview,  although 
no  appeal  had  been  made. 

All  the  accompanying  letters 
made  similar  remarks  about 
how  Mother  Teresas  words 
had  spoken  to  them  in  a  way 
that  nobody  eise's  ever  had. 
Bemused  BBC  executives  de¬ 
rided  to  repeat  the  programme 
rather  quickly  —  with  an  even 
greater  response. 

Muggeridge  said  he  never 
imagined  that  anything  mem¬ 
orable  had  been  recorded.  And 
yet  he  was  smitten.  He  had 
known  that  from  the  moment 
she  walked  into  the  room.  "It 
was  for  me  one  of  those  special 
occasions  when  a  face,  hither¬ 
to  unknown,  seems  to  stand 
out  from  all  other  faces  as 
uniquely  separate  and  unique¬ 
ly  significant,  to  be  thenceforth 
forever  recognisable.'  Almost 
immediately,  he  worked  to 
persuade  the  BBC  to  send  him 
with  a  film  crew  to  Calcutta  to 
record  Mother  Teresa  in 
action.  In  toe  spring  of 
1969.  he  went  with  Peter 
Chafer,  the  producer, 
and  Ken  Macmillan,  the 
award-winning  camera¬ 
man,  to  make  three 
religious  films  in  India. 
Although  initially  reti¬ 
cent  Mother  Teresa  had 
apparenly  been  per¬ 
suaded  to  cooperate  by 
Cardinal  Heervan,  Arch¬ 
bishop  of  Westminster. 

She  agreed,  she  told 
Muggeridge.  "if  this  TV 
programme  is  going  to 
help  people  love  better". 

In  his  account  of  the 
filming,  Muggeridge  re¬ 
counts  how,  while  Mac¬ 
millan  and  the  sound 
recordist  were  setting 
up  their  equipment 
Mother  Teresa  suggest¬ 
ed  going  up  to  toe 
chapel  together  and 
praying,  “f  readily 
agreed  . . .  We  knelt  side 
by  side."  Thus,  from  toe 
start  Muggeridge  be¬ 
came  part  of  toe  myth  of 
toe  film  he  was  making. 

The  next  five  days  are  Mu 
shrouded  in  a  fairytale 
cloak  of  divine  protection. 
That  a  50-minute  documenta¬ 
ry  could  be  made  at  all  in  five 
days,  rather  than  toe  normal 
two  to  three  months,  was. 
Muggeridge  asserts,  extraor¬ 
dinary  to  a  miraculous  degree. 
Secondly,  the  filming  proceed¬ 
ed  with  quite  exceptional 
smoothness  and  speed,  with 
none  of  the  usual  breakdowns 
and  crises.  "All  this,  as  anyone 
with  experience  of  filming 
expeditions  will  know, 
amounted  to  a  kind  or  mir¬ 
acle,"  Muggeridge  wrote. 

But  the  “actual  miracle", 
which  has  prompted  consider¬ 
able  debate  since,  concerns 
shots  taken  inside  the  Home 
for  the  Dying,  which  Macmil¬ 
lan  was  initially  uncom¬ 
fortable  about  filming.  This 
Home  for  toe  Dying  is  dimly 
lit  by  small  windows  high  up 
in  the  walls,"  wrote  Mug¬ 
geridge.  "Mr  Muggeridge’s

way  with  a  fact  has  always 
been  cavalier,"  commented 
Bernard  Levin,  in  hi  essay, 
Mugg’s  Game.

miacJe,  wrote:  “This  love  is 
luminous,  like  the  haloes  . . . 
round  the  heads  of  saints.  I 
find  it  not  at  all  surprising  that 
toe  luminosity  should  register 
on  a  photographic  film.  The 
supernatural  is  only  an  infi¬ 
nite  projection  of  the  natural." 

In  all  events,  Macmillan 
was  adamant  at  first  that 
filming  was  impossible  in  the 
Home  for  the  Dying:  the  crew 
had  rally  one  small  light  and  to 
get  the  place  adequately  lit  in 
the  time  at  their  disposal  was 
impossible.  He  had  just  taken 
delivery  of  some  new  film, 
which  they  had  not  even  had 
time  to  lest  Because  of  this,  he 
agreed  to  have  a  go.  “So  we 
shot  it  And  when  we  gotback, 
we  were  sitting  in  the  rushes 
theatre  at  Ealing  Studios  and 
eventually  up  came  toe  shots 
of  the  Home  for  toe  Dying, 
and  you  could  see  every  detail. 
I  said  That’s  amazing,  that’s 


extraordinary1.  And  1  was 
going  to  say.  three  cheers  for 
Kodak.  I  didn’t  get  a  chance, 
though,  because  Malcolm  said 
‘It's  divine  light!  It’S  Mother 
Teresa.  You’ll  find  that  ifs 
divine  light,  old  boy.’  And  then 
I  found  I  was  being  phoned  by 
journalists  from  London  news¬ 
papers  saying  things  like  ’We 
hear  you’ve  just  come  back 
from  India  with  Malcolm 
Muggeridge  and  you  were  the 
witness  of  a  miracle’." 

With  toe  filming  completed, 
Muggeridge  returned  to  Eng- 
nne  land  only  to  find  toe 
“miracles’  continuing 
when  he  discovered  that 
the  film  was  already  in 
toe  right  shape  and 
hardly  needed  editing. 
Mother  Teresa  wrote  to 
him  shortly  afterwards: 
"I  can’t  tell  you  how  big 
a  sacrifice  it  was  to 
accept  toe  making  of  a 
film  —  but  i  am  glad 
now  that  1  did  so 
because  it  has  brought 
us  all  closeto  God.  In 
your  own  way  try  to 
make  toe  world  con¬ 
scious  that  it  is  never  too 
late  to  do  something 
beautiful  for  God." 

Chafer,  toe  producer, 
who  describes  himself 
as  not  religious,  none¬ 
theless  insists  that  his 
life  was  permanently 
affected  by  making  this 
film.  “She  is  one  of  toe 
most  extraordinary 
people  I  have  ever  met. 
Very  practical  and  run¬ 
ning  a  very  tight  ship.  I 
think  she’s  awfully  good 
at  being  a  nun.  The  lady 
nh  has  such  an  enormous 
personality  that  for  me. 
all  other  preconceptions  went 
out  of  toe  window."  Chafer  is 
not  prepared  to  stake  an 
opinion  on  toe  mirade  debate. 
“All  I  know  is  that  I  was 
extremely  grateful  to  have  my 
film.  But  it  was  not  my  film 
that  put  Mother  Teresa  on  the 
map.  No.  it  was  her.  If  she  had 
not  had  her  own  charisma  it 
would  not  have  worked.  She 
definitely  has  something  going 
right." 


been  responsible  for  two  mir¬ 
acles  for  beatification  and  two 
more  after  beatification  for 
canonisation.  If  toe  case  is 
based  on  “virtue"  rather  than 
“martyrdom",  more  might  be 
required.  And  yet  that  is  not 
what  all  the  fuss  is  about,  as 
toe  Pope  can  dedde  to  dis¬ 
pense  with  the  requirements. 
Muggeridge  was  not  making  a 
premature  case  for  Mother 
Teresa's  canonisation.  He  was 
trying  to  refute  the  then  com¬ 
mon  assumption  that  science 
had  all  the  answers,  to  the 
discredit  of  religion.  But  toe 
stray  of  toe  miracle  was  im¬ 
portant  because  it  set  the 
agenda  for  the  next  2D  years 
whereby  the  assumption  slow¬ 
ly  grew  that  God’s  hand  was 
directing  Mother  Teresa,  and 
to  question  anything  she  did 
was  therefore  unacceptable. 

Chafer  described  to  me  the 
process  of  anyone  who  she  felt 
was  damaging  the  cause  as 
being  “fingered  by  God".  The 
sisters'  conviction  that  God  is 
directing  them,  because  their 


prayers  are  answered  so  often 
by  dothes,  medicine  or  money, 
and  even  on  one  occasion  by  a 
snowplough  to  help  during  a 
hard  winter  in  New  York,  has 
persuaded  many  of  a  less 
credulous  bent  to  believe  that 
there  must  be  some  higher 
purpose  to  all  that  they  do. 

.  This  is  the  fundamental 
basis  upon  which  rests  every¬ 
thing  else  the  Missionaries  of 
Charity  do.  and  toe  real  im¬ 
portance  of  Muggeridge’s  film 
is  that  it  gave  credence  to  this 
fundamental  belief. 

To  challenge,  to  question  or 
to  doubt  is  to  confront  a  much 
higher  authority.  All  but  the 
most  ardent  atheist  does  so  at 
his  or  her  peril.  It  is  this, 
emanating  from  Mugger- 
idge's  film,  that  has  helped  to 
make  Mother  Teresa  in  the 
words  of  the  journalist  Chris¬ 
topher  Hitchens  toe  “least 
criticised  human  being  on 
Earth".

Mother  Teresa  was 
fairly  well  known.  Yet  by  1970 
they  were  flocking  to  join,  and 
in  that  year  alone  139  new 
candidates  were  received  into 
toe  society. 

How  important  is  it  for 
Mother  Teresa  to  be  a  mirade- 
maker?  A  saint  these  days  is

Dating  in  New  York 
is  fraught  with 
hazards.

This  attitude  inspired  three 
psychologists  —  Dr  Valerie 
White,  Dr  Ann  Demarais  and 
Dr  Eyal  Pavell  —  to  form  a 
new  dating  service.  First  Im¬ 
pressions.  Launched  six 
months  ago,  it  is  open  on 
Saturdays  and  some  weekday 
evenings.  The  aim  is  to  arm 
yourself  for  your  date  as  you 
would  for  an  interview. 

Dr  White,  34.  and  Dr 
Demarais.  37,  have  drawn  on 
their  experience  of  coaching 
executives  of  Fortune  500  com¬ 
panies  on  communication 
skills.  “When  we  meet  some¬ 
one  for  the  first  time,  there  is 
often  a  gap  between  the  way 
we  are  perceived  and  the  ways 
others  perceive  us."  says  Dr 
White.  “F.I.  can  bridge  that 
gap.  By  interacting  with  you 
on  a  simulated  dare,  then 
giving  you  feedback  on  the 
impression  you  make,  an  F.I. 
consultant  [several  other  psy¬ 
chologists  work  part-time]  can 
show  you  how  to  capitalise  on 
your  best  qualities." 

For  a  fee,  of  course  — 
analysing  your  daring  skills 
will  cost  you  $200.  And  isn't

They  shake  their  heads  rig¬ 
orously.  "For  a  start,  we  are  all 
in  long-term  relationships. 
Secondly,  it  would  be  highly 
unprofessional  to  want  to  date 
a  client,'’  says  Dr  Demarais. 
They’re  not  joking.  I  was

asked  to  sign  a  "Participation 
Agreement"  which  staled:  "I 
understand  the  date  is  purely 
a  simulation  and  that  there 
will  be  no  physical  contact 
between  myself  and  the  dating 
consultant.  I  agree  not  to 
pursue  the  consultant  for  so¬ 
cial  or  romantic  encounters." 

With  this  in  mind.  I  decided 
to  take  rhe  bull  by  the  horns 
and  offer  up  m3'  soul  for 
inspection,  and  see  if  my  rusty 
skills  (I  am  happily  attached) 
could  be  put  back  into  use. 

1  was  waiting,  my  palms 
sweating,  at  the  designated 
spot  in  SoHo,  downtown  New 
York,  when  a  tall,  dark  and 
attractive  stranger  asked  me  if 
i  was  his  blind  date.  I  nodded 
and  followed  him  into  the 
Paninoreca  Cafe.  After  intro¬ 
ducing  himself  as  manage¬ 
ment  consultant  'Nick 
Brown",  our  date  got  under 
way.  For  the  next  hour,  we 
discussed  everything  from  the 
latest  movies,  books,  politics 
and  our  respective  professions 
to  more  personal  topics,  such 
as  family  relationships. 

The  date  seemed  to  run 
smoothly,  we  got  on  amicably 
enough,  and  at  the  end  he 
asked  me  out  on  a  second  date. 
1  accepted  happily  enough, 
then  realised  it  was  time  for 
the  tough  part.  We  arranged  to 


meet  hack  at  the  F.I.  offices 
half  an  hour  later,  where  we 
spent  the  next  two  hours 
evaluating  my  performance. 

“Nick",  alias  Dr  Pavell,  33, 
started  by  saying  that  he 
would  focus  on  my  positive 
aspects  first  He  consulted  a 
checklist  as  long  as  my  arm, 
filled  wiih  comments  such  as 
“does  not  discuss  health  exces¬ 
sively"  “does  nor  discuss  mar¬ 
riage",  “is  not  excessively  self- 
focused".  “does  not  fidget" 
“does  not  express  boredom  by 
yawning"  1  was  dissected  on 
even-  level,  from  my  appear¬ 
ance.  conduct  and  sense  of 
humour  to  the  level  of  interest 
l  showed  in  "Nick". 

“You  exuded  self-confi¬ 
dence,  and  I  was  very  comfort¬ 
able  with  you  most  of  the 
time,”  says"  Dr  Pavell.  “You 
are  ‘high  performance'  —  you 
score  well  on  most  levels,  and 
don’t  have  any'  big  problems  — 
just  a  few  negatives.  For 
example,  ii  felt  like  you  were 
interrogating  me  when  you 
asked  ‘What  is  your  type?' 
Thai  is  too  premature  to  ask 
on  a  first  date.  And  you  must 
allow  more  room  for  your 
date.  I  felt  I  didn’t  have  the 
chance  to  offer  you  a  drink 
w'hen  we  first  sat  down,  and 
you  tended  to  steer  the  conver- 
sa  non  —  it  is  a  two-way  street." 


thing  positive,  into  letting  the 
real  person  shine  through. 

"Another  type  has  gone  on 
hundreds  of  dates,  and  is  very 
high-performing  —  a  Waff 
Street  professional,  say,  who 
has  social  graces  down  to  a  T. 
And  there  are  those  whoVe 
been  out  of  the  game  for  years, 
and  find  themselves  divorced 
or  widowed,  or  are  unfamiliar 
with  dating  in  this  city  or 
country." 

One  recent  diem,  David 
Carr,  32,  is  a  dvil  lawyer  who 
lives  in  Manhattan.  “I’ve  been 
single  and  dating  for  a  long 
time.  Several  times  tilings 
have  not  worked  out  and  I 
couldn’t  understand  why.  I  felt 
like  there  was  something  2 
wasn’t  picking  up  on. 

•The  service  was  insightful 
1  found  that  although  my 
conversational  skills  were 
good,  and  1  came  across  as 


confident,  I  focused  too  much 
on  myself,  and  was  prone  to 
bragging.  There  was  an  im¬ 
balance  in  the  conversation; 
apart  from  feeling  self-centred. 
I  was  listening  to  what  the 
other  person  had  to  say  with 
only  half  an  ear,  and  making 
insincere  comments.  1  was 
communicating  that  the  other 
person  really  wasn’t  impor¬ 
tant  to  me. 

“1  was  happy  for  someone  to 
put  it  into  words,  and  help  me 
start  remedying  my  negative 
points.  I  pay  a  lot  more 
attention  to  my  date,  am  less 
dominant  and  really  listen  to 
what  they  have  to  say.  And  it 
has  worked.  I’ve  seen  one  girl 
three  times,  and  as  1  don’t 
want  to  mess  it  up.  I’ve 
derided  to  go  on  a  follow-up 
session  at  F.I.  to  fine-tune  my 
skills." 

Chloe  Adams,  36.  is  an 


engineer  who  had  been  mar¬ 
ried  for  ten  years  before  being 
thrust  back  into  the  world  of 
singledom.  She  has  dated 
sporadically,  but  felt  people 
seemed  to  be  taking  her  the 
wrong  way. 

“  "TR"  wanted  an  objective 
■  third  party  to  look  at 
H  how  1  interacted  and 
-A-  give  me  tips  on  how  I 
could  improve.  1  realised  1 
came  across  as  too  aggressive. 
I've  slowed  down  since.  It 
helped  me  to  see  what  my 
strong  points  were  as  well,  and 
has  given  me  a  renewed  sense 
of  pride  and  confidence."  • 

So  Is  this  just  another  neu¬ 
rotic  New  York  fad,  or  is  there 
really  a  need  for  it  in  a  dty 
renowned  for  its  breakneck 
pace  of  working,  living  and 
now  loving?  A  New  York  Post 
columnist.  Amy  Kean,  says: 


“People  just  don’t  have  rime  to 
make  mistakes  or  experiment. 
And  people  love  hearing  more 
about  themselves. 

“But  irs  not  a  bad  idea, 
either.  If  you  are  going  out 
dozens  of  times,  and  making 
the  same  turn-off  mistakes, 
then  it's  best  to  discover  what 
you're  doing  wrong." 

Over  the  next  couple  of 
years.  F.I.  hopes  to  franchise 
the  service  and  expand  to 
Chicago.  Los  Angeles  and  San 
Francisco.  And  it  is  looking  at 
London  as  a  potential  site,  too. 

"Londoners  are  just  like 
New  Yorkers  —  they  are  busy 
and  career-driven,  they  are 
living  in  a  multicultural  envi¬ 
ronment  and  they  use  daring 
services  and  personal  ads.  like 
us.  I’m  sure  we  could  be  of  use 
there,"  says  Dr  Demarais. 
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And  my  ideal  mate? 
“Someone  similar, 
who  has  the  same 
kind  of  lifestyle  and 
interests.  You  are  a  ‘birds  of  a 
feather'  type.  Don't  go  for 
someone  who  is  your  opp¬ 
osite."

Richard  Cork  surveys  the  work  of  the  Mexican  revolutionary,  in  life  as  in  art,  David  Alfaro  Siqueiros 

Look  back  on  a  lifetime  of  anger 


One  night  in  May 
1940,  David  Alfaro 
Siqueiros,  his  wife, 
brother  and  two 
friends,  burst  into  Leon  Trots¬ 
ky's  house  in  Mexico  City. 
Cornered  in  his  bedroom,  the 
exiled  Russian  was  easy  prey. 
But  Siqueiros  and  his  heavily 
armed  associates  bungled  the 
assassination,  firing  through 
the  dosed  bedroom  door  while 
Trotsky  hid  under  the  bed. 

What  had  started  out  as  a 
murder  attempt  ended  in 
farce.  Having  failed  to  pin 
suspicion  on  his  arch-rival 
Diego  Rivera,  Siqueiros  found 
himself  hunted  by  the  police 
and,  after  Trotsky  was  killed 
by  others  in  August,  impris¬ 
oned.  As  a  Stalinist  hitman,  he 
had  been  a  disaster.  But  as  a 
fiercely  committed  revolution¬ 
ary  muralist,  he  went  on  to 
become  a  hero  in  his  own 
country.  Public  buildings 
across  Mexico  City  are  still 
emblazoned  with  his  dynamic, 
belligerent  wall-paintings,  ex¬ 
ecuted  on  the  grandest  scale 
imaginable. 

How  can  such  an  artist  ever 
be  represented  in  an  exhibi¬ 
tion?  The  question  hangs  over 
the  Whitechapel  Art  Gallery's 
survey  of  one  tumultuous  de¬ 
cade  in  Siqueiros's  long 
career.  Starting  in  1930.  when 
he  was  arrested  and  incarcer¬ 
ated  in  the  Leoimberri  Peni¬ 
tentiary,  the  survey  brings 
together  many  of  the  most 
important  easel  paintings  and 
graphic  works  he  produced 
over  the  next  ten  years.  But  an 
exploration  of  his  murals  is 
inevitably  confined  to  a  video 
screened  in  the  gallery,  and  it 
cannot  hope  to  convey  their 
sheer  visceral  impact. 

Compared  with  their  head¬ 
long  fervour,  the  pictures 
assembled  at  the  Whitechapel 
seem  disappointingly  sub¬ 
dued.  Predominantly  dour,  the 
paintings  suggest  that  Siquei¬ 
ros  had  a  puritanical  mistrust 
of  colour.  His  murals  prove 
otherwise;  but  when  at  work 
away  from  the  hospitals  and 
palaces  where  his  headiest 
ambitions  were  fulfilled,  he 
sacrificed  all  that  exuberance 
for  a  darker  alternative. 


Once  1  had  adjusted  to  the 
gloom,  though,  Siqueiros’s  in¬ 
dividuality  began  to  emerge. 
In  a  1934  self-portrait,  he 
refuses  to  see  himself  as  a 
static,  contemplative  charac¬ 
ter.  Executed  in  a  typically 
idiosyncratic  combination  of 
blade  crayon  and  tempera  on  a 
zinc  support,  it  shows  him 
with  mouth  parted  and  wild, 
protruding  eyes.  The  white 
marks  slashed  across  his  fore¬ 
head,  nose  and  cheek  look  as 
aggressive  as  warpaint 
No  wonder  he  was  so  often 
jailed.  The  pursuit  of  art  alone, 
divorced  from  political  strug¬ 
gle,  would  never  have  satisfied 
this  instinctive  activist  He 
gave  up  painting  altogether  in 
tiie  late  1920s.  devoting  him¬ 
self  instead  to  militant  union 
struggles.  But  after  meeting 
Eisenstein  in  1931.  he  turned

back  to  art  and  held  his  first 
one-man  show  the  following 
year. 

The  sombre  mood  of  his 
pictures  is  understandable, 
given  the  time  Siqueiros  had 
spent  in  prison.  Most  of  the 
figures  he  paints  are  alone, 
and  hard  to  discern  in  the 
shadows  encircling  them.  One 
seated  woman  is  based  on  a 
60-year-old  peasant  who  of¬ 
fered  to  pose  for  her  portrait 
But  Siqueiros  made  her  gaunt, 
hooded  face  look  younger,  and 
she  hugs  herself  on  a  hard, 
coffin-like  box  as  if  desperate 
for  comfort 

Siqueiros’s  brush  work  is  the 
apposite  of  seductive.  He 
heaps  on  the  pigment  until  it 
forms  a  heavily  corrugated 
surface,  so  solid  that  the 
images  end  up  with  a  strong 


sculptural  presence.  He  often 
painted  on  burlap,  and  its 
thick,  bristly  texture  adds  to 
his  work's  uningratiating  air. 
Art.  for  Siqueiros,  had  nothing 
to  do  with  hedonism.  He 
dedicated  himself  to  the  plight 
of  the  oppressed,  and  refused 
to  indulge  in  facile  optimism. 

Prison  subjects  proliferate 
in  the  early  1930s.  and  the 
people  they  depict  are  anony¬ 
mous  embodiments  of  an¬ 
guish.  Two  Indian  women 
stand  tense  and  motionless, 
their  heads  hidden  by  blue 
shawls.  They  seem  to 
symbolise  a  permanent  state 
or  mourning.  Although  a  clus¬ 
ter  of  women  in  another 
painting  push  back  their  head 
dresses  while  waiting  outside 
a  penitentiary.  Siqueiros  de¬ 
clines  ro  give  them  any  facial 
features. 

Only  when  a  claustrophobic 
prison  cell  is  revealed,  with 
torture  in  progress,  do  the 
figures  take  on  a  more  specific 
identity.  But  the  moustachioed 
man  hanging  by  his  thumbs 
from  the  ceiling  is  still 
generalised.  He  signifies  the 
suffering  of  all  Mexicans 
victimised  by  the  suppression 
of  the  country's  Communist 
Ptirfy.  And  the  two  sprucely 
uniformed  guards  staring  up 
at  him  are  no  more 
particularised.  One  of  them 
wags  a  finger  at  the  dangling 
man,  as  if  to  admonish  him  for 
his  screams.

iqueiros  himself  seems 
to  have  been  spared 
torture  during  his  in¬ 
carceration  at  Lecum- 
berrL  Ever  resourceful,  he 
used  fragments  of  crates  to 
carve  a  series  of  13  small 
woodcuts.  Subsequently  print¬ 
ed  on  bright  orange  tissue 
paper,  they  are  among  the 
liveliest  and  most  concise  of  all 
his  works.  Their  mood,  how¬ 
ever.  remains  uncompromis¬ 
ing.  Single  figures  of 
prisoners,  bound  and  helpless, 
are  juxtaposed  with  ranks  of 
identical,  implacable  guards. 
For  all  the  prints'  grimness, 
though,  some  highlight  more 
tender  feelings.  A  faceless 
mother  dasps  her  child  in  a 
passionate  embrace,  as  if 
afraid  that  her  offspring  might 
be  snatched  away  like  so  many 
other  women's  husbands  and 
sons. 

Soon  afterwards,  Siqueiros 
painted  a  much  larger  picture 
of  a  child  alone.  The  boy’s 
1  expression  is  stunned,  and  he 
slumps  onto  the  pavement  like 
a  bewildered  orphan  with 
nowhere  else  to  go.  Siqueiros 
became  preoccupied  with  the 
plight  of  all  those  Mexicans 
bereaved  and  impoverished 
by  the  perpetual  internecine 
conflicts.  One  of  his  most 
monumental  easel  paintings 
shows  a  Proletarian  Mother, 
hunched  and  squatting 
against  bleak  brick  walls. 

They  hem  her  in,  and  the  three 
infants  surrounding  the 
woman  daw  despairingly  at 
her  body.  Paralysed  by 
wretchedness,  she  makes  no 
attempt  to  reassure  them.  The 
children  seem  to  increase  their 
mother’s  misery,  reminding 
her  how  incapable  she  is  of 
alleviating  their  distress. 

Siqueiros  became  even 

harsher  when  he  painted  a 
Proletarian  Victim.  Full- 

breasted  and  sinewy,  the  grey¬ 
haired  woman  is  built 

according  to  heroic  propor¬ 
tions.  But  her  limbs  are 
trussed  tightly  with  thick 
ropes,  and  blood  seeping  from

a  gunshot  wound  in  her  head 
shows  she  has  been  executed. 
Painfully  pressed  in  dose-up 
against  the  rasping,  hairy 
surface  of  the  buriap,  the 
corpse  shows  Siqueiros’s  ea¬ 
gerness  to  break  out  of  the 
easd  picture's  confines.

is  dedsion  to  paint 
it  with  pyroxylin,  a 
commercial  enam¬ 
el  initially  used  for 
the  exteriors  of  aeroplanes, 
also  demonstrates  his  willing¬ 
ness  to  experiment  with  new 
media.  This  technical  innova¬ 
tion  came  to  a  head  when  he 
moved  to  New  York  in  1935. 
Establishing  a  major  work¬ 
shop  where  his  students  in¬ 
cluded  Philip  Guston  and 
Jackson  Pollock,  he  encour¬ 
aged  them  to  drip  and  pool 
their  paint  The  significance  of 
this  unfettered  approach  for 
the  development  of  postwar 
American  abstraction  hardly 
needs  stressing. 

But  Siqueiros  himself  stayed 
faithful  to  figurative  art,  and 
the  paintings  of  the  late  1930s 
benefited  from  a  new  bold¬ 


ness.  Ceramic  fragments  are 
used  with  oil  and  pyroxylin  in 
The  End  of  the  World,  a  fiery 
and  apocalyptic  protest 
against  the  Luftwaffe’s  bomb¬ 
ing  of  Toledo.  Siqueiros  be¬ 
came  so  involved  with  the 
Spanish  Civil  War  that  he 
gave  up  art  for  two  years. 
Even  so,  he  returned  to  paint¬ 
ing  with  renewed  power. 
Down  but  not  Defeated  is  his 
pugnacious  title  for  the  coiled, 
muscular  figure  who  hits  the 
ground  in  a  wrenchingly  fore¬ 
shortened  pnse.  Although  the 
man  has  been  defeated  by 
Franco,  his  fists  remain  tightly 
bunched  and  his  hair  fizzes 
with  nervous  resilience. 

Siqueiros's  baleful  1939  selF- 
portrait  is  mesmeric,  centred 
on  a  bloodshot  eye  widened  in 
foreboding.  He  looks  older 
now.  and  manic  enough  to 
embark  on  the  Trotsky  esca¬ 
pade  a  year  later.  But  the 
anguish  in  his  furrowed  face  is 
presdent,  too.  gazing  with 
alarm  ar  a  world  on  the  edge  of 
annihilation.

Venus  and 
Adonis,  described  by  the  com¬ 
poser  as  “an  opera  in  one  act 
for  singers  and  dancers”,  was 
received  rapturously  when  it 
was  first  given  by  the  Bavar¬ 
ian  State  Opera  in  January., 
and  it  was  easy  to  see  why.  / 
Henze’s  librettist,  Hans-» 
Ulrich  Treichel,  has  come  up 
with  a  complex  dramatic 
structure  that  depends  on  a 
staging  to  do  it  full  justice.  The 
three  principal  characters  — 
Venus,  Adonis  and  Mars  — 
are  dancing  roles,  doubled  by 
a  Prima  Donna,  Clemente  (an 
opera  singer)  and  the  Hero- 
Player.  who  are  rehearsing  a 
Venus  and  Adonis  opera,  par¬ 
alleling  the  action  at  every 
turn.  There  are  also  six  “mad¬ 
rigal  whose  choral  com¬ 
mentaries  punctuate  the 
action,  and  three  more  danc¬ 
ers  playing  a  stallion,  a  mare£

and  the  wOd  boar  that  finally 
kills  Adonis. 

In  this  concert  performance 
we  were  denied  the  dancers 
and  thus  the  entire  double- 
frame  of  tiie  action.  In  musical 
terms,  however,  the  evening  / ) 
was  a  triumph.  Henze  deplqys  • 
the  orchestra  skilfully,  divid¬ 
ing  it  into  three  ensembles, 
each  associated  with  a  princi¬ 
pal-  Climactic  outbursts  are 
generally  reserved  for  the 
series  of  seven  instrumental 
boleros,  and  Markus  Stenz 
was  careful  to  subordinate  his 
BBC  Symphony  Orchestra 
forces  to  the  demands  of  the 
vocal  lines.

Bad  guys  are  lionised 


Wesley  Snipes,  playing  an  adulterer,  and  'the 
Japanese  Tarantino*  took  top  honours  at  the 
Venice  Film  Festival.  David  Robinson  reports

The  Venire  Film  Festival  jury  - 
)^ch  included  Francesco  Rosi, 
Charlotte  Rampling  and  Jane 
campion  as  president  -  did  not  have 
all  that  much  to  choose  from  in  a 
better  year  it  is  unlikely  that  Takeshi 
fOtanos  Hana-Bi  would  have  walked 
off  with  the  Golden  Lion.  It  was  a 
popular  choice  nonetheless.  Kitano  is 
currently  a  top-of-the-market  cult  fig¬ 
ure.  popularly  styled  the  Japane*; 
Tarantino,  and  with  Tarantino*  com¬ 
bination  of  technical  virtuosity  and 
sense  of  prevailing  taste. 

Bom  in  1947.  he  abandoned  engi¬ 
neering  to  become  a  comedian  under 
the  name  of  “Bear  Takeshi",  in  a  duo 
called  The  Two  Beats.  His  outrageous 
and  disrespectful  comedy 
rapidly  made  him  a  house¬ 
hold  name  as  a  TV  person¬ 
ality.  In  1989  he  began  to 
direct  films,  generally  play¬ 
ing  the  main  role,  and  in 
1993  he  soared  to  interna¬ 
tional  fame  with  Sonatine. 

Hana-Bi  follows  much 
the  same  formula  as 
Sonatine  —  tidily  crafted, 
with  non-stop,  stylised  vio¬ 
lence  and  “artistic"  inter-  ______ 

ludes  and  overlays  to  ' 

■fv  reassure  the  serious  spectator  in  case 
•  he  feels  he  is  getting  too  gratuitous  a 
kick  out  of  visceral  shocks  like  gun 
massacres  or  a  precisely  pierced  eye. 

Kitano  (billed  as  “Beat  Takeshi") 
himself  plays  a  police  detective  who 
gets  mixed  up  with  loan  sharia  and 
yakuzo  when  he  needs  money  for  a 
wife  dying  of  cancer.  The  director 
relishes  the  comedy  of  his  own  cult 
status,  and  snatched  the  limelight  at 
the  Venice  awards  ceremony,  prancing 
around  like  the  comic  demon  in  a 
Japanese  woodcut  and  flashing  rude  V- 
signs  for  the  cameras. 

The  last-night  audience  made  it 
plain  that  they  were  less  pleased  with 
the  award  of  the  Special  Gold  Prize  to 
*  *  Italy's  own  entry,  Paolo  Virzi’s 
Ovosodo,  a  sympathetic  enough  pic¬ 
ture  of  contemporary  social  structures 
seen  through  die  experiences  of  a  boy 
growing  up  in  a  deprived  working- 
class  quarter  of  Livorno.  The  script 
prize  went  to  Anne  Fontaine’s 
Nettoyage  Sec  (Dry  Cleaning),  a  lethal 
drama  of  character  that  might  have 
been  a  subject  for  Claude  Chabrol.  A 
young  bourgeois  couple  adopt  a  chance 
acquaintance,  a  fascinating  youth  who 
does  an  act  in  a  drag  dub.  He  proves  a 
wizard  at  the  steam  iron;  but  intro¬ 
duces  even  steamier  sensations  to  their 
private  life.  Well  sustained  and  beauti¬ 
fully  played  (Miou-Miou,  Charles 
Berlmg.  Stanislas  Merfrar).  it  could 
well  merit  commercial  distribution  in 
this  country.

The  acting  prizes  went  to  Hollywood: 
Wesley  Snipes  for  his  role  as  a  man 
whose  marriage  disintegrates  after  the 
brief  indiscretion  of  Mike  Figgis's  One 
Night  Stand:  a  fey  newcomer.  Robin 
Tunney.  for  a  disturbing  performance 
as  a  young  alcoholic  with  Tourette 
syndrome  in  Bob  Gosse’s  Niagara 
Niagara.  The  prize  for  Graeme 
Revel I’s  music  was  slight  consolation 
for  Wayne  Wang’s  disappointing  Chi¬ 
nese  Box,  which  explores  the  traumas 
of  Hong  Kong  handover  through  the 
love  affairs  of  a  querulous  leukaemia 
patient  (Jeremy  Irons,  naturally)  and 
two  starry  Chinese  beauties  (Gong  U. 
Maggie  Cheung). 

The  better  rewards  were  generally  to 
be  found  outside  the  com¬ 
petition.  Following  his  1995 
Sundance  Festival  prize  for 
a  shoe-string  marvel. 
Heavy,  James  Mangold 
successfully  enters  the  big 
rime  with  Cop  Land,  a 
formulaic  but  brisk  thriller 
about  a  group  of  lethally 
corrupt  New  York  cops 
sheltered  in  a  Mafia-pro¬ 
tected  enclave  in  New  Jer- 
—  sey.  Tired,  paunchy  and 
endearing.  Sylvester 
Stallone,  as  the  local  sheriff  who  fights 
back,  upstages  even  Robert  De  Niro 
and  Harvey  Keitel. 

The  Danish  virtuoso  Lars  von  Trier, 
after  lasr  year's  success  with  Breaking 
the  Waves,  has  resumed  his  television 
series  Hie  Kingdom.  Hospital  soap 
opera  is  transmuted  with  the  absurd, 
the  surreal,  farce,  schlock  horror  and 
sour  serial  commentary.  The  film 
weaves  the  stories  of  Copenhagen's 
biggest  hospital,  from  the  inept  consul¬ 
tants  to  the  junior  doctors  taking  bets 
on  the  crazed  ambulance  driver's  next 
road  accident,  and  die  idiot-savants 
who  wash  up  in  the  kitchen  and 
provide  a  Greek  chorus.  To  see  all  six 
episodes  in  one  five-hour  session  is 
overdose;  but  von  Trier’s  anarchy  may 
prove  a  tonic  for  numbed  soap-addicts. 

The  International  Critics  made  spe¬ 
cial  mention  of  In  Memoriam  Imre 
Gydngyossy.  an  appropriately  passion¬ 
ate  tribute  to  the  Hungarian  poet,  film¬ 
maker  and  Stalin-era  political 
prisoner,  made  by  his  widow  Katalin 
Petenyi  and  long-time  collaborator 
Bama  Kabay.  By  happy  coincidence, 
on  the  day  of  this  memorial  screening, 
the  director’s  son  Bence  Gyongyossy 
took  the  prize  for  best  first  feature  at  the 
Montreal  Festival  with  Romani  Kris 
[Gypsy  Lore),  the  lyrical  story  of  a 
contemporary  gypsy  King  Lear. 

The  dosing  show  was  the  occasion 
for  a  British  world  premiere  which 
must  break  all  records:  three  fragmen¬ 
tary  Victorian  films  that  have  waited

for  107  years  to  be  seen.  They  were  shot 
in  1889-90.  five  years  before  the  official 
birth  of  the  cinema,  by  William  Friese- 
Greene,  on  cameras  of  his  own 
invention.  Unfortunately  he  was  finan¬ 
cially  ruined  before  he  could  devise  a 
projector,  and  his  films  were  never 
seen.  Lost  for  most  of  a  century,  they 
finally  turned  up  in  the  Cinematheque 
Francaise.  Only  within  the  past  few 
months  have  digital  techniques  made  it 
possible  to  copy  die  fragile  prints. 


Undoubtedly  the  world’s  earliest 
celluloid  motion  picture  films,  they 
flash  and  flicker,  but  the  images  are 
there,  a  vital  if  misty  link  with  a  distant 
past  A  newsboy  in  King’s  Road. 
Chelsea,  watches  a  hansom  cab  go  by; 
ladies  in  bustles  and  gentlemen  in  silk 
hats  walk  jerkily  by  in  Hyde  Park. 
Long  discredited.  Fries  e-Greene  now 
has  his  place  among  the  Victorian 
fathers  of  cinematography  finally  and 
even  glamorously  vindicated  in  Venice.

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Trudging 
towards  a 
new  dawn 

Reassuringly  real,  the  TUC  still 
has  a  future,  says  John  lloyd 


Launched  yesterday  with¬ 
out  celebrity,  the  TUC 
conference  remains 
what  it  has  been  for  decades: 

the  annual  expression  of  a 
movement  of  substance. 

if.  as  last  week  appears  to 
have  shown,  image  and  sym¬ 
bolism  are  to  play  as  large  a 
part  in  national  political  life  as 
does  reality,  then  the  TUC  is 
clearly  out  of  step.  It  can 
change  —  has  changed,  is 
changing  —  but  cannot  rein¬ 
vent  itself.  It  ■  remains  too 
rooted  in  the  day-by-day.  in 
the  detail  and  the  felt  experi¬ 
ence  —  what  people  must  face 
when  they  turn  away  from  the 
highs  and  the  lows  manufac¬ 
tured  by  the  media. 

Yet  this  could  be  a  plus. 
There  could  be  a  place  in 
public  life  for  an  institution 
which  refuses  to  submit  to  the 
law  that  only  hyper-visibility 
confers  meaning:  that  suffer¬ 
ing  requires  the  ministrations 
of  a  Princess,  for  example.  The 
TUC  could  become  the  symbol 
of  a  body  which  refuses  to  be 
treated  merely  as  a  symbol: 
the  image  of  a  modernised 
estate  of  the  real  which  is 
interested  in  more  than  image. 

This  is  one  way  forward  for 
the  TUC.  There  are  three 
others. 

The  partnership  which  is 

the  theme  of  this  _ 

week's  conference 
can  yield  fruit  for  The 
the  unions  and  for 
the  country.  The  COntei 

TUC  has,  since  the 
election,  rapidly  area 

deepened  a  dia-  ... 

logue  with  the  Con-  ia  J 
federation  of  British  recog 

Industry  which,  be-  & 

fore  May  1.  was 
largely  confined  to  health  and 
safety  at  work.  They  agree 
about  much  on  Europe  and 
the  economy;  they  have 
opened  a  debate  on  how 
flexibility  should  be  defined 
and  operated. 

The  contentious  area  be¬ 
tween  them  is  union  recogni¬ 
tion.  Labour  has  pledged  to 
legislate  for  a  statutory  recog¬ 
nition  of  unions  where  mem¬ 
bership  exceeds  50  per  cent  of 
a  given  workforce.  It  war  a 
vague  manifesto  commitment 
and  is  now  being  thrashed 
through  between  the  industry 
and  union  representatives 
with  no  expectation  of  agree¬ 
ment  but  some  expectation  of 
reaching  greater  darity. 

The  Prime  Minister  has  told 
John  Monks,  the  TUC  Gener¬ 
al  Secretary,  to  come  back  to 
him  with  the  nearest  he  can 
get  to  a  consensus  on  recogni¬ 
tion;  on  that  basis  a  White 
Paper  will  be  issued.  This  will 
be  a  real  test  of  partnership  for 
industry  and  the  unions.  The 
latter  have  had  to  swallow 
much  these  past  two  decades, 
and  have  digested  much  of 
that;  now,  companies  are  chal¬ 
lenged  to  produce  an  environ¬ 
ment  more  comfortable  in  a 
real  —  not  a  symbolic  —  sense 
for  their  workers.  The  unions 
say  they  want  to  co-operate  in 
ensuring  that  changes  do  not 
threaten  productivity  or  profit¬ 
ability;  it  would  seem  a  good 
time  to  test  their  intentions. 

Secondly,  the  CBI  and  the 
TUC  find  most  harmony  on 
the  single  European  currency 
—  although  the  unions  are 
committed  to  enter  in  the  first 
wave,  while  the  employers  are 
more  cautious.  Both  strongly 
agree  that  the  level  of  sterling 
is  damaging  to  jobs  and  must

be  brought  down.  Entry  into 
EMU,  says  the  TUC  would 
accomplish  much  of  that. 

The  larger  companies  which 
are  the  keenest  to  see  a  single 
currency  are  also  generally 
those  which  recognise  unions, 
pay  above  what  is  likely  to  be 
the  minimum  wage  and  have 
introduced  works  councils  — 
that  is.  they  have  little  difficul¬ 
ty  with  large  parts  of  social 
legislation.  Smaller  com¬ 
panies  do:  here  the  TUC  is 
attempting  to  extend  the  hand 
of  partnership  as  well,  both  to 
confirm  the  unions’  new 
stance  and  to  open  up  possibil¬ 
ities  for  recruitment. 

Thirdly,  unions  everywhere 
have  taken  heart  —  perhaps 
too  much  heart  —  from  the 
victory  which  the  US  Team¬ 
sters’  union  achieved  at  United 
Parcel  Services  (UPS).  A  two- 
week  strike  saw  the  union  win 
higher  pay,  particularly  for 
part-time  workers,  the  conver¬ 
sion  of  10,000  pan-time  jobs 
into  full-time  posts  and  the 
retention  of  a  union-run  pen¬ 
sion  scheme. 

Robert  Reich,  the  former  US 
Labour  Secretary,  sees  in  the 
deal  a  sign  that  unions  could 
again  become  the  representa¬ 
tives  of  an  excluded  workforce, 
the  losers  from  a  globalisation 
process  which  immensely 
_  privileges  profes¬ 
sionals  but  which 
TiOSt  penalises  the  fetch- 
.  ers  and  carriers. 

itlOUS  diggers  and  sweep¬ 
ers,  servers  and  car- 
HOW  riers.  Many  of  these 
linn  have  not  looked  to 
uun  unions,  traditional- 
tition  based  around  the 
once  vast  agglom- 
erations  of  industri¬ 
al  workers  or  professions  such 
as  teaching,  for  protection. 
Now,  says  Reich,  UPS  points 
the  way  to  a  series  of  similar 
struggles  which  could  capture 
public  sympathy. 

Unions  have  tried  in  various 
ways  to  organise  the  working 
excluded,  with  limited  success. 
But  they  are  trying  new  ways 
—  tiie  creation  of  an 
“organising  academy”  wall  be 
endorsed  this  week,  where, 
fiery  spirits  will  be  taught  tiif 
channel  their  idealism  into 
recruitment  campaigns. 

Inevitably,  the  unions  will  j 
be  drawn  into  malting  the  ; 
fights  they  pick  with  em-  ; 
players  accord  more  with  the 
themes  of  the  popular  media. 
They  have  tried,  in  this  con¬ 
gress,  by  publicising  the 
names  of  a  handful  of  large 
“bad  employers’’  who  keep  out 
unions  and  offer  low  pay.  It  is 
a  sign  of  a  new  kind  of  public 
relations,  as  well  as  an  aban¬ 
donment  of  remnants  of  a 
general  anti-capitalist  case. 

Unions  have  roles,  real  and 
not  symbolic,  at  the  top  and 
bottom  of  the  social  order.  The 
TUC  is  well  led,  the  union 
general  secretaries  con¬ 
strained  to  be  realistic,  the 
Prime  Minister  and  Govern¬ 
ment  non-commitally  friendly. 
If  the  unions  do  not  succeed 
now.  then  the  underlying 
forces  in  the  economy  which 
have  been  responsible  for  de¬ 
pleting  their  ranks  will  be  seen 
to  dominate  over  the  political 
and  the  voluntary. 

And  then,  they  really  will 
need  a  celebrity.  But  by  then  it 
will  be  too  late.

The  trouble  is  that  I  suddenly 
don't  want  to  be  part  of 
journalism  any  more.  Ruin 
and  unemployment  loom.  It 
is  my  own  fault  I  suppose,  for 
consuming  too  many  media,  but  how 
else  is  a  provincial  to  keep  up?  Now, 
though,  the  weight  of  it  has  toppled 
over  and  crushed  the  spirit 
For  if  Diana,  Princess  of  Wales,  ■ 
was  a  candle  in  the  wind,  we  media 
are  the  wind-machine.  Our  racket 
smothers  the  central  sad  simplicity  of 
what  happened.  We  are  saccharine, 
self-regarding,  neurotic  and  competi¬ 
tive;  we  waver  between  sentimental¬ 
ity,  misplaced  outbreaks  of 
cleverness  and  dreadful  plonking 
comments  about  The  Culture  and 
The  People. 

An  agony  aunt  turns  up  in  a 
tabloid  castigating  the  idea  of  the 
Princes  wallang  behind  the  coffin; 
once  they  have  done  so  —  with  a 
dignity  they  will  be  glad  of  all  then- 
lives  — ■  the  same  writer  pops  up  in  a 
broadsheet  to  condemn  tabloids 
which  tell  the  Royal  Family  what  to 
do.  Another;  who  sneered  incessantly 
at  Diana  in  life,  .justifies  a  sugary 
volte-face  by  prosing  on  about  the 
nature  of  myth.  The  vaunted  mood  of 
national  unity  is  marred  by  class 
hostility  as  the  pop  papers  wilfully 
misunderstand  the  usefulness  to 
“tofls"of  a  dark  suit  and  a  stiff  upper 
tip,  while  the  broadsheets  wander 
superciliously  why  the  common 
people  leave  the  Cellophane  on  their 
bouquets.  (Easy.  Cellophane  and 
ribbons  mean  “look.  I  didn't  nick 
these  from  the  park.  I  paid  good 
money  for  them,  to  prove  I  care”.) 

Then  the  political  writers  break 
cover,  with  a  graceless  rant  from  an 
archetypal  Tory  boy  in  The  Sunday 
Telegraph  accusing  Labour  spin- 
doctors  of  somehow  stealing  Diana. 
Print  sneers  at  television  while  watch¬ 
ing  every  frame,  television  steals 
newspaper  angles  while  sneering 
back.  Talk  Radio  asks  listeners  to 
nominate  an  actress  to  play  "Di"  in 
the  biopic.  Only  Radio  4,  an  oasis  of 
phlegm,  decides  that  what  the  nat¬ 
ional  psyche  requires  is  a  repeat  of 
The  Winslow  Boy  and  Penelope  Keith 
reading  Winnie  the  Pooh. 

All  other  news  is  drowned  by  the 
roaring  of  the  wind-machine:  even 
yesterday,  plucky  tittle  souls  attempt¬ 
ing  to  interest  us  in  Scottish  devolu¬ 
tion  struggled  like  mountaineers 
trying  to  pitch  a  pup  tent  in  a 
hurricane.  Only  the  irreplaceable 
Terry  Wogan  struck  a  bearable  note 
on  Radio  2.  “Ah  now.  I'm  like  the  rest

of  you,  I  want  to  keep  on  moping  but 
we  mustn't,  must  we?"

Some  of  the  phrases  used  about  his 
funeral  eulogy  have  been  extraordi¬ 
nary:  “calculated  vengeance”,  "bru¬ 
tality”  and  “opening  wounds".  He 
was  biner,  they  said,  "intemperate . . . 
divisive  ...  ill-judged".  Irrelevant, 
too:  just  an  "expatriate  uncle"  from  a 
“dysfunctional  family”  which  could 
offer  little  to  his  nephews. 

Puzzled,  I  went  to  the  tape  and 
watched  the  Earl's  speech  again,  just 
as  we  had  watched  it  on  Saturday, 
sewing  name-tapes  into  school  socks 
through  a  mist  of  tears.

It  is  true  that  Diana's  qualities 
did  not  depend  on  royal  title  alone. 
Cynics  predicted  that  the  fascination 
with  her  would  diminish  when  she 
lost  a  part  of  that  title,  but  it  did  not. 
She  shone  even  brighter  alone,  more 
fascinating  to  worshippers  and  more 
comforting  to  those  whose  sadness 
she  tried  to  alleviate.

ter  with  the  frank¬ 
ness  which  is  a  brother’s  privilege. 
We  should  be  grateful  to  him.  After  a 
week  of  mawkish  illusion  in  which 
every  one  of  us  constructed  our  own 
phantom  Diana,  Lord  Spencer  spoke 
of  the  real  one.  He  affirmed  the 
reality  of  the  girl  who  kept  her  small 
brother  amused  on  the  long,  gloomy 
train  journeys  between  estranged 
parents,  of  the  sister  with  a  wicked 
laugh,  of  the  chronically  (perhaps 
sometimes  annoyingly)  insecure 
woman  who  yearned  for  love.  No  girl 
is  a  heroine  to  her  brother,  but  there 
is  great  security  in  the  fond,  exasper¬ 
ate!  kinship  of  somebody  who  har¬ 
bours  no  romantic  ideas  about  you. 

Nor  was  it  disrespectful  to  promise 
his  nephews  that  the  “blood  family" 
of  their  mother  would  always  be  with 
them  as  a  counterweight  to  royal  life. 
The  boys  are  Spencers,  too.  Their 
unde  spoke  for  half  (heir  lineage  and 
half  their  temperament.  As  he  did  so 
there  was  a  fleeting  shadow  of  old 
Earl  Spencer,  who  had  his  failings 
but  whose  cheerful  disregard  for 
strict  dignity  once  charmed  onlookers 
on  Diana's  engagement  day.  Remem¬ 
ber  him.  beaming  at  the  Palace  gates 
with  his  battered  camera  to  take  his 
own  snaps?  Why  is  it  irreverent  that 
with  Diana  dead,  her  brother  should 


pledge  himself  to  encourage  her  boys 
in  her  warm,  instinctive  style? 

Every  child  has  a  right  to  its 
emotional  inheritance  from  two  fam¬ 
ilies.  The  earl  explicitly  acknowl¬ 
edged  their  Windsor  heritage  of  duty 
and  tradition,  but  firmly  laid  daim  to 
his  own  side.  His  sister  wanted  them 
to  have  wide  experience  of  people,  to 
talk  informally,  to  trust  their  feelings 
and  let  their  souls  “sing  openly".  If 
her  siblings  can  further  that  aim.  it  is 
their  duty:  which  of  us  —  however 
much  we  like  them  —  wants  our 
children  brought  up  entirely  in  our 
in-laws'  ways  and  values? 

In  the  same  way.  the  earl  inter¬ 
vened  to  take  Diana's  body  to  safety 
on  the  lake  island,  defying  those  who 
wanted  constant  public  access  to  her 
grave.  That  too  was  a  brotherly  act: 
the  alternative  posed  horrible  risks. 
The  parallel,  pace  Simon  Jenkins,  is 
not  with  Churchill's  grave  but  with 
that  of  Sylvia  Plath,  which  to  this  day 
is  still  regularly  daimed  and  ideologi¬ 
cally  defaced  by  those  who  think  they 
revere  her,  but  never  knew  her  and 
care  nothing  for  her  living  children. 

All  week  we  have  been  told  that 
Britain  is  sloughing  off  the  carapace 
of  old  formalities  for  an  attitude  more 
respectful  of  individuals,  less  like  an 
army  and  more  tike  a  family  (heck, 
even  the  army  has  just  promised  to  be 
more  sensitive  to  recruits).  It  is  a  very 
British  irony  that  a  belted  earl,  who 
heads  a  family  in  archaic  precedence 
over  his  elder  sisters,  should  be  the 
figurehead  of  this  change.  But  on 
Saturday,  it  seemed  to  me,  the  young 
Lord  Spencer  stood  precisely  where 
the  nation  stands:  between  tradition 
and  modernity,  the  idea  of  “great 
families”  and  the  acknowledgement 
of  plain  family  feeling. 


He  is  not  a  diplomat  but  he 
is  her  brother  and  he  did 
a  brother's  duty.  There  is 
no  need  to  look  for  a 
spark  of  hostility,  still  less  to  fan  it 
with  our  wind -machines.  The  Prince 
of  Wales  is  a  just  and  gentle  man.  He 
will  respect  the  earl’s  claim.  And  if 
any  royal  courtiers  dispute  it  they 
have  only  to  remember  how  the 
applause  filled  the  parks  and  the 
streets  and  spread,  in  a  shocking, 
liberating  moment  right  into  the 
gloomy  heart  of  the  abbey.  It  was  not 
for  the  gentle  hagiography  of  Elton 
John  that  the  congregation  inside  the 
building  broke  protocol  and  silence. 
It  was  for  the  authentic,  irrefutable, 
unsentimental  claims  of  a  brother, 
and  of  blood. 


Satanic  version 


FAIRYTALE?  Or  Greek  tragedy? 
Instead,  for  Salman  Rushdie  the 
life  and  death  of  Diana,  Princess  of 
Wales,  is  straight  from  the  stom¬ 
ach-churning  pages  of  J.G. 
Ballard’s  Crash. 

Rushdie  draws  a  shocking  anal¬ 
ogy  in  the  latest  edition  of  Trie  New 
Yorker  to  argue  that  Diana  died  in 
a  “sublimated  sexual  assault". 
This,  he  says,  parallels  the  dark 
themes  in  Ballard's  book  and  In 
David  Cronenberg's  film,  in  which 
the  perverted  eroticism  of  car 
crashes  echoes  tiie  twisted  nihilism 
of  a  society  in  decline. 

"In  Diana's  fatal  crash.”  says 
Rushdie,  “the  Camera  (as  both 
Reporter  and  Lover)  is  joined  by 
the  Automobile  and  the  Star,  and 
the  cocktail  of  death  and  desire 
becomes  even  more  powerful  than 
the  one  in  Ballard’S  book. 

“The  object  of  desire  is  repeated¬ 
ly  subjected  to  the  unwelcome 
attentions  of  a  persistent  suitor  (the 
Camera)  until  the  dashing,  glam¬ 
orous  knight  (riding  in  his  Auto¬ 
mobile)  sweeps  her  away.  The 
Camera,  with  its  unavoidably 
phallic  long-lensed  snout  gives 
pursuit.  Ana  tiie  story  reaches  its 
tragic  climax,  for  the  automobile  is 
driven  not  by  a  hero  but  by  a 


clumsy  drunk.  The  object  of  desire, 
in  the  moment  of  her  death,  sees 
the  phallic  lenses  advancing  upon 
her,  snapping.  She  died  in  a 
sublimated  'Sexual  assault”

The  referendum 
is  premature,  says 

Peter  Riddell 

The  “devolution  adventure  .It 

was  a  telling  phrase,  espeaaUy 
coming  from  wmeone  as  fas- 
tidious  as  Donald  Dewar,  the  Scot¬ 
tish  Secretary.  He  was  mtroduang 
Tony  Blair  at  his  first  public  political 
meeting  after  his  alnwst  apobtiral 
week  as  chief  mourner  for  the  nation,  j 
During  an  hour's  question-arto^ 
answer,  it  was  almost  as  if  the 
extraordinary  events  of  tiie  previous 
eight  days  had  not  occurred,  or 
rather,  had  happened  without  aflecr- 
ing  the  normal  terms  of  political 
debate.  There  was  Mr  Blair,  talking 
in  his  shirtsleeves  in  the  middle  of  a 
school  gym  in  Edinburgh,  answering 
questions  on  student  fees,  market 
testing,  terrorism  and  community 
councils.  Back  to  normal  —  perhaps. 

But  for  all  Mr  Blair’s  Scottish 
connections  and  education  at  Fettes. 
there  was  also  the  sense  of  a  very 
English  Prime  Minister  coming 
north  of  the  border  to  engage  in  what 
has  become  almost  a  private  debate,  - 
The  tone  of  some  of  the  questions  was*.  ■ 
wary  and  one  or  two  were  hostile. 
Because  of  his  easy  self-confidence, 
he  appears  an  outsider,  the  type  of 
smart  Londoner  whom  Scots  have 
mistrusted  for  generations. 

Mr  Blair  talks  abour  the  issue 
differently,  presenting  devolution  as 
one  aspect  of  the  modernisation  of 
Britain  (a  phrase  now  fashionable  in 
the  post-Diana  mood)  rather  than  the 
overwhelming,  almost  obsessive  pri¬ 
ority  it  is  for  much  of  the  Scottish 
political  class. 

Yesterday  he  was  like  an  enlight¬ 
ened  headmaster  urging  a  bright 
pupil  to  take  responsibflty  for  his  f 
actions.  It  is  up  to  tiie  Scots  what  they  \ ; 
make  of  their  new  powers.  They  have 
"nothing  to  be  frightened  oT  and.  in  a 
strange  echo  of  Franklin  Roosevelt, 
he  said  “there  is  nothing  to  be  afraid 
of  apart  hum  fear  itself",  like  Mr 
Dewar’s  use  of  the  word  “adventure", 
it  is  a  curious  way  to  talk  about  such  a 
decision. 

Thursday’s  vote  is  unsatisfae- 
toiy  in  many  ways.  This  is  not 
really  because  of  the  interrupt¬ 
ed,  truncated  campaign.  The  Scots 
have  had  plenty  of  time  to  consider 
whether  they  want  a  parliament  and 
all  the  signs  are  that  the  answer  will 
be  yes.  probably  by  a  margin  of  more 
than  two  to  one,  to  judge  by  recent 
polls.  The  margin  may  be  much 
narrower  on  the  second  question  of 
whether  the  parliament  should  have 
tax-varying  powers.  But  here,  also,  it 
is  a  strange  debate,  since  what  is 
being  proposed  is  more  modest  and 
limited  than  the  powers  of  any 
American  state  and  of  most  large 
dties.  As  Mr  Blair  hinted,  the  greater 
doubts  about  tax  powers  signify  a 
lack  of  self-confidence,  ft  is  as  if  the 
Scots  are  worried  about  taking  the 
prize  that  so  many  of  them  have 
wanted  for  so  long.  r 

But  the  referendum  is  flawed  -f  . 
because  it  is  being  held  at  the  wrong  ' 
time,  on  the  wrong  issues.  It  was 
devised  by  Mr  Blair  15  months  ago 
and  forced  on  a  reluctant  Scottish 
Labour  Party  as  a  means  of  showing 
the  scale  of  public  support  far 
devolution,  so  as  to  minimise  time- 
wasting  parliamentary  opposition, 
particularly  in  the  Lords,  to  tiie 
substantive  legislation.  But  May  1 
removed  the  need  for  such  a  pre¬ 
legislative  referendum.  The  Tory  rout 
and  wipeout  in  Scotland  undermined 
the  opponents  of  devolution  and 
ensured  that  any  legislation  should 
have  a  relatively  smooth  parliamen- 
tary  passage.  I: 

But  nor  only  is  Thursday’s  vote 
now  politically  unnecessary,  it  is  also 
premature.  The  Govement’s  White 
Paper  on  devolution  was  a  skilful  and 
elegant  exercise  in  compromise  but 
several  key  questions  are  unresolved 
—  notably  over  the  central  govern¬ 
ment  grant  for  public  spending  and 
the  number  of  Westminster  MPs. 
when;  in  both  cases  Scotland  is  more 
generously  treated  than  England. 

The  Scots  are  not  yet  really  being 
faced  with  decisions  about  their 
future  relations  with  the  rest  of  the 
United  Kingdom.  This  is  because  the 
devolution  proposals  were  devised  by 
Scots,  for  Scots,  with  almost  no 
English  input  until  Mr  Blair  became 
Labour  leader.  Inevitably,  some  of 
these  broader  issues  of  finance  and 
representation  will  be  refined  wben 
the  substantive  legislation  goes 
through  the  Commons  and  Lords  this 
winter. 

There  has  been  talk  of  an  English 
backlash  against  Scotland  being 
given  an  overprivileged  position.  But 
tius  K  much  exaggerated.  The  last 
MORj  poll  for  The  Times  suggested  /  j 
thjat  a  majority  of  the  English,  most  of  ^ 
ail  m  London,  hold  the  reasonable 
belief  that  the  Scots  should  have 
devolution  if  they  warn  it  Britain  has 
never  had  a  wholly  symmetrical 
constitution.  Scotland  has  a  national 
identity  distinct  from  England. 

But  the  current  proposals  will  work 
only  if  the  package  is  balanced  for  the 
whole  UK  and  does  not  retain  the 
.spraal  advantages  that  Scotland  now 
enjoys.  The  right  time  to  assess  that 
wll  be  after  the  legislation  has 
emer&sd  tn  a  final  form  next  sum- 
mer.  jins  is  when  a  referendum 
Shou  d  be  held.  Thursday's  vote 
should  not  be  the  final  word.  It  is  a 
stage,  albeit  an  important  one,  in  Mr  f\\ 
Dewar’s  “adventure"  -  a  chance  to  1  9

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SPACE  FOR  DREAMS

So  lone 
jps  lives  are  not  lost,  even  bad  publicity  can 
Rekindle  popular  interest  But  Mir's  mis- 
naps  ought  also  to  sharpen  debate  about  just 
whai  man  should  be  attempting  in  space. 

ii!Iir\battered  condition  is  no  surprise; 
althou^i  some  of  the  scientific  modules 
attached  to  it  are  of  more  recent  date,  the 
ship's  core  has  been  in  orbit  for  J1  years 
double  its  planned  life.  This  is  an  un¬ 
matched  achievement  But  inevitably.  Mir  s 
woe  invite  comparison  with  the  unmanned 
Pathfinder  mission  to  Mars,  a  triumph  for 
the  robotic  scientists  of  America’s  National 
Aeronautics  and  Space  Administration 
(Nasa).  The  first  in  a  planned  series  of  ten 
such  missions,  Pathfinder  and  its  Sojourner 
robot  have  cost  Nasa  a  modest  $286  million 
reflecting  Nasa’s  pledge  to  find  “cheaper, 
faster,  better"  ways  to  explore  space. 

The  comparison  has  sharpened  the  debate 
between  enthusiasts  for  putting  humans  in 
space  and  those  who  contend  that  brainpow¬ 
er  transferred  to  robots  is  a  sounder  scienti¬ 
fic  investment.  Mirt  main  use  nowadays  is 
as  test-bed  for  work  on  the  Alpha  space  sta¬ 
tion,  due  to  be  launched  in  stages  between 
next  year  and  2003,  in  which  the  US.  Russia, 
the  European  Union,  Canada  and  Japan  are 
investing  no  less  than  $20  billion.  It  is 
unclear  what  new  worlds  this  orbiting  mon¬ 
ster,  five  times  as  heavy  as  Mir  and  the  size 
of  a  football  pitch,  can  hope  to  conquer. 

Alpha  is  not  just  a  scientific  project  but  the 
centrepiece  of  America’s  grand  strategic 
programme  of  binding  Russia,  and  Russian 
science,  to  the  West.  Its  origins  lie  in 
President  Clinton’s  order  to  Nasa,  back  in 


1993,  to  work  with  Russia  instead  of 
competing  with  it  Two  years  later,  die  first 
American  space  shuttle  docked  with  Mir, 
where  mixed  crews  have  since  learnt  to  work 
together  while  American  and  Russian 
scientists  sit  shoulder  to  shoulder  at  Mission 
Control.  American  scientists  judge  that  this 
experience  has  enabled  their  manned  space 
programme  to  jump  ahead  by  five  years.  In 
return,  America  is  contributing  $473  million 
to  Mir  over  five  years,  making  it  one  of  the 
few  parts  of  Russia’s  space  programme 
which  sees  the  colour  of  real  money  instead 
of  unreliable  government  promissory  notes. 

Russia’s  budgetary  problems  are,  how¬ 
ever,  seriously  delaying  the  Alpha  project. 
Coupled  with  the  ignominious  fate  of 
Russia’s  Mars  *96  probe,  which  plunged  into 
the  Pacific  last  November  shortly  after 
launch,  this  has  prompted  questions  about 
Moscow’s  value  as  a  space  partner.  Stan¬ 
dard  cost-benefit  calculations  are  short¬ 
sighted,  however,  and  not  only  because  the 
hugely  innovative  technology  devised  for 
Mars  ‘96  commands  scientists’  respect. 
Russia  still  makes  the  world's  finest,  and 
highly  profitable,  rockets  —  technology  as 
applicable  to  war  as  to  peace.  The  West  has 
every  interest  in  joint  enterprises  that 
engage  the  brains  of  Russia’s  world-class, 
underpaid,  space  scientists  and  engineers. 

But  rather  than  building  Alpha  compo¬ 
nents.  Russian  brainpower  might  be  better 
employed  combining  with  American  exper¬ 
tise  to  upgrade  the  unmanned  missions  to 
Mars  and  other  planets  which  are  yielding 
dramatic  scientific  gains  at  low  cost  If 
manned  missions  do  have  a  future,  it  might 
be  wiser  to  abort  the  plans  for  the  next 
orbiting  station  and  concentrate  scientific 
and  financial  resources  on  Nasa’s  longer- 
term  goal  of  a  manned  mission  direct  to 
Mars.  Mr  Clinton  is  right  to  champion  co¬ 
operation  in  space  for  the  political  and 
economic,  as  well  as  scientific,  benefits  it  can 
yield  on  Earth.  But  this  co-operation  wifi  be  ! 
most  effective  and  thus  most  durable  if  it 
yields  solid  scientific  returns.  I 


STUCK  IN  THE  PAST 

Trade  unions  have  yet  to  understand  the  point  of  flexibility 


One  of  the  first  rules  of  negotiation  is  not  to 
ask  for  the  earth.  This  is  a  lesson  that  some 
British  trade  unionists  have  still  to  learn.  It 
was  not  enough  for  John  Monks,  General 
Secretary  of  the  TUC  to  warn  his  colleagues 
yesterday:  “Don’t  dream  too  much;  face 
reality."  Stfll  they  stood  up  at  the  annual 
TUC  conference  to  demand  the  undesirable 
and  impossible  from  the  Government 
The  latest  campaign  is  for  die  im¬ 
plementation  of  John  Smith’s  pledge  to  give 
workers  the  right  to  redundancy  and  to 
claims  for  unfair  dismissal  from  the  first  day 
of  their  employment  This  was  a  promise 
that  the  late  Labour  leader  gave  under 
intense  pressure  before  the  1993  party 
conference,  at  which  he  needed  union 
support  to  pass  his  one-member-one-vote 
reforms.  Yesterday  John  Edmonds,  general 
secretary  of  the  GMB  union,  demanded 
universal  rights  from  day  one  and  the 
conference  approved  a  policy  resolution 
backing  him. 

Yet  Mr  Smith’s  promise  was  soon 
reversed  by  Tony  Blair  when  he  became 
Labour  leader.  To  press  for  a  return  to  the 
past  is  as  quixotic  as  calling  for  nationalisa¬ 
tion  of  the  commanding  heights  of  the 
economy.  Trade  unions  cannot  even  claim 
that  they  are  moving  further  and  foster  than 
the  Government  and  that  ministers  will 
eventually  catch  up.  Mr  Blair  is  moving  in 
g,  the  opposite  direction.'  if  he  will  not  give  in 
“  now,  he  is  most  unlikely  to  do  so  later. 

His  intransigence  makes  perfect  economic 


sense.  Employment  rights  from  day  one 
have  never  been  implemented  by  any 
previous  Labour  Government.  The  reason  is 
that  they  swiftly  turn  into  benefit  rights.  Fbr 
employers  are  far  less  likely  to  take  on  new 
workers  if  they  face  expensive  redundancy 
or  dismissal  claims  from  the  start. 

.It  is  easy  to  make  a  mistake  in  hiring 
people;  this  must  be  allowed  to  be  rectified. 
But  more  important,  employers  need  to  be 
able  to  lay  off  staff  in  periods  of  slack  de¬ 
mand  and  to  rehire  when  the  economy  picks 
up.  Trade  unions  always  used  to  be  in  favour 
of  the  “last-in-first-out"  principle;  if  those 
who  have  served  less  than  two  years  are  the 
first  to  go.  this  ought  to  be  seen  as  just 

There  will  always  be  a  few  unscrupulous 
employers  who  make  a  point  of  hiring 
people  for  one  year  and  364  days  before 
dismissing  them.  But  if  the  qualifying  period 
were  reduced,  say,  to  six  months,  these 
employees’  jobs  would  be  even  less  secure. 
They  would  work  for  five  months  and  30 
days  instead. 

Almost  all  economists  agree  that  the  rea¬ 
son  why  Britain’s  unemployment  levels  now 
fall  more  sharply  during  a  recovery  than 
those  of  other  European  countries  is  that  the 
Conservative  labour  market  reforms  have 
made  taking  on  new  workers  less  of  a  risk. 
Trade  union  leaders  ought  to  appreciate 
these  virtues.  Instead,  for  all  their  crocodile 
tears  for  the  unemployed,  they  are  far  more 
interested  in  enhancing  the  "rights”  of  their 
dwindling  band  of  working  members. 


DEATH  OF  A  KLEPTOCRAT 


rVpguirep  are  still  counting  the  heavy  cost  of  Mobutu’s  misrule 


Pew  will  mourn  for  Mobutu  Sese  Seko,  the 
ousted  dictator  of  Zaire  who  died  in  exile  in 
Morocco  on  Sunday.  In  the  country  this 
prince  of  kleptocrats  —  the  word  was  corned 
for  him  —  pillaged  for  more  than  30  years, 
people  are  still  as  angry  at  the  destruction  he 
left  as  they  are  despairing  of  quidc  improve¬ 
ment  under  its  new  rulers.

A  UN  investigating 
team,  headed  by  Roberto  Garreton  of  Chile, 
arrived  in  Kinshasa  two  weeks  ago,  but  met 
only  new  limitations.  Mr  Kabila’s  own 
Cabinet  is  divided,  with  different  signals 
being  sent  to  the  UN  almost  daily. 

The  new  President’s  failure  to  satisfy  the 
international  community  over  the  refugees 
is  linked  to  the  provisional  nature  of  his  rule. 
Without  the  vast  and  illegally  acquired 
wealth  with  which  Mobutu  both  bribed  and 
divided  regional  leaders,  he  has  almost  no 
way  of  enforcing  his  authority  in  a  fissip- 
arous  country  where  physical  communica¬ 
tions  have  ail  but  collapsed.  The  far-flung 
provinces  are  unwilling  to  submit  to  the 
discipline  of  a  new  Government  that  still 
relies  on  foreign-backed  military  forces. 

There  are  some  hopeful  signs.  The  first  is 
the  determination  of  a  better  educated  gen¬ 
eration.  especially  in  Kinshasa,  not  to  allow 
any  new  strongman  to  crush  their  limited 
new  freedoms.  Secondly,  Mr  Kabila,  with 
the  continued  support  of  pragmatic  East 
African  leaders  who  helped  him  to  power,  is 
ready  to  allow  Western  investors  to  restart 
abandoned  mines  and  run-down  business¬ 
es.  Thirdly,  Western  governments  are  anx¬ 
ious  to  help  Congo  recover.  The  most  prac¬ 
tical  immediate  step  they  could  take  is  to 
find,  freeze  and  return  to  Congo  the  billions 
pillaged  by  the  dead  dictator  and  turned  into 
real  estate  and  bank  accounts  in  the  West

Sir,  The  debate  about  emotion  at 
funerals  may  draw  ballast  from  its 
antiquity. 

In  rural  parts  of  medieval  Italy  it 
was  normal  for  a  widow  to  shriek  in 
public,  dishevel  her  hair  and  tear  her 
clothes  after  her  husband’s  death;  so 
normal,  in  fact,  that  the  husband's 
kinsmen  might  tear  her  hair  and 
clothes  for  her  if  they  thought  her  in¬ 
sufficiently  moved. 

Townsmen,  would-be  heirs  to  the 
Roman  Stoics,  strongly  disapproved. 
They  passed  laws  to  stop  such  conduct 
among  their  citizens,  who  could  re¬ 
ceive  a  substantial  fine  “for  showing 
excessive  grief’  in  public.  To  meet  the 
demands  of  mourning,  town  law  de¬ 
veloped  a  code  to  prescribe  which 
parts  of  clothing  should  be  worn  black 
to  mourn  this  or  that  dead  relation:  for 
a  widow,  all,  and  so  on  down  to  a  sim¬ 
ple  black  emblem.  Our  custom  of 
wearing  a  black  tie  descends  from 
this. 

So  Jonglasting  a  debate  is  most 
unlikely  to  end  in  our  generation.

Sir,  As  Scots  face  their  referendum  it 
is  worth  recalling  the  circumstances 
that  brought  about  the  uni  cm  of  the 
Parliaments.  It  was  sought  by  the 
Scots  in  order  to  obtain  entry  into  the 
rapidly  grouting  English  commercial 
empire  from  which  they  were  ex¬ 
cluded  by  protectionist  legislation.  It 
was  accepted  by  the  English  as  a  polit¬ 
ical  safeguard  amid  apprehensions  of 
a  disputed  succession  to  the  Crown. 

Almost  300  years  laler  much  has 
changed.  The  operations  of  the  econ¬ 
omy  mean  drat  the  interests  of  the  two 
countries  would  be  very  hard  to  disen¬ 
tangle.  The  operations  of  the  modern 
welfare  state  mean  that  the  Scots  are 
heavily  subsidised  by  the  English  tax¬ 
payer.  political  bargains  have  given 
the  Scots  over-representation  in  the 
United  Kingdom  Parliament:  the  par¬ 
ty  structure  means  chat  when  Labour 
is  in  power  central  government  be¬ 
comes  dominated  by  Scots. 

None  of  this  means  that  Scots  have 
not  the  right  to  decide  to  go  back  upon 
the  Act  of  Union  and  seek  their  for¬ 
tunes  as  an  independent  country; 
what  it  does  mean  is  that  “devolution” 
would  call  into  question  the  original 
bargain  and  lead  to  the  English  de¬ 
manding  a  reappraisal.  The  strategic 
dangers  would  not  be  the  same;  Louis 
XIV  might  have  landed  forces  in  Sait- 
land;  Jacques  San  ter  luckily  has  none. 
Bur  “devolution”  would  inevitably 
lead  to  a  long  period  of  acrimonious 
relations  between  the  two  nations  as 
prolonged,  if  nor  as  bloody,  as  that  in 
the  Middle  Ages. 

Parallels  from  federal  or  other 
forms  of  devolved  government  in  con¬ 
tinental  Europe  have  no  relevance; 
countries  have  their  own  histories. 
None  are  identical.

Sir.  You  report  today  that  the  Ameri¬ 
cans  are  belatedly  expressing  support 
far  a  treaty  banning  anti-personnel 
landmines,  despite  Washington’s 
insistence  that  they  should  be  allowed 
to  continue  using  these  mines  to  de¬ 
fend  South  Korea  as  long  as  they 
think  necessary. 

This  obstacle  bears  out  the  worst 
fears  of  Fiona  King  of  Save  the 
Children  and  her  co-signatories  of  the 
letter  to  you  of  September  3,  pointing 
out  that  any  sum  exception  would 
create  a  fatal  loophole  through  which 
any  number  of  countries  could  follow. 

On  military  grounds  alone  the 
American  position  is  misguided.  If 
any  North  Korean  assault  were 
armour-Jed  then  it  would  be  accompa¬ 
nied  by  mechanised  mine-clearing 
devices  (flails,  rollers,  ploughs  or 
explosives]  against  which  anti-person¬ 
nel  mines  are  of  no  effect. 

If,  in  more  difficult  terrain,  they 
launched  a  predominantly  dismount¬ 
ed  assault,  then  their  vast  numbers 
would  allow  them  to  use  “human- 
wave”  tactics  (as  the  Chinese  did  in  the

Forced  sterilisation

Sir.  Forced  sterilisation  (article.  Au¬ 
gust  28)  did  not  start  only  “after  the 
First  World  War”,  was  neither  social 
democrat  nor  Nazi  in  origin,  and  did 
not  even  start  in  Europe:  it  was  Ameri¬ 
can.  This  medical  eugenicist  policy 
was  first  implemented  in  1907,  in 
Indiana,  “to  prevent  procreation  of 
confirmed  criminals,  idiots,  imbeciles 
and  rapists".  By  1913  such  sterilisation 
was  legalised  in  12  states.  Between 
1907  and  the  1970s  more  than  60,000 
people  had  been  sterilised,  especially 
in  California. 

These  laws  were  conceived  and 
carefully  drafted  by  doctors,  were 
upheld  by  the  US  Supreme  Court  in 
1927  and  in  1985  were  still  valid  in  19 
states. 

These  US  laws  were  used  as  models 
for  legislation  in  Alberta.  Denmark 
and  Switzerland  (1928).  Germany 
(1933).  Norway  and  Sweden  (1934)  and 
Finland  (1935).

Sir.  All  of  us  involved  in  the  UK.  live¬ 
stock  industry  musr  support  the  gen¬ 
eral  message  contained  in  Colin 
Tudge’s  article  (Weekend.  August  30), 
but  serious  debate  musr  be  supported 
with  defensible  information.  The  life 
of  Friesian  cows  is  not  dire  (farmers 
have  every  interest  in  preventing  suf¬ 
fering).  nor  do  most  yield  “2.000 
gallons  per  year”  going  on  4.000.  The 
UK  average  is  just  over  1.200  gallons. 

We  are  not  aware  that  geneticists 
are  tweaking  the  growth  hormone 
gene  in  the  way  he  suggests:  only 
through  selection,  better  management 
and  improved  nutrition  tan  even 
today's  yields  be  achieved.  The  cow 
illustrated  is  not  representative  of  the 
vast  majority. 

ft  is  also  not  correct  that  only  about 
10  per  cent  of  calves  from  the  dairy 
herd  are  kept  for  replacements:  the 
figure  is  closer  to  40  per  cent  of  all 
calves  bom.  Finally,  the  "oversized” 
Belgian  Blue  bull  you  illustrated  is  not 
common  on  UK  farms.

Nature  notes 

ARCTIC  skuas  are  appearing 
round  the  coasts  of  Britain:  they 
look  like  fierce  brown  gulls,  and 
they  chase  a  gull  or  a  tern  on  the 
wing  until  it  drops  the  fish  it  was 
carrying  or  disgorges  the  last  fish 
h  ate.  Then  the  skua  catches  the 
food  in  the  air. 

Among  other  southbound  mi¬ 
grants.  parties  of  yellow  wagtails 
can  be  seen  in  grassy  places  along 
the  shore,  and  a  few  late  swifts  are 
passing  through.  Among  the  res¬ 
ident  birds,  some  wrens  are  sing¬ 
ing  and  the  trilling  song  of  the 
kingfisher  can  occasionally  be 
heard  over  rivers.  Large  flocks  of 
linnets  are  descending  on  the  ripe 
seeds  of  mugwort  and  charlock. 

Yellow  homed  poppy  is  stfl]  in 
flower  on  shingly  beaches:  if  it  is

I"  May  1963,  Joseph 
Mobufu.  then  holding 
the  rank  of  major -eener- 
al,  walked  into  a  camp  of 
mutinous  policemen  on  the 
outskirts  of  Leopoldville  (now 
Kinshasa)  and  curtly  ordered 
them  ro  put  down  their  guns. 
Meekly,  they  obeyed.  Mobu¬ 
tu's  troops  then  moved  in, 
stripped  the  policemen  to  their 
underpants  and  paraded  them 
to  die  ridicule  of  a  delighted 
crowd.  The  incident  encapsu- 
Hjks  the  blend  of  courage, 
owelty  and  showmanship  that 
wuld  enable  Mobutu  to  be¬ 
come  master  of  one  of  Africa’s 
largest,  richest  and  most  un¬ 
governable  countries,  and  to 
remain  in  power  there  for  32 
years. 

Until  he  fled  the  country 
earlier  this  year,  surrendering 
power  almost  without  a  strug¬ 
gle  to  the  rebel  forces  of 
Laurent  Kabila,  Moburu  was 
Africa's  longest-surviving  dic¬ 
tator.  For  much  of  his  ruinous 
reign,  even  as  they  suffered  the 
privations  and  chaos  brought 
about  by  his  mismanagement 
‘ithe  country,  the  majority  of 
countrymen  retained  a 
wary  respect  for  his  ability  to 
humiliate  his  enemies,  his 
arrogant  display  of  sheer  pow¬ 
er,  and  the  immense  wealth  he 
appropriated  for  himself. 

Moburu  had  undoubted  pol¬ 
itical  acumen.  It  enabled  him 
to  neutralise  his  rivals  and  to 
win  the  respect,  if  not  the  love, 
of  fellow  African  leaders.  It 
also  won  him  the  backing  of 
powerful  friends  among  West¬ 
ern  political  leaders,  who  re- 
arded  him  as  a  useful 
Iwark  against  communism 
d  therefore  turned  a  blind 
to  his  personal  excesses, 
Tus  adminikrative  ineptness 
and  his  culpability  for  human 
rights  abuses  —  ai  least  unril 
the  Cold  War  ended. 

Perhaps  his  greatest 
achievement  was  simply  to 
maintain  for  as  long  as  ne  did. 
in  post-colonial  Africa,  die 
fragile  unity  of  a  state  made  up 
of  more  than  200  fil-matched 
tribal  groupings  living  within 
(and  across)  the  borders  of  a 
one  million  square  mile  area 
around  the  Congo  River  basin.

Joseph  Desire  Moburu  was 
ihe  son  of  a  Roman  Catholic 
mission  cook  and  was  educai- 
™  at  various  local  Catholic 
schools  in  what  was  in  those 
die  Belgian  Congo.  In 
1950.  when  he  was  20.  he  was 
expelled  from  school  for 
throwing  ink  at  his  teacher, 
and  conscripted  into  the  Army 
as  a  punishment.  He  was  then 
a  slight,  bespectacled,  unmili- 
tary-looking  youth,  and  his 
seven  years  in  the  Congolese 
Army  were  spent  as  a  clerk. 

He  also  dabbled  in  journal¬ 
ism.  and  when  his  term  of 
military  service  came  to  an 
end  he  worked  as  a  journalist 
in  Leopoldville.  He  did  so  with 
such  suocess  that  he  was  made 
editor  of  the  weekly  Actualiiis 
Africa  ines  and  was  soon  after¬ 
wards  sent  to  Brussels  for 
further  studies. 

It  was  during  this  period 
that  Mobutu  became  involved 
in  politics.  He  joined  Patrice 
Lumumba's  Mouveraent  Nat¬ 
ional  Congolais.  and  his  real 
and  hard  work  were  rewarded 
when  Lumumba  became 
Prime  Minister  of  an  indepen¬ 
dent  Congo  in  July  1960. 
Mobutu  was  appointed  chief 
of  staff  to  the  new  commander 
of  the  Congolese  Army,  Gener¬ 
al  LunduJa. 

Mobutu  took  this  opportuni¬ 
ty  to  build  up  a  personal 
following  in  die  armed  forces. 
When  President  Kasavubu  at¬ 
tempted  to  dismiss  Lumumba 
as  Prime  Minister,  Lumumba 
resisted,  demanding  in  turn 
the  removal  by  parliament  of 
Kasavubu.  Mobutu  stepped 
in.  resolving  the  deadlock  by 
announcing  his  intention  to 
suspend  all  political  institu¬ 
tions.  He  proceeded  to  rule  die 
country  with  the  assistance  of 
a  group  of  young  associates, 
mostly  university  graduates, 
known  as  the  Binza  Boys. 

One  of  Mobutu’s  first  acts 
was  to  break  off  diplomatic 
relations  with  the  Soviet 
Union  and  with  other  states 
which  continued  to  support 
Lumumba.  Lumumba  soon 
afterwards  met  a  violent 
death,  having  been  arrested 
and  handed  over  to  secession¬ 
ist  dements  in  Katanga  while 


attempting  to  join  up  with  his 
own  supporters  in  Stanleyville 
(now  Kisangani). 

The  nest  serious  threat  to 
Mobutu’s  position  came  from 
Moise  Tshombe  and  his  at¬ 
tempts  to  make  the  mineral- 
rich  province  erf  Katanga  into 
a  separate  state,  an  attempt 
which  was  foiled  more  per¬ 
haps  by  the  intervention  of  a 
United  Nations  farce  of  10.000 
men  than  by  the  efficiency  of 
Mobutu’s  own  resources.  In 
an  attempt  to  unify  the  coun¬ 
try.  Tshombe  was  appointed 
Prime  Minister  in  1964. 

But  the  conflict  between 
President  and  Prime  Minister 
was  a  repeat  of  the  1960 
conflict,  with  President  Kasa¬ 
vubu  attempting  to  dismiss 
Tshombe  as  Prime  Minister 
and  the  army,  led  by  Mobutu, 
intervening  once  again. 
Mobutu  again  took  power  as 
president  of  a  military  high 
command,  for  what  he  prom¬ 
ised  would  be  a  trial  period  of 
five  years. 

His  position  was  further 
secured  in  1966  by  the  arrest 
and  public  hanging  before  a 
300.000-strong  crowd  of  four 
of  his  political  opponents.  The 
executions  were  greeted  with 
worldwide  revulsion,  bur  to  no 
effecL 

This  was  not  the  end  of 
internal  rivalries  and  tribal 
revolts,  nor  of  punitive  mea¬ 
sures  in  a  similar  vein.  But 
Mobutu’s  position  was  now 
sufficiently  secure  for  him  to 
turn  his  attention  to  some  of 
the  formidable  economic  and 
social  problems  facing  his 
country. 

He  nationalised  the  power¬ 
ful  Union  Miniere,  but  he  also 
encouraged  private  invest¬ 
ment  from  the  United  States 
and  Western  Europe  for  the 
development  of  Congo's  huge 
natural  resources.  He  invjred 
Israel  to  train  his  personal 
military  force  in  commando 
techniques. 

At  the  same  time  he  evolved 
the  distinctive  political  philos¬ 
ophy  and  style  which  were 
designed  to  eradicate  all  mem¬ 
ories  of  the  Congo’s  colonial 
past,  and  to  instil  a  sense  of 
national  pride.  His 


catchphrase  was  “a  return  to 
African  authenticity”. 

Having  departed  from 
Western  democratic  traditions 
by  getting  himself  elected 
President  by  ten  million  votes 
to  157.  and  by  declaring  his 
own  party,  the  Mouvement 
Populaire  de  la  Revolution,  to 
be,  in  perpetuity,  the  only 
legitimate  political  organis¬ 
ation.  he  renamed  the  country 
Zaire  and  abolished  all  the 
Western  place  names.  He  took 
for  himself  the  traditional 
names  Sese  Seko  Kuku 
Ngbenrfu  wa  za  Banga,  offi¬ 
cially  translated  as  “the  all- 
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powerful  warrior  who  by  en¬ 
durance  and  determination 
will  go  from  conquest  to 
conquest,  leaving  fire  in  his 
wake". 

He  now  set  about  improving 
his  relations  with  African  and 
Arab  states.  He  was  elected 
chairman  of  the  Organisation 
of  African  Unity  in  l%7  and  in 
the  following  year  lie  was  a 
generous  and  lavish  host  to 
me  organisation  in  his  re¬ 
named  capital  of  Kinshasa. 

He  continued  to  exercise 
absolute  power  as  President 
and  “Great  Helmsman  “of  the 
republic  of  Zaire,  and  between 
1970  and  1977  dealt  ruthlessly 
with  a  number  of  plots  to 
□rethrow  him. 

In  March  1977  the  remnants 
of  Tshombe’s  former  army, 
who  had  no  great  faith  in 
Mobutu’s  promises  of  clemen¬ 
cy.  crossed  the  border  between 
Angola  and  Zaire  in  the  south¬ 
eastern  parr  of  Shaba.  They 
were  supported  by  Angola  and 
its  Soviet-bloc  allies.  Mobutu 
made  an  appeal  for  outside 
help  when  his  troops  failed  to 
distinguish  themselves,  and 
he  got  an  immediate  response 
from  Morocco,  which  offered 
troops,  and  from  the  French, 
who  airlifted  the  Moroccans 
in.  By  May  the  first  Shaba  war 
was  over. 

The  crisis  affected  a  number 
of  high  political  and  service 
figures  and.  a  year  later,  the 
military  establishment  was 
purged  following  another  plot. 
The  purging  process  was  also 
set  in  motion  in  Shaba. 

Disaffection  towards  the 
Kinshasha  regime  did  nor 


lessen,  and  this  brought  about 
the  second  Shaba  war.  In  May 
1978  several  thousand  troops 
from  Angola  crossed  the  Zam¬ 
bian  bonder  and  entered  Sha¬ 
ba.  There  followed  direct 
French  military  intervention 
and  Belgium  organised  an 
airlift  which  was  said  to  be 
humanitarian  in  purpose.  In 
June  a  pan-African  peacekeep¬ 
ing  formation  was  sent,  and 
countries  friendly  to  Zaire 
dispatched  military  instruc¬ 
tors  to  start,  once  more,  the 
task  of  making  Mobutu’s 
armed  forces  a  more  credible 
body  of  men. 

By  the  early  1980s  the  com¬ 
bination  of  internal  divisions 
and  corrupt,  inefficient  and 
often  cruel  administration  had 
brought  Zaire  close  to  econom¬ 
ic  chaos.  Nor  was  the  situation 
helped  when,  in  1981.  Mobutu 
ended  the  longstanding  rela¬ 
tionship  between  De  Beers 
and  Zaire,  then  the  world’s 
biggest  producer  of  industrial 
diamonds. 

As  elsewhere  in  such  condi¬ 
tions  of  near  chaos,  the  IMF 
and  the  World  Bank  offered 
help,  conditional  on  reforms 
and  prudent  management 
which  Mobutu’s  Government 
was  at  first  unable  or  unwill¬ 
ing  to  deliver.  It  was  estimated 
that  by  1982  Zaire  owed  $946 
million  in  unpaid  interest 
charges  on  IMF  loans. 

By  1983.  however.  Mobutu 
seemed  to  have  seen  the  writ¬ 
ing  on  the  wall.  The  relation¬ 
ship  with  De  Beers  was 
restored.  Frictions  which  had 
terminated  or  harmed  rela¬ 
tions  with  Belgium,  the  US 


and  Israel  were  overcome,  and 
efforts  were  made  to  meet 
international  financial  condi¬ 
tions  by  reducing  public  ex¬ 
penditure.  increasing  exports 
of  coffee,  copper  and  cobalt, 
stabilising  the  currency  and 
liberalising  trade: 

Aided  by  these  improve¬ 
ments  and  by  sentences  of  15 
years’  imprisonment  for  38 
men  accused  of  trying  to  form 
a  political  opposition.  Mobutu 
was  in  1984  reelected  Presi¬ 
dent  for  a  third  seven-year 
term  with  only  fractionally 
less  than  100  percent  of  the 
votes  cast. 

Mobutu  subsequently  at¬ 
tempted  to  play  a  peacemak¬ 
ing  role- in  Angola  and  met 
President  de  Klerk  of  South 
Africa  and  President  Bush. 
But  as  foe  demand  for  an  end 
to  one-party  rule  swept  Africa 
in  the  wake  of  the  collapse  of 
communism  in  Eastern 
Europe.  He  began  to  lose  his 
iron  grip  on  power  in  Zaire. 

With  the  country’s  economy 
a  shambles,  the  currency  in 
free  fall,  the  administrative 
and  industrial  infrastructure 
destroyed,  the  army  mutinous 
and  violence  rife  in  the  capital, 
Mobutu  was  forced,  in  April 

1990,  to  accept  a  multiparty 
system. 

'  There  were  few  real  signs  of 
democracy,  however,  and  no 
obvious  curbs  on  his  presiden¬ 
tial  power.  A  conference  estab¬ 
lished  in  August  1991  to  draft  a 
new  constitution  was  subse¬ 
quently  suspended  many 
times.  A  dissident  political 
leader  emerged  in  Etienne 
Tshisekedi,  who  at  first 
spumed  Mobutu’s  offer  to 
become  Prime  Minister  and, 
having  later  been  appointed  to 
the  post  by  the  national  confer¬ 
ence.  refused  Mobutu's  de¬ 
mands  that  he  step  down. 
Thus  did  the  power  plays  of  30 
years  earlier  repeat  them¬ 
selves. 

As  the  so-called  “transition¬ 
al  period”  showed  no  sign  of 
coming  to  an  end,  dissent  and 
opposition  continued  to  grow, 
there  was  rioting,  with  Gov¬ 
ernment  forces  as  likely  to  be 
found  taking  part  as  engaged 
in  restoring  order.  There  was 
an  army  mutiny  in  September 

1991,  and  in  January  1993, 
when  Mobutu  paid  his  troops 
with  new  currency  notes 
which  merchants  refused  to 
accept,  soldiers  went  on  a 
murderous  rampage  in  the 
capital.  Foreigners  left  the 
country  in  haste. 

The  end  for  Mobutu’s  de¬ 
structive  regime  came  finally 
as'  a  consequence  of  ethnic 
conflicts  to  the  east  of  his 
country.  Violence  erupted  be¬ 
tween  Hutu  and  Tutsi  inhabit¬ 
ants  of  the  region  after  the 
Hutu  Presidents  of  Rwanda 
and  Burundi  died  together  in  a 
plane  shot  down  over  Rwanda 
in  April  1994.  sparking  panic 
among  Hurus  at  a  potential 
Tutsi  takeover  in  the  area. 
Slaughter  followed. 

Later  in  the  year,  the  vio¬ 
lence  spilt  over  into  eastern 
Zaire,  where  thousands  of 
Rwandan  Hutu  refugees 
sought  shelter  from  the  Tutsi- 
led  Rwandan  Patriotic  Front. 
Some  of  those  refugees  had 
themselves  been  responsible, 
earlier  in  the  year,  for  one  of 
the  most  savage  genocidal 
massacres  ever  recorded. 


Rather  than  separating  them 
from  the  legitimate  victims  of 
the  conflict.  Mobutu  allowed 
them  to  gain  control  of  the 
refugee  camps  and  diverr  into 
weapons  purchases  some  of 
the  funds  raised  by  a  massive 
international  humanitarian 
aid  effort 

By  1995  tite  Hutus  were 
using  the  camps  as  a  base  for 
raids  into  western  Rwanda, 
and  for  attacks  on  the  Zairean 
Tutsi  population.  The  Tutsi s  in 
turn  attacked  the  camps,  and 
some  800,000  refugees  fled 
back  ro  Rwanda  Other  Hunts 
moved  further  into  Zaire.  As 
they  moved  westwards, 
scarcely  impeded  by  Govern¬ 
ment  troops,  the  Tutsi  pursu¬ 
ers.  with  Rwandan  and 
Ugandan  support,  formed  the 
core  of  a  coalition  of  rebel 
groups  long  opposed  to 
Mobutu. 

In  October  1996,  the  Alli¬ 
ance  of  Democratic  Forces  for 
the  Liberation  of  Congo-Zaire, 
now  under  the  direction  of 
Laurenl-Desire  Kabila,  leader 
of  the  People’s  Revolutionary 
Party,  launched  their  offensive 
in  earnest.  In  August  of  that 
year  Moburu  had  undergone 
surgery  in  Switzerland  for 
prostate  cancer;  he  was  to 
remain  in  Europe  until  De¬ 
cember,  and  he  returned  there 
for  further  treatment  last  Feb¬ 
ruary.  In  his  absence,  his 
power  quickly  crumbled. 

Kabila's  forces  were 
more  than  a  match 
for  Mobutu’s  ill- 
equipped  and  undis¬ 
ciplined  troops,  and  by  mid- 
March  of  this  year,  when 
Mobutu  returned  to  Zaire  for 
the  last  time,  the  rebels  con¬ 
trolled  a  quarter  of  the  coun¬ 
try.  including  its  third  largest 
city,  Kisangani.  By  early  April, 
they  had  taken  the  second 
largest  city,  the  mining  centre 
Lubumbashi  in  the  southeast 
of  the  country. 

President  Mandela  of  South 
Africa  attempted  to  bring 
about  a  face-saving  settlement, 
but  Kabila  soon  withdrew 
from  the  talks  and  on  May  15 
gave  Mobutu  five  days  to 
surrender  power  or  be  de¬ 
posed  by  force.  On  May  16  this 
year  Mobutu  fled  Kinshasa 
for  Gbadolite.  his  jungle  pal¬ 
ace.  The  next  day  ihe  capital 
fell  to  Kabila’s  troops.  On  May 
23  Mobutu  and  his  family 
arrived  in  Morocco  after  being 
refused  asylum  in  Togo  and  in 
France.  Kabila  has  since  re¬ 
named  die  country  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  Republic  of  Congo. 

During  his  32  years  of 
despotic  rule,  as  Zaire's  econo¬ 
my  collapsed  and  the  country^ 
per  capita  income  fell  by  60 
per  cent.  Mobutu  amassed 
great  wealth,  and  was  report¬ 
ed  to  own  chateaux  in  Bel¬ 
gium.  mansions  in  France  and 
Switzerland,  and  a  castle  in 
Spain,  His  palace  in  his  home 
village  in  northern  Zaire  was  a 
Versailles-styled  extravagance 
with  fountains  and  ornamen¬ 
tal  gardens.  He  also  had  a 
luxury  yacht,  a  fleet  of  aircraft 
and  more  than  50  limousines. 
His  personal  fortune  was  esti¬ 
mated  at  one  time  to  be  in  the 
region  of  $8  billion  and  equiv¬ 
alent  to  Zaire’s  national  debt 
He  is  survived  by  his  second 
wife  and  more  than  a  dozen 
children. 


P.  H.  NEWBY 


P.  H.  Newby,  CBE, 
novelist  and  BBC 
executive,  died  on 
September  6  aged  79.  He 
was  born  on  June  25, 1918. 

AN  ENIGMATIC,  self-effac¬ 
ing  personality,  who  was  nev¬ 
ertheless  the  first  winner  of  the 
Booker  Prize  for  Fiction.  How¬ 
ard  Newby  had  a  second  life 
as  one  of  the  more  civilised 
BBC  apparatchiks  of  his  day. 
Although  he  never  became 
Director-General,  he  did  rise 
to  be  managing  director  of 
BBC  Radio,  and  was  one  of  the 
formative  influences  on  the 
reorganisation  of  the  BBC’s 
wireless  output  both  in  the 
1950s  and  in  the  1970s. 

The  last  Controller  of  the 
Third  Programme  and  the 
first  of  ihe  new  Radio  3,  he 
caused  some  disappointment 
to  his  admirers  when  he  pub¬ 
licly  endorsed  and  supported 
the  proposals  contained  in  the 
1969  document  Broadcasting 
in  the  Seventies.  Bur  he  was 
quite  unrepentant  —  believing 
that  by  siding  with  the  mod¬ 
ernisers  he  had  at  least  man¬ 
aged  to  contain  their  more 
dangerous  excesses.  In  any 
evenr,  he  got  his  reward  when 
—  after  a  total  of  15  years  of 
running  die  most  serious  of 
the  BBC's  radio  stations  —  he 
was  appointed,  first,  director 
of  programmes  and  then  man¬ 
aging  director  of  BBC  Radio. 

Yet  he  was  not  cast  by 
nature  for  a  high  executive 
role  in  the  corporation.  With 
his  diffident  disposition,  he 
tended  to  shrink  into  the  wail 
if  he  had  the  misfortune  to  en¬ 
counter  other  people  in  the 
corridors  of  Broadcasting 
House  —  and  his  introverted 
style  was  in  marked  contrast 
to  that  of  his  immediate  suc¬ 


cessor,  Aubrey  Singer,  who 
deliberately  behaved  rather 
like  a  Roman  emperor  as  he 
moved  around  his  domain. 
This  was  not  the  product  of 
any  delusion  of  grandeur  on 
Singer's  part  after  the  quiet 
unassertive  reign  of  his  prede¬ 
cessor,  he  realised  that  the 
first  thing  he  had  to  do  was  to 
restore  confidence  to  those 
who  had  come  to  accept  that 
they  were  the  poor  relations  of 
television. 

Newby  was  probably  the 
last  senior  BBC  executive  to 
have  absolutely  no  television 
experience  (even  his  successor 
as  Controller  of  Rad  io  3. 
Stephen  Hears!,  was  a  former 
head  of  BBC  TV  arts  features). 
But  then  he  belonged  to  anoth¬ 
er  world  —  a  world  in  which  it 
was  possible  for  writers  and 
poets  to  flourish  under  the 
protective  shelter  of  the  BBC. 
Newby  himself  had  been 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
corporation’s  recruiters  by 
Geoffrey  Grigson.  who  had 
read  one  of  his  early  novels 
and  recommended  him  to  the 
then  illustrious  Talks  Depart¬ 
ment,  where  he  became  the 
short  story  expert 

But  when  Newby  joined  the 
corporation  in  1949  —  very 
much  as  the  up-and-coming 
comic  novelist  —  he  can  hard¬ 
ly  have  foreseen  that  it  would 
be  nearly  30  years  before  he 
left,  with  his  writer’s  talent 
largely,  alas,  extinguished. 
Only  one  of  his  novels.  Feel¬ 
ings  Have  Changed  (1981).  re¬ 
ferred  to  his  BBC  experience, 
and  that  was  written  at  the 
start  of  his  retirement. 

Percy  Howard  Newby  came 
from  no  grand  background. 
Bom  in  Crowborough,  Sus¬ 
sex,  he  grew  up  in  fee  Mid¬ 
lands.  being  educated  at  Han¬ 


ley  Castle  Grammar  School, 
Worcester,  and  at  St  Paul’s, 
Cheltenham,  a  teacher  train¬ 
ing  college.  (He  never  went  to 
university,  and  this  may  have 
explain  his  caution  about  ex¬ 
pressing  his  views.)  In  1939, 
before  he  had  embarked  on 
his  intended  career  in  teach¬ 
ing.  he  was  called  up.  Al¬ 
though  hardly  cut  out  to  be  a 
soldier,  he  served  in  the  Royal 
Army  Medical  Corps  first 
with  the  British  Expeditionary 
Fora  in  France  and  then  in 
Egypt  In  1942  he  was  second¬ 
ed  to  become  a  lecturer  in 
English  in  Cairo  —  a  post  he 
held  until  1946. 

He  then  returned  to  Eng¬ 
land  as  a  freelance  writer,  and 
had  a  tough  struggle  to  make 
a  living,  as  was  demonstrated 
by  his  decision  to  send  his  CV 
to  the  BBC  in  J948.  This 
initiative  failed,  and  he  did  not 
join  the  corporation  until 
Geoffrey  Grigson  rallied  to  his 
cause  a  year  later. 

As  a  BBC  employee  Newby 
continued  to  be  a  prolific 
writer,  producing  about  25 
novels  (only  half  a  dozen  of 


which  were  written  in  his 
retirement),  and  the  Booker 
prizewinner  for  1969,  Some¬ 
thing  to  Answer  For.  was  far 
from  his  best.  In  those  early 
days  the  Booker  did  not  have 
quite  the  status  it  has  today, 
and  Newby  even  had  to  pay 
tax  on  his  £5,000  award 
(though  a  successful  test  case 
brought  by  his  BBC  colleague 
Andrew  Boyle,  who  had  won 
the  Whitbread  Prize  for  biog¬ 
raphy,  later  enabled  him  to 
claim  it  back). 

As  a  novelist.  Newby  had 
the  misfortune  never  quite  to 
fulfil  his  early  promise.  In  the 
1950s  the  American  critic  An¬ 
thony  West  had  spoken  of  him 
as  “the  only  English  writer 
with  anything  approaching 
genius  to  be  produced  by  his 
generation  so  far",  and  on  the 
basis  of  Agents  and  Witnesses 
(1947).  The  Retreat  (1453)  and 
The  Picnic  at  Sakhara  (1955). 
that  did  not  seem  an  absurd 
judgment  But  Newby  Jacked 
the  staying  power  of,  say, 
Kingsley  Amis,  whose  Lucky 
Jim  appeared  in  195}. 

Newby  lost  his  original  and 
distinctive  tone  of  voice  — 
amused  dismay  —  and  substi¬ 
tuted  a  rather  self-conscious 
Jungian  symbolism,  which 
tended  to  leave  both  readers 
and  critics  floundering.  But 
Newby  was  never  discour¬ 
aged,  and  though  he  did  not 
increase  his  strike  rate  in 
retirement  (as  he  had  hoped), 
he  continued  to  publish  novels 
every  two  or  three  years,  the 
most  recent  Something  About 
Women .  appearing  in  1995. 
He  was  appointed  CBE  in 
1972. 

Newby  married  Joan 
Thompson  in  1945.  She  sur¬ 
vives  him,  together  with  their 
two  daughters.

NEIL  REDFEARN,  the 
Barnsley  captain,  who  scored 
his  dub's  first-ever  goals  in  the 
Premiership,  has  finished  Au¬ 
gust  at  the  top  of  die  PFA 
league  (left). 

Although,  like  his  team,  he 
had  never  played  at  the  top 
level  of  English  football  before 
the  beginning  of  this  season, 
his  own  points  total  (14)  has 
made  him  the  third  most 
valuable  contributor  to  the 
success  of  his  own  team, 
behind  Roy  Keane,  the 
Manchester  United  midfield 
player,  and  Chris  Sutton,  the 
Blackburn  Rovers  striker 
whose  career  has  been  re¬ 
launched  by  the  arrival  of  Roy 
Hodgson  at  Ewood  Park. 

Sutton’s  outstanding  start  to 
tiie  season  has  made  him  the 
highest-scoring  outfield  player 
in  ITF.  with  twenty-nine 
points,  which  represents  good 
value  for  the  relatively  modest 
outlay  of  £3  million.  The 
bargain  of  Redfeam 's  team, 
however,  looks  to  be  John 
Beresford,  the  Newcastle  Uni¬ 
ted  full  back  who  has  found 
himself  playing  in  midfield 
with  the  arrival  of  Stuart 
Pearce  at  St  James'  Park,  and 
scoring  goals.  Red  foam’s  ma¬ 
jor  disappointment  must  be 
Gareth  Southgate,  whose  mi¬ 
nus  score  reflects  Aston  Villa’s 
dismal  start  to  the  campaign. 

The  transfer  of  Andy 
Townsend  from  Aston  Villa  to 
Middlesbrough  and.  hence, 
out  of  contention  for  a  place  in 
ITF  teams,  means  that 
Redfeam  has  a  gap  to  be  filled.

HIGH  STREET  sales  came 
off  the  boil  in  August  as 
interest  rate  rises  began  to 
bite  and  windfall  spending 
slowed. 

The  British  Retail  Consor¬ 
tium  (BRC)  monthly  sales 
monitor  shows  sales  growth 
slumping  to  a  five-month  low 
of  3.0  per  cent,  compared  with 
52  per  cent  in  July. 

But  the  latest  industrial 
production  figures  showed  the 
struggling  manufacturing  sec¬ 
tor  performing  surprisingly 
strongly,  although  factoiy 
gate  prices  remain  subdued. 
Manufacturing  output  rose  by 
0.4  per  cent  on  the  previous 
month,  taking  the  annual  rate 
of  growth  to  1.6  per  cent  — 
around  twice  the  expected 
rare/ 

Economists  said  that  the 
latest  rah  of  data  was  unlikely 
to  alter  greatly  the  thinking  of 
the  Bank  of  England's  mone¬ 
tary  policy  committee,  which 
meets  tomorrow  and  on 
Thursday.  The  committee  has 
hinted  that  it  will  leave  inter¬ 
est  rates  unchanged  this 
month  and  further  evidence  of 
a  slowdown  in  consumer 
spending  would  imply  that 
interest  rates  have  peaked. 


Andrew  Sentance,  chief  eco¬ 
nomic  adviser  to  the  BRC.  said: 
“The  Bank  was  right  to  an¬ 
nounce  a  pause  in  its  policy  of 
raising  interest  rales.  Indeed, 
interest  rates  have  probably 
risen  as  high  as  they  need  to 
head  off  the  Threat  of  a  sus¬ 
tained  pick-up  in  inflation.” 

The  pound  endured  a  roller¬ 
coaster  ride  on  the  foreign 
exchanges  as  the  unexpected 
strength  of  the  production 
figures  briefly  sent  sterling 
higher  before  traders  began  to 
switch  into  the  mark  after 
renewed  evidence  of  a  revival 
in  the  German  economy.  The 
pound  slumped  to  a  three- 
month  low  of  DM2.8470  be¬ 
fore  recovering  to  close  only 
marginally  down  at 
DM2.8646.  while  the  trade 
weighted  index  finished  just 
0.1  lower  at  100.1. 

The  BRC  said  that  the 
slowdown  in  the  annual  rate 
of  like-for-like  sales  growth 
reflected  higher  mortgage 
costs,  holiday  spending  over¬ 
seas  and  a  marked  reduction 
in  windfall  associated 
spending.

Confusion  halts

Overall  industrial  produc¬ 
tion  also  rose  by  a  stronger 
than  expected  0.6  per  cent  and 
at  an  annual  rate  of  23  per 
cent  thanks  to  a  boost  from 
increased  gas  extraction. 

Adam  Cole.  UK  economist 
at  James  Capel.  said  that  the 
revisions  would  add  around 
0.1  per  cent  to  second-quarter 
GDP  figures  and  indicated 
that  “ihe  strength  of  domestic 
demand  is  still  fully  off-setring 
any  weakness  in  expons".Bui 
Dharshini  David.  UK  econo¬ 
mist  at  HSBC,  added:  “The 
manufacturing  recovery  is  not 
out  of  danger  yet.  With  indus¬ 
try  still  fragile  these  numbers 
do  little  to  undermine  the 
MPCs  implied  decision  to 
leave  interest  rates  unchanged 
for  the  time  being." 

The  producer  prices  data  is 
also  unlikely  to  cause  alarm  at 
the  Bank,  with  economists 
concluding  that  there  are  few 
signs  of  any  pipeline  inflation¬ 
ary  pressures  despite  the  re¬ 
cent  slide  in  the  pound.

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Guinness  scandal 
report  ‘flawed’

THE  official  report  into  the 
198ti  Guinness  share  support 
scandal  is  fundamentally 
flawed  and  leaves  questions 
unanswered,  sources  close  to 
the  inquiry'  said  yesterday. 

The  report,  now  with  the 
Department  of  Trade  and 
Industry,  focuses  on  key  play¬ 
ers  such  as  Ernest  Saunders 
and  Gerald  Ronson.  but  ig¬ 
nores  thousands  of  transac¬ 
tions  thai  accompanied  the 
£2.7  billion  takeover  battle  for 
Distillers.  In  particular,  jr  fails 
to  address  allegations  of  or¬ 
chestrated  selling  of  Guinness 
shares  on  behalf  of  Argyll,  the 
drinks  group,  which  mounted 
an  unsuccessful  counter-bid 
for  Distillers. 

The  Guinness  report  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  be  published  next 
month.  Margaret  Beckett, 
President  of  i he  Board  of 
Trade,  is  thought  to  be  intent 
on  seeing  that  it  is  published, 
despite  reported  high-level 
opposition. 


The  goverment-appointed 
inspectors,  David  Donaldson, 
QC,  and  Ian  Watt,  completed 
an  interim  report  some  years 
ago.  Sources  say  it  was  flawed 
because  it  focused  simply  on  a 
narrow  band  of  transactions 
in  Guinness  shares.  There  is 
nothing  to  indicate  that  the 
inspectors  subsequently  wid¬ 
ened  their  brief. 

The  inspectors  neglected  to 
interview  members  of  the 
Takeover  Panel,  and  did  not 
investigate  allegations  of  in¬ 
demnities  offered  to  Argyll 
supporters.  Unnamed  City  fig¬ 
ures  and  institutions  are  said  to 
have  collaborated  in  mass  sell¬ 
ing  of  Guinness  shares  on  a 
huge  scale.  The  report  is 
thought  to  criticise  Ephraim 
Margulies.  the  former  sugar 
baruli  who  died  last  month. 
Companies  linked  to  Mr 
Margulies  received  secret  pay¬ 
ments  but  he  was  not  charged.

IN  A  coordinated  regula¬ 
tory  move,  the  Bank  of 
England  and  the  Personal 
Investment  Authority  have 
pounced  on  two  Grins  run 
by  a  Gloucester  financial 
adviser  suspected  of  carry¬ 
ing  out  unlicensed  deposit¬ 
taking  (Gavin  Lumsden 
writes). 

The  Bank  has  obtained  an 
injunction  against  Peter 
John  Naylor,  who  trades  as 
Naylor  Financial  Services 
and  Naylor  Investment  Ser¬ 
vices,  preventing  him  from 
marketing  or  conducting  a 
deposit-taking  business  or 
disposing  of  his  assets. 

Up  to  a  dozen  clients  are 
believed  to  have  left  several 
hundred  thousands  of 
pounds  with  Mr  Naylor,  53. 

The  Bank  began  an  investi¬ 
gation  two  months  ago  after 
an  approach  from  the  PJA. 

The  PIA,  meanwhile,  has 
suspended  the  business  of 
Naylor  Investment  Services, 
of  which  Mr  Naylor  is  sole 
principal. 


Lenders  urged  to 
ensure  safety  net

THE  Government  has  urged 
mortgage  lenders  to  take  re¬ 
sponsibility  for  providing  an 
insurance  safety  net  to  catch 
borrowers  who  fall  on  hard 
tunes. 

Hilary  Armstrong.  Housing 
Minister,  yesterday  said  state 
provision  was  never  meant  to 
provide  a  comprehensive  safety 
net  She  said:  “It  must  be  for 
lenders  and  insurers  to  take  the 
lead  in  ensuring  homebuyers 
have  better  protection,  it  is 
essential  that  lenders  ensure 
that  borrowers  address  the 
question  of  how  they  would 
meet  mortgage  payments  if  they 
fell  on  hard  times.  Lenders 
should  strongly  encourage  bor¬ 
rowers  to  take  out  insurance 
where  they  need  and  would 
benefit  from  it  It  is  in  their 
interest  to  do  so.  Repossession  is 
expensive,  gets  the  industry  a 
bald  name  and  benefits  no  one." 

Up  to  15  million  homeowners 
risk  repossession  because  they 
are  not  insured  against  unem¬ 


ployment,  accident  or  sick¬ 
ness.  according  to  a  recenr 
report  by  the  Joseph  Rowntree 
Foundation.  Only  three  in  ten 
homebuyers  arrange  cover  so 
their  mortgage  can  be  paid 
when  they  are  unable  to  afford 
the  premiums.  This  is  in  spite 
of  borrowers  getting  no  state 
support  for  the  first  nine 
months. 

Research  shows  that  most 
people  simply  do  not  know 
mortgage  payment  premium 
insurance  (MPPI)  exists  or.  if 
they  do,  consider  it  a  waste  of 
money.  Although  the  cost  of 
MPPI  has  come  down  by  a 
third  since  1995  it  remains  one 
of  the  most  expensive  forms  of 
insurance.  It  can  cost  £25  per 
month  to  insure  £100  worth  of 
mortgage  payment. 

A  report  commissioned  by 
the  Council  of  Mortgage  Lend¬ 
ers  called  on  the  Government 
to  make  MPPI  compulsory  for 
borrowers  seeking  mortgage 
interest  tax  relief. 


CBI  seeks  union  rethink  on  European  polity

Turner  risks  TUC  anger 


THE  Confederation  of  British  Industry 
is  to  call  for  a  complete  overhaul  of 
European  social  policy  in  an  attempt  to 
limit  fresh  proposals  from  Brussels  on 
employment  law. 

Adair  Turner,  Director-General  of 
the  CBI,  will  tomorrow  tell  the  TUC  in 
Brighton  that  the  challenge  facing 
Britain  over  Europe  is  to  develop  an 
approach  to  employment  and  the 
labour  market  that  does  not  result  in 
high  unemployment. 

Mr  Turner’s  speech,  which  is  likely 
to  provoke  walkouts  from  some  left- 
wing  union  leaders,  will  call  for  a 


change  of  direction  in  European  social 
policy.  He  will  say  that  since  1988  UK 
unions  have  broadly  endorsed  new 
serial  legislation  from  Europe  without 
considering  whether  it  is  fully  applica¬ 
ble  to  Britain  because  they  judged  that 
with  a  Conservative  Government 
Brussels  was  likely  to  be  the  only 
source  of  such  new  legal  moves. 

But  with  the  election  of  a  Labour 
Government  it  is  now  time  to  reconsid¬ 
er  the  suitability  of  legislation  put 
forward  by  Brussels. 

Mr  Turner  will  run  die  risk  of 
irritating  union  leaders  in  his  insis¬ 


tence  that  his  cal]  for  a  fundamental 
reappraisal  of  European  social  policy 
is  in  line  with  the  TUC's  own  thinking. 

But  he  will  praise  trade  unions  in  the 
UK  for  going  further  than  their 
European  counterparts  in  embracing 
labour  market  flexibility,  citing  their 
full  endorsement  of  the  European-level 
agreement  between  employers  and 
employees  on  part-time  working,  in 
contrast  with  the  reservations  of  Ger¬ 
man  trade  unions.  Although  the  main 
focus  of  his  much-awaited  speech  to  die 
TUC  will  be  on  European  social  policy, 
Mr  Turner  is  also  expected  to  acknowl¬ 


edge  publicly  the  limited  likelihood  of 
the  CBI  and  the  TUC  reaching 
agreement  on  the  thorny  issue  of  union 
recognition. 

He  will  make  clear  the  opposition  of 
business  to  moves  by  Labour  in  office 
on  recognition  and  the  minimum 
wage,  but  will  commit  the  CBI  to 
working  with  the  Government  to  limit 
what  they  see  as  the  damage  to 
industry  of  such  proposals.

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Extension 
of  rights 
sought  for 
employees

UNION  leaders  yesterday  de¬ 
manded  an  extension  of  key 
employment  rights  to  protect 
employees  from  the  day  they 
start  work. 

Other  extensions  to  union 
powers  sought  by  the  TUC 
include  recognition  of  unions 
where  50  per  cent  plus  one  of 
employees  in  a  workplace 
demand  it  and  rights  at  work 
to  apply  to  all  staff  regardless 
of  the  number  of  hours 
worked  or  form  of  contract 

John  Edmonds,  general  sec¬ 
retary  of  the  GMB,  and  Bill 
Morris,  leader  of  the  T&G,  led 
the  call  for  an  end  to  the 
requirement  that  employees 
should  have  worked  for  two 
years  before  they  are  able  to 
make  a  claim  for  unfair  dis¬ 
missal  or  be  entitled  to  redun¬ 
dancy  payments.

At  present  employees  have  a 
number  of  rights  from  the  first 
day  of  employment,  such  as 
protection  from  discrimina¬ 
tion  on  the  grounds  of  race  or 
gender.  But  the  lack  of  rights 
over  dismissal  claims  or  sever¬ 
ance  pay  until  employees  have 
been  on  the  staff  for  two  years 
has  led  to  many  sackings  just 
before  the  qualifying  period, 
the  TUC  claims.

And  if  the  waiting 
down  to  six  mont 
find  people  employed  an  con¬ 
tracts  cut  down  to  25  weeks." 

Mr  Morris  said:  “Access  to 
justice  should  not  depend  on 
the  length  of  your  service  or  the 
numbers  you  work  with.  An 
injustice  is  an  injustice  whether 
it’s  done  on  day  one  or  day 
1,001."  The  leader  of  the  T&G 
urged  the  extension  of  em¬ 
ployment  rights  to  all  workers, 
including  contract  and  tempo¬ 
rary  staff,  seasonal  employees 
and  casual  workers. 

Employment  rights  such  as 
claims  to  unfair  dismissal 
from  the  first  day  of  work  are 
rare.  According  to  Industrial 
Relations  Services,  the  re¬ 
search  group,  French  workers 
must  have  been  employed  for 
two  years  and  work  in  a 
company  of  at  least  11  employ¬ 
ees  to  make  a  claim  for  unfair 
dismissal  German  workers 
must  be  on  the  staff  for  six 
months  in  a  company  employ¬ 
ing  at  least  six  people. 

To  qualify  for  redundancy 
payments  in  France,  staff 
must  be  employed  for  two 
years.  In  Germany  there  is  no 
minimum-service  qualifica¬ 
tion  for  severance  payments.

Drive  to  revive  membership

THE  TUC  set  out  an  action 
plan  yesterday  to  reverse  its 
declining  membership. 
Tony  Dubbins,  the  Presi¬ 
dent,  said  the  New  Union¬ 
ism  recruitment  drive  was 
"about  our  relevance,  our 
credibility  and  our  future". 

The  union  movement  will 
launch  a  twin-track  cam¬ 
paign  to  build  membership 
where  unions  are  already 
active  and  to  spark  interest 
in  those  areas  where  jobs 
are  growing  but  union 
membership  is  non-existenL 
The  fight  for  new  members, 
which  the  TUC  said  needs 
“urgent  action",  will  be 


backed  by  an  academy  to 
teach  union  organisation 
skills.  The  academy,  into 
which  the  TUC  is  pumping 
El  million,  will  train  young 
union  members  to  be 
organisers  and  will  launch 
in  the  new  year. 

Trade  union  membership 
has  fallen  from  half  of  the 
workforce  in  1979  to  just 
under  a  third  now.  Many 
workers  in  new  Industries 
ignore  unions  largely  be¬ 
cause  there  is  no  tradition 
and  they  are  not  approached 
to  join.  According  to  TUC 
research,  five  million  work¬ 
ers  want  to  join  a  union  but 


have  not  done  so  because 
there  is  no  presence  at  their 
workplace.  The  TUC  now 
has  6.9  million  members. 

Tony  Burke,  deputy  general 
secretary  of  the  Graphical 
Paper  and  Media  Union  and 
head  of  the  New  Unionism 
Task  Group.  said  that  young 
workers  would  be  a  key  re¬ 
cruitment  target  “In  the  UK 
only  one  in  five  under-25-y ear- 
olds  is  a  union  member  ... 
According  to  our  own  report 
Testament  of  Youth,  many 
young  workers  have  never 
even  heard  of  trade  unions, 
let  alone  been  asked  to  join 
one."

Monks  tells  unions  to  'seize

But  he  emphasised  the  clear 
differences  between  the 
unions  and  a  Labour  govern¬ 
ment,  with  the  Government 
pledged  to  govern  in  the 
interest  of  the  whole  counter.

But 
people  at  work  today  need 
flexible  employers.  Not  the 
hire  and  fire,  take  it  or  leave  it 
brigade,  but  the  ones  who  see 
that  choices  must  be  a  two- 
way  street  worked  out 
together."

before  the  liberalisation  of  the  Euro¬ 
pean  telecommunications  market  next 
year. 

Dominique  Strauss- Kahn,  the  French 
Finance  Minister,  said  the  sale  would  be 
launched  this  month,  with  France 
Telecom  to  be  floated  on  the  ftms  Stock 
Exchange  by  the  end  of  next  month. 

The  Government's  derision  will  be 
welcomed  by  a  French  business  com¬ 
munity  worried  that  France  might  fall 
behind  other  European  countries,  most 
of  whom  hare  already  begun  liberalising 
their  Telecommunications  markets.

Softly,  softly 
for  the  economy 

Fears  that  the  enduring 
strength  of  sterling  would 
spell  disaster  for  the  manu¬ 
facturing  sector  have  dominated 
the  economic  debate  for  most  of 
this  year.  The  contrast  between 
the  booming  high  street  and 
weak  manufacturing  output  has 
revived  memories  of  the  “dual 
economy"  that  bedevilled  Brit¬ 


ain’s  economic  performance 
throughout  the  1980s.  Pessimists 
have  even  begun  muttering  that 
the  combination  of  rising  interest 
rates  and  strong  sterling  could 
tip  the  whole  economy  into 
recession  next  year. 

But  the  manufacturing  sector 
has  so  far  proved  more  resilient 
than  the  doomsday  merchants 
and  even  many  industrialists 
have  expected.  Yesterday’s 
manufacturing  output  figures 
again  surprised  on  the  upside, 
with  manufacturing  output  ris¬ 
ing  at  a  monthly  rate  of  0.4  per 
cent  and  pushing  the  annual  rate 
of  increase  to  1.6  per  cent  Some 
of  the  increase  simply  derives 
from  a  series  of  back  revisions  to 
the  data.  But  the  Office  for 
National  Statistics  hinted  at 
signs  of  an  underlying  improve¬ 
ment,  doubling  its  estimate  of  the 
trend  in  growth  for  manufac¬

Nor  was  the  improvement  con¬ 
fined  to  one  of  the  more  peripheral 
sectors  of  the  economy.  The  highly 


export-sensitive  engineering  sec¬ 
tor  showed  a  quarterly  improve¬ 
ment  of  3.6  per  cent  compared 
with  the  same  period  last  year. 
The  separate  trade  figures  have 
also  stubbornly  refused  to  show 
the  expected  collapse  in  export 
performance.  This  is  not  to  say 
fife  is  rosy  for  the  na deal’s 
manufacturers.  The  spate  of 
profit  warnings  over  the  past  six 
months  emphasise  that  exporters 
have  taken  die  pain  of  the  surge 
in  sterling  by  cutting  profit 
margins.  The  forward  indicators 
continue  to  point  to  a  slowdown 
in  export  orderbooks  and  die 
data  could  yet  take  a  turn  for  the 
worse. 

But  with  the  pound  beginning 
to  slide  from  its  summer  highs 
and  the  Bank  of  England  hinting 
that  the  mast  aggressive  phase  of 
rate  rises  is  now  over,  die  outlook 
for  manufacturing  is  beginning 
to  look  distinctly  less  gloomy.

Beckett’s  law  needs 
to  get  tough  at  DTI  ^ 

There  certainly  is  a  new 
sheriff  in  town,  down  at 
the  DTI.

Pom  should  stay  out  of  the 
shipping  business  —  owning 
your  customers  as  a  means  of 
controlling  volumes  in  toe 
core  business  is  the  worst 
form  of  vertical  integration.

ASW 

ASW  has  descended  to  that 
nether  world  inhabited  by 
companies  that  fail  to  attract 
the  attentions  of  analysts  in 


big  broking  firms.  The 
steelmaker's  share  price  has 
dropped  from  247p  in  1995  to 
less  than  30p. 

Yesterday's  interim  results 
showed  some  improvements, 
but  not  enough  to  alter  toe 
City's  overall  disdain.  The 
strength  of  toe  dollar  has  led 
cheap  competitors,  such  as 
the  Turks,  to  export  to  the  US 
instead  of  Europe,  allowing 
some  price  increases  on  the 
Continent.

P&O  awaits  the  DTI  tide 


Life  has  not  been  kind  to 
P&O  Ferries  recently. 
Its  Dover  to  Calais 
market,  once  one  of  the 
biggest  UK  money-spinners, 
has  been  wrecked  by  a  state- 
sponsored  predator  that  trades 
while  technically  bust. 

Its  only  escape  route  — 
joining  forces  with  its  arch¬ 
rival,  Stena  Line  —  has  been 
blocked  by  painstaking  govern¬ 
ment  scrutiny  leaving  it  ex¬ 
posed  to  another  summer  of 
brutal  competition  from  the 
Channel  Tunnel. 

But  now.  after  what  is  set  to 
become  the  longest-running 
DTI  inquiry  of  die  decade, 
things  are  moving.  Ministerial 
sources  say  that  Margaret! 
Beckett  President  of  the  Board 
of  Trade,  is  preparing  to  give 
the  formal  green  light  by  the 
end  of  this  month. 

Today  P&O  is  meeting  offici¬ 
als  at  tihe  Office  of  Fair  Trading 
to  discuss  conditions.  The  for¬ 
mula  that  is  likely  to  emerge 
from  the  meeting  is  a.  custom- 
made  inflation-linked  system 


Fraser  Nelson  says  the  fortune  of 
the  proposed  merger  with  Stena 
is  bound  up  in  the  affairs  of  state 


which  will,  in  effect  establish  a 
recommended  retail  price  sys¬ 
tem  for  ferry  journeys. 

P&O  and  Stena  line  are  also 
likely  to  be  asked  to  give  more 
ticketing  booths  and  boarding 
space  to  rivals  Sea  France, 
Hoverspeed  and  Sally,  and 
provide  other  assurances  to  the 
DTI  that  they  will  not  abuse 
their  markeL 

Both  ferry  operators  are  like¬ 
ly  to  agree  at  once.  They  say 
their  main  concern  is  that 
prices  will  fall  through  the  floor 
under  competition  from  the 
Channel  Tunnel,  and  any  safe¬ 
ty  net  would  be  welcome. 

Eurotunnel  has  proved  to  be 
the  competitor  from  hell.  It 
defies  normal  market  forces. 
With  debts  of  E8.76  billion  and 
net  liabilities  of  £871  million  it 
should  theoretically  be  dead. 

The  talks  come  as  P&0*s 
cross-Channel  service  is  almost 
on  its  knees,  having  only  ten 
years  ago  stood  accused  of 
being  the  most  expensive  mile- 
for-mile  travel  in  die  world. 

In  an  attempt  to  fight  compe¬ 


tition  from  the  Channel  Tun¬ 
nel.  it  reduced  its  peak-time 
return  ticket  to  match  Le  Shut¬ 
tle's  brochure  price  of  £165  —  a 
58  per  cent  decline  on  last  year. 
The  five  ferries  it  ran  from 
Dover  to  Calais  each  day  have 
been  carrying  fewer  and  fewer 
passengers.  Stena  Line  has 
been  suffering  from  the  same 
problem. 

The  logic  from  their  Dover  to 
Calais  merger  is  to  cut  three  of 
the  nine  daily  services  and 
share  the  administrative  tor- 
den.  The  new  company,  to  be 
called  P&O  Stena  line,  would 
run  the  Dover  to  Calais  passen¬ 
ger  service,  and  the  freight 
services  between  Newhaven 
and  Dieppe,  and  Dover  and 
Zeebrugge. 

By  not  competing,  they  say 


they  will  be  able  to  run  a  lean, 
mean  shuttle  service  that  leaves 
Dover  every  45  minutes  — 
billing  itself  as  a  more  frequent 
operator.  Drivers,  they  say, 
will  be  able  to  pull  up  at  any 
moment  confident  of  an  immi¬ 
nent  departure.  The  idea,  both 
insist,  is  to  save  money  and  not 
to  increase  ticket  fees. 

Analysts  agree  that  if  P&O 
and  Stena  Line  were  to  raise 
prices  it  would  amount  to 
commercial  suicide.  With  hard¬ 
ly  any  competitive  advantage 
beyond  cheap  duty-free  drink, 
undercutting  Le  Shuttle  is  seen 
as  their  only  option. 

The  DTI,  however,  has  had 
reservations  that  the  merger 
may  concentrate  too  much  of 
the  cross-Channel  market  in 
too  few  hands  and  pave  the 


way  for  a  cartel  between  ship 
owners  and  Channel  Tunnel 
operators. 

Part  of  the  negotiations  that 
will  take  place  today  will  be 
devoted  to  making  sure  the 
price-fixing  system  would  leave 
them  powerless  to  exploit  such 
a  positron. 

P&O  has  told  Mrs  Beckett 
that  its  problem  can  be  solved 
by  reducing  the  phenomenal 
costs  of  running  a  ferry.  The 
chance  to  reduce  its  £300 
milliem-a-year  costs,  it  says, 
would  be  enough  to  restore  its 
chances  of  competing  against 
Le  Shuttle  without  any  ticket 
increases. 

Each  ship  costs  between  £14 
million  and  £17  million  a  year 
to  ran,  through  wages  for  a 
swath  of  staff  both  at  sea  and 
on  land  in  addition  to  heavy 
maintenance,  cleaning  and 
safety  costs. 

ff  it  does  not  have  to  compete 
against  Stena  Line,  it  could 
dispatch  three  ferries  to 
another  operation  and  save 
some  £70  million  a  year.  It  costs 


Monolithic  MEPC  is  on  the  move 


There  must  have  been 
times  last  week  when 
James  Tuckey,  the  ur¬ 
bane  establishment  figure 
who  heads  MEPC.  wished  he 
were  Nick  Leslau,  the  amiable 
university  dropout  who  rum 
Burford  Group.  For  a  brief 
period.  Tuckey  had  enter¬ 
tained  thoughts  of  buying  Bur- 
ford  after  Leslau  had  made 
known  to  MEPC  that  he 
would  like  to  do  a  deal.  Hardly 
stirring  stuff  in  the  rough  and 
tumble  of  commercial  proper¬ 
ty,  but  no  sooner  had  news  of 
the  Burford  talks  and  the  sub¬ 
sequent  takeover  of  PS  IT  been 
announced  than  Tuckey  be¬ 
came  the  object  of  vitriolic 
comments  such  as  “a  move 
char  smacks  of  desperation'1 
and  "institutions  are  spitting’'. 

Four  sets  of  takeover  talks  in 
six  months  were  too  many,  said 
critics,  even  if  the  last  deal,  the 
E247  million  takeover  of  PS  IT 
came  off  without  a  hitch.  No 
one  seemed  bothered  that  the 
star-studded  Burford  team  of

Leslau  and  Nigel  Wray  were 
hawking  their  company,  ap¬ 
parently  contemplating  the 
unchallenging  role  of  non¬ 
executive  directors  of  MEPC. 

No  one  doubts  that  Tuckey 
and  his  chairman.  Lord  Blak- 
enham.  are  fighting  a  rear¬ 
guard  action  to  keep  control  of 
the  £2  billion  MEPC  battle¬ 
ship.  Earlier  this  year,  a  cabal 
of  institutions,  led  by  the  Co¬ 
operative  Insurance  Society, 
were  so  irritated  by  ME  PC's 
poor  performance  that  they 
persuaded  Hammerson  to 
propose  merger  talks.  These 
came  to  nought,  some  say 
because  Mercury  Asset  Man¬ 
agement,  one  of  ME  PC’s  larg¬ 
est  shareholders,  would  not 
play  ball.  More  probably,  they 
failed  because  Ron  Spinney, 
Hammerson’s  chief  executive. 


had  the  sense  to  fear  wrecking 
Hammerson’s  recovery  by- 
paying  too  much  for  MEPC. 

Is  MEPC's  Aiture  still  on  the 
line?  Possibly,  bui  its  share 
price  is  now-  back  at  estimated 
current  net  asset  value  and 
UBS  Securities  is  forecasting 
16  per  cent  growth  over  ibe 
next  year.  After  all  the  fuss,  the 
only  takeover  actually  com¬ 
pleted  was  one  that  MEPC  in¬ 
itiated  and  which  stayed  a 
secret.  The  other  deals  came 
from  elsewhere:  like  Hammer- 
son.  talks  with  Greycoat  were 
prompted  by  a  disgruntled 
shareholder,  and  the  Burford 
debacle  was  prompted  by  that 
firm’s  restless  managemenL 

The  monolithic  MEPC 
should  now  gain  from  recent 
rapid  upward  movement  in 
rents.  Its  UK  exposure  is 


increased  by  adding  the  much- 
ignored  PSIT,  which  has  a 
good  record  of  asset  growth. 
Even  the  much-maligned  Al¬ 
ban  Gate,  toe  City  office  devel¬ 
opment  that  more  than  any¬ 
thing.  made  institutions  round 
on  Tuckey,  may  now  come  to 
toe  company’s  rescue.  Let  in 
toe  depths  of  recession  at  rents 
In  the  £20  per  square  foot 
range,  the  property  is  set  for  a 
big  uplift,  with  City  rents  mov¬ 
ing  towards  twice  that  figure. 

If  Tuckey  felt  a  moment’s 
envy  for  the  Burford  manage¬ 
ment  last  week,  it  will  soon 
pass.  There  is  a  life  cyde  in 
small  property  companies; 
from  an  asset  base  of  £50  mil¬ 
lion,  a  talented  entrepreneur 
can  triple  or  quadruple  a  share 
price  with  relatively  few  prop¬ 
erty  deals.  Burford,  capitalised 


at  almost  £500  mifijon,  is  at 
the  stage  at  which  the  deals 
must  be  much  bigger  to  make 
a  difference.  In  a  hot  market, 
such  opportunities  are  rare 
and  few  would  be  surprised  if 
the  Burford  management 
wanted  toquit  at  the  top  rather 
than  face  the  slog  of  turning 
£500  million  into  £!  billion. 
Unfortunately,  the  stock  mar¬ 
ket  thinks  they  have  missed 
the  boat  as  ME  PCs  shares 
rose  yesterday,  Burford’s  fell 
below  net  asset  value. 

Tuckey ’s  problem  is  differ¬ 
ent.  In  toe  long  term,  all  that 
MEPC  can  hope  for  with  an 
unwieldy  £4  billion  collection 
of  properties  is  an  above- 
average  performance  occasion¬ 
ally  boosted  by  acquiring  a 
smaller  rival.  Gargantuan  in¬ 
vestment  companies  cannot 
hope  to  achieve  the  hare-like 
growth  sprints  of  a  Burford  or 
an  Argent,  but,  after  last  week’s 
events,  investors  may  be  con¬ 
tent  that  the  MEPC  giant 
tortoise  has  broken  into  a  trot. 


little  to  carry  passengers.  Those 
walling  to  walk  on  are  charged 
less  than  £10  to  cross  the 
Channel  —  an  offer  which  has 
proved  popular  with  Kent  stu¬ 
dents  who  are  able  to  make  the 
journey  with  toe  sole  intention 
of  buying  two  bottles  of  gin. 
Savings  can  be  recouped  at  the 
duty-free  tor.  and  they  need 
spend  only  20  minutes  on 
French  soil. 

The  opportunity  to  offer 
"booze  cruises"  gives  the  ferries 
a  disinct  competitive  advantage 
over  Le  Shuttle.  Yet  the  lucra¬ 
tive  duty-free  market  is  set  to  be 
abolished  in  two  years'  time  — 
wiping  out  another  main  subsi¬ 
dy  for  ferry  fares. 

It  will  no  longer  be  possible 
to  enjoy  a  cross-Channel  drink¬ 
ing  session  for  less  money  than 
a  night  out  in  Ashford  —  and 
travellers  will  no  longer  able  to 
use  their  time  on  the  ferry  to 
load  the  boot  of  their  car  with 
cheap  beer. 

This  has  not  escaped  the 
DTTs  attention.  It  has  been 
feared  that,  if  the  merger  is 
waved  through  without  any 
price  conditions,  both  opera¬ 
tors  would  be  able  to  increase 
prices  when  proceeds  from 
duty-frees  vanish. 

Although  the  signs  are  good, 
P&O  is  still  not  claiming  vic¬ 
tory.  “We  drink  we  have  a 
tremendous  chance  of  getting 
through,  but  the  DTTS  recent 
decisions  have  surprised  many 
people  and  even  on  the  glaring 
industrial  logic  we  cannot  be 
too  sure." 

If  toe  worst  happens  and  the 
link-up  is  rejected ,  analysts  say 
thar  P&O  will  simply  walk 
away,  phasing  down  over  five 
years.  One  leading  P&O  ana¬ 
lyst  concluded:  “It  has  no  moral 
duty  to  service  the  Dover  to 
Calais  line." 

The  P&O/Stena  plan  is  not 
toe  most  complicated  merger  in 
toe  world.  Changes  wall  be 
made  to  only  one  route,  and 
both  companies  wall  compete 
on  all  other  cross-Channel  pas¬ 
senger  routes. 

But  as  ferries  continue  to  be 
marginalised  —  by  both  the 
Channel  Tunnel  and  cheap 
flights  —  the  conditions  im¬ 
posed  on  P&O  are  likely  to  be 
used  as  a  blueprint  to  judge  the 
consolidation  in  the  industry 
that  is  certain  to  follow.

THE  rehabiliiarion  of  Jim  Slater  con¬ 
tinues  apace.

Windfall  poll 
cheers  Bank 


If  there  is  a  lesson. for 
economists  from  the  ex¬ 
traordinary  events  in 
Britain  aver  the  past  week,  it 
Is  that  predicting  people's 
behaviour  is  virtually  im¬ 
possible  Dramatic  shifts  in 
the  way  society  thinks  and 
acts  are  the  random  element 
that  no  econometric  model 
has  been  able  to  incorporate. 
In  the  1980s,  nobody  antici¬ 
pated  the  boom  unleashed 
by  financial  deregulation. 
Now  the  question  of  how 
consumers  will  react  to 
building  society  windfalls  is 
the  great  unknown. 

Friday  saw  the  latest  sur¬ 
vey  by  Mori,  partly  financed 
by  the  Bank  of  England,  on 
utoat  recipients  of  free  shares 
have  done  with  them,  and 
what  they  intend  to  do  with 
them.  The  broad  message 
from  the  764  people  Mori 
reached  by  telephone  is  mild¬ 
ly  reassuring  far  the  Bank, 
which  has  long  worried  that 
windfalls  would  turn  a  sus¬ 
tainable  rise  in  retail  spend¬ 
ing  into  an  unstable,  and  ulti¬ 
mately  inflationary,  boom. 

Of  the  £36  billion  in 
windfall  shares,  Mori  esti¬ 
mates  that  around  £6  billion 
has  been  spent  but  that  a 
good  proportion  would  have 
been  spent  anyway.  The 
headline  numbers  on  shares 
sold  and  proceeds  spent  are, 
if  anything,  slightly  lower 
than  the  Bank  feared  in  its 
baseline  projections.  In  ad¬ 
dition,  questions  about  peo¬ 
ple's  intentions  suggest  a 
considerable  degree  of  cau¬ 
tion.  Of  the  65  per  cent  of 
windfall  shares  still  being 
held,  only  5  per  cent  were 
deemed  likely  to  be  sold  in 
the  next  year,  with  57  per 
cent  being  held  as  long-term 
investments,  and  38  per  cent 
likely  to  be  sold  “if  stock 
market  conditions  are 
favourable".  Given  huge 
rises  in  most  building  soci¬ 
ety  shares  since  flotation, 
one  has  to  wonder  if  the 
price  will  ever  be  right 
For  many,  the  Mori  sur¬ 
vey  provided  the  first  hard 
evidence  that  toe  windfall 
phenomenon  is  probably 
largely  over,  toat  it  provided 
a  considerable  one-off  boost 
to  retail  sales  in  May  and 
June  but  has  not  appeared 
to  spill  over  into  a  danger¬ 
ous  over-confidence  among 
consumers,  which  might 
have  persuaded  them  to 
spend  more  than  they  realis¬ 
tically  had  at  their  disposal. 

Windfalls  always  worried 
the  Bank  because  they 


threatened  spending  power 
on  top  of  considerable  un¬ 
derlying  strength  in  con¬ 
sumption  because  of  rising 
incomes,  a  recovering  hous¬ 
ing  market  and  a  long 
period,  under  Kenneth 
Clarke,  of  low  interest  rates. 
To  toe  extent  that  the  wind¬ 
fall  effect  is  limited  in  size 
and  longevity,  the  Bank 
should  be  less  worried. 

It  is  worth  noting  that,  in 
spite  of  the  potential  injec¬ 
tion  of  unprecedented 
spending  power  into  toe 
economy.  Britain's  savings 
rate  has  remained  above  10 
per  cent  In  1988,  it  fell  to  4 
per  cent  Remember  too  that 
windfalls  that  are  being 
saved  do  not  figure  in  the 
national  accounts,  being 
deemed,  bizarrely.  to  be  an 
identical  amount  of  wealth 
whether  held  in  mutual  or 
demutualised  companies. 
The  active  choice  to  save 
windfalls  provides  a  fasci¬ 
nating  insight  into  today’s 
consumer  psychology  and 
yet  it  does  not  appear  in  toe 
national  statistics. 

Positive  grist  all  this 
may  be  to  inflation 
doves  but  windfalls 
cannot  be  dismissed  entirely 
as  a  threat.  There  is  a  lot  of 
money  saved  in  highly  liquid 
form  and,  even  if  consumers 
keep  their  shares,  they  may 
be  tempted  to  splash  out 
from  disposable  income, 
knowing  they  have  that  cush¬ 
ion.  Let  us  see  Christmas 
holiday  bookings  before  be¬ 
coming  too  complacent 
Even  if  the  windfall  threat 
seems  less  dramatic  than  it 
once  was,  the  MPC  is  still 
left  with  crucial  judgments 
on  retail  sales  in  general.  It 
can,  of  course,  be  argued 
that  toe  very  fact  toat  toe 
windfall  effect  has  been 
weaker  than  many  expected 
is  proof  of  how  strong  toe 
underlying  trend  has  been. 
In  fact  the  first  evidence  has 
emerged  that  sales  are  los¬ 
ing  momentum  under  the 
weight  of  higher  interest 
rates  but  it  is  early  days. 

Even  if  the  economy 
slows,  behaviour  on  wind¬ 
falls  is  hard  to  predict  Some 
may  liquidate  their  shares  to 
maintain  their  spending 
power.  Others  wifi  be  more 
inclined  to  keep  them  saved 
as  a  hedge  against  greater 
economic  uncertainty. 
Blessed  will  be  the  econome¬ 
trician.  or  popular  psycholo¬ 
gist  who  can  anticipate 
whirb  will  prevail.

Resist  pressure 
for  a  rushed  law 


How  can 
victims 
fight 
back? 


The_  death  of  Diana, 
Princess  of  Wales,  has 
reopened  the  debate 
on  possible  curbs  on 
the  press.  But  the  debate’s 
focus  is  on  a  possible  privacy 
law  —  which  misses  the  point. 

The  real  problem  is  harass¬ 
ment  and  the  inability  of  vic¬ 
tims  to  curb  intrusive  photo¬ 
graphers.  Proper  journalism 
may  involve  breaches  in  pri¬ 
vacy  in  the  legitimate  public 
interest,  but  there  is  no  legiti¬ 
mate  public  interest  in  anyone 
being  subjected  to  obsessive 
hounding  by  photographers. 

Before  new  legislation  is 
introduced,  it  would  be  worth 
waiting  to  see  whether  the  new 
Protection  from  Harassment 
Act  can  be  used  to  deal  with 
this  problem.  The  Act  was 
introduced  to  deal  with  the 
highly  publicised  stalking 
problem  but  has  the  potential 
to  cover  a  wide  range  of 
situations  including  intrusive 
journalism.  Last  March  the 
Princess  was  reported  as  hop¬ 
ing  that  die  Act  would  help  to 
curb  some  of  the  excesses  of 
intrusive  photographers.  It  is 
perhaps  part  of  her  tragedy 
that  on  August  30  crudaJ  parts 
of  the  Act  had  still  not  been 
brought  into  force. 

The  Act  creates  two  criminal 
offences:  a  summary  offence  of 
causing  harassment,  alarm 
and  distress  on  two  occasions, 
which  carries  a  potential  sen¬ 
tence  of  six  months'  imprison^ 
ment,  and  a  more  serious  of¬ 
fence  of  causing  fear  of 
violence  on  two  occasions, 
carrying  a  potential  sentence 
of  five  years’- imprisonment 
The  Act  provides  a  defence., 
that  the  actions  complained  of 
were  “reasonable".  It  is  likely

CITY  lawyers  are  used  to 
American  firms  invading  their 
territory  by  establishing  UK 
practices  and  poaching  high¬ 
flying  British  partners.  But 
last  week  they  began  a  new  in¬ 
vasion  —  of  the  courts. 

Arthur  Marriott.  QC.  the 
British  head  of  the  New  York 
firm  Debevoise  &  Plimpton’s 
London  arbitration  unit  has 
become  the  first  of  two  solici¬ 
tors  to  be  appointed  part-time 
deputy  High  Court  judges. 

Mr  Marriott  and  Lawrence 
Collins,  QC  Herbert  Smith’s 
head  of  litigation  and  arbitra¬ 
tion,  joined  the  elite  band  of 
200  barrister  deputy  High 
Court  judges.  Their  appoint¬ 
ments  as  the  first  practising 
solicitors  qualified  to  sit  as 
judges  in  the  High  Court 
mark  a  second  landmark  for 
both  men. 

Earlier  this  year  they  be¬ 
came  the  first  solicitors  to  be 
invited  to  take  silk  —  a  move 
that  paved  the  way  for  last 
week's  appointments,  which

that  a  legitimate  press  photog¬ 
rapher  acting  in  accordance 
with  the  journalists’  code  of 
conduct  would  always  be  act¬ 
ing  reasonably,  but  die  type  of 
photographers  who  chased  the 
Princess  on  motorcycles  or 
who  took  photographs  of  Che- 
rie  Blair  in  her  nightie  would 
certainly  not  be  acting  “rea¬ 
sonably". 

These  offences  came  into 
force  on  June  lb  but  there  are 
difficulties  in  their  enforce¬ 
ment.  To  arrest  the  alleged 
harasser.  the  police  must  be 
able  to  prove  beyond  reason¬ 
able  doubt  that  two  separate 
incidents  of  harassment  oc¬ 
curred.  That  is  not  easy  unless 
the  police  officer  has  an  indi¬ 
vidual  personal  involvement 
in  a  particular  case.  In  the  case 
of  harassment  by  joirmatists- 
photographers  there  is  also  a 
natural  caution  on  the  part  of 
the  police,  who  want  to  avoid 
accusations  of  press  censor¬ 
ship.  Consequently,  the  crimi¬ 
nal  parts  of  the  Act  will 
probably  not  be  very  effective 
in  dealing  with  intrusive  press 
photographers. 

In  this  respect,  the  Act's 
more  relevant  part  is 
Section  3,  which  relates 
to  injunctions  but  which 
has  not  been  brought  fully  into 
force.  It  makes  harassment  a 
tort  and  allows  courts  to  grant 
injunctions  to  prevent  it 
However,  this  on  its  own 
does  not  particularly  improve 
the  existing  law  because  in¬ 
junctions  to  prevent  harass¬ 
ment  have  been  obtainable 
since'  a  •  W9S  -  case,  Burris  v 
Azodani.

Last  respects 

A  SOMBRE  atmosphere  pre¬ 
vailed  in  London’s  legal 
square  mile  last  week.  Befit¬ 
ting  the  mood  of  the  nation  in 
the  run-up  to  the  Princess  of 
Wales's  funeral  on  Saturday, 
Union  Flags  fluttered  at  half- 
mast  above  the  Royal  Courts 
of  Justice  in  The  Strand  and  at 
the  Law  Society's  headquar¬ 
ters  in  Chancery  Lane.  The 
Inns  of  Court  were  quiet,  as 
they  usually  are  at  this  time  of 
the  year.  The  Lord  Chancellor 


including  an  anti-harassment 
injunction,  is  punishable  as  a 
contempt  of  court  But  police 
have  power  neither  to  enforce 
an  injunction  nor  to  arrest 
anyone  breaking  any  of  an  in¬ 
junction's  terms.  So  all  too 
often  injunctions  can  be  ig¬ 
nored  by  harassers  and  stalk¬ 
ers.  The  consultation  exercise 
undertaken  before  the  Act 
came  into  force  highlighted 
this  as  a  major  problem  in 
dealing  with  harassing  behav¬ 
iour.  the  Act  therefore  intro¬ 
duced  the  unique  idea  of 
making  breach  of  an  anti¬ 
harassment  injunction  a  crim¬ 
inal  offence  punishable  with 
up  to  five  years’  jail.  This  will 
give  the  police  the  power  to 
arrest  an  offender  when  an 
anti-harassment  injunction  is 
breached.  Also,  anyone  in¬ 
volved  in  encouraging  the  ha¬ 
rasser  {including  news  editors 
who  bought  their  pictures) 
could  potentially  be  prosecut¬ 
ed  as  an  aider  and  abetter.  The 
Government  plans  to  bring 
this  part  of  the  Act  into  force 
next  month. 

Making  breach  of  injunc¬ 
tions  a  criminal  offence  may 
be  unprecedented  in  English 
law  but  is  common  in  many 
other  jurisdictions.  Section  127 
of  Canada's  Criminal  Code, 
for  example,  makes  breach  of 
any  court  order  a  criminal 
offence  and  there  are  similar 
provisions  in  die  laws  of  most 
American  states. 

In  California  local  authori¬ 
ties  and  police  have  successful¬ 


ly  cooperated  to  use  public 
nuisance  injunctions  to  curb 
criminal  gangs  terrorising 
neighbourhoods. 

One  of  the  advantages  of 
proceeding  by  injunctions  in 
the  first  instance  is  that  the 
arguments  as  to  whether  the 
alleged  harasser  is  acting  rea¬ 
sonably  or  not  can  be  properly 
explored  by  theriviJ  court  and 
a  judgment  made  balancing 
die  respective  rights  of  the 
alleged  harasser  and  the  al¬ 
leged  victim.  Unlike  a  crimi¬ 
nal  trial,  which  concentrates 
on  whether  a  person's  past 
actions  were  illegal,  a  rivfl 
court  can  look  at  the  more 
straightforward  question  of 
whether  behaviour  is  accept¬ 
able  and  should  be  allowed  to 
continue.  The  police  are  mere¬ 
ly  enforcing  a  court  decision 
instead  of  making  die  initial 
judgment  themselves. 


sponse  to  tragedies  such  as  the 
death  of  the  Princess  and  in 
this  case,  immediate  changes 
in  the  law  are  probably  unnec¬ 
essary.  The  courts  are  capable 
of  providing  a  workable  anti¬ 
harassment  law  without  fur¬ 
ther  legislation.  The  real 
problem  with  paparazzi,  as 
with  stalkers,  is  ensuring  that 
court  orders  are  effective  and 
can  be  enforced,  and  the  legal 
framework  already  exists  for 
this  to  be  done.  The  remaining 
parts  of  the  Act  should  be  im¬ 
plemented  —  without  delay.

LEGAL  APPOINTMENTS 


In  March  this  year.  I  represented  Diana, 
Princess  of  Wales,  in  industrial  tribunal 
proceedings  in  Croydon  brought  by  a 
former  employee  who  was  claiming  unfair 
dismissal.  1  saw  the  Princess  in  conference  and 
she  derided  not  to  attend  the  hearing. 

A  large  number  of  journalists  (not  previously 
known  for  their  interest  in  employment  law) 
were  present  inside  and  outside  tile  tribunal  in 
the  hope  that  she  would  appear.  On  leaving  the 
building  after  the  case  was  settled,  1  found  it  a 
disturbing,  and  puzzling,  experience  to  be 
surrounded  and  jostled  by  dozens  of  photogra¬ 
phers  taking  hundreds  of  pictures  of  the 
representatives  and  advisers  of  the  Princess 
getting  into  a  taxi  and  driving  off. 

1  would  be  very  surprised  if  any  of  those 
photographs  was  ever  published.  Perhaps 
some  of  the  photographers  hoped  that  the 
Princess’s  barrister  or  solicitor  might  punch 
one  of  them  on  the  nose,  and  so  create  a  story. 
To  live  under  that  pressure 
constantly  must  be  intolerable.  damp

English  law  already  provides 
a  remedy  against  the  sort  of 
harassment  for  which  paparazzi 
journalists  are  responsible  if  it 
takes  place  in  this  country.

sance.  was  weakened  earlier  this  n* 

year  by  a  House  of  Lords 
derision  —  but  that  is  academic  PANN 
because  of  the  new  Protection  mmmmmmmmi 
from  Harassment  Act  1997.  This 
legislation  makes  ita  criminal  offence,  punish¬ 
able  by  imprisonment,  for  a  person  knowingly 
and  unreasonably  to  pursue  “a  course  of 
conduct  which  amounts  to  harassment  of 
another".  The  Act  also  enables  victims  to  seek 
the  rivfl  remedies  of  an  injunction  and 
damages.  We  trill  need  to  watch  carefully  how 
the  Act  b  applied  in  practice  (not  all  of  it  is  yet 
in  force).  But  the  content  of  the  new  statute 
appears  to  address  competing  interests  fairly 
and  to  provide  effective  remedies. 

The  harsh  reality  is  that  our  law  cannot,  in 
practice,  control  the  behaviour  of  journalists 
and  photographers  in  France  (a  country  which, 
in  any  event,  has  some  of  the  strictest  privacy 
laws  in  Europe).  It  has  been  suggested  that 
newspaper  editors  should  be  required  not  to 
publish  paparazzi  pictures,  so  deferring  such 
photographers  from  intruding  into,  and  en¬ 
dangering,  file  lives  of  others  abroad. 

Thus  is  unrealistic  The  paparazzi  would  be 
only  mildly  inconvenienced  by  the  loss  of  the 
market  in  die  United  Kingdom  for  pictures

which  have  a  worldwide  appeal.  But  it  is  also 
unsustainable  in  principle.  Are  we  really  to 
impose  a  statutory  ban  on  photographs  being 
published  in  the  United  Kingdom  because  of 
the  circumstances  in  which  they  were  obtained, 
even  when  the  photographs  were  taken  in  a 
public  place,  and  when  the  material  may  be 
seen  by  anyone  with  access  to  CNN  television 
or  a  magazine  sudi  as  Paris  Match ? 

Nor  is  the  case  made  out  for  enactment  of  a 
general  right  to  privacy,  prohibiting  the 
publication  of  true  information  which  con¬ 
cerns  a  matter  which  the  individual  wishes  to 
keep  confidential.  The  United  Kingdom  press, 
with  editors  subject  to  powerful  laws  relating 
to  contempt  of  court  obscenity,  breach  of 
confidence;  trespass,  and  IfbeL  is  one  of  (he 
most  strictly  regulated  in  the  Western  world. 
There  are  already  legal  remedies  for  most 
serious  invasions  of  privacy.

Statutory  regulation  is  unnec¬ 
essary  in  this  context  for  a 
further  reason.  The  Government  plans  to 
incorporate  the  European  Convention  on 
Human  Rights  into  domestic  law.  Article  8 
guarantees  the  right  to  private  life.  But  any 
complaint  about  an  invasion  of  privacy  needs 
to  be  considered  by  reference  also  to  Article  10, 
which  protects  freedom  of  expression. 


Maintaining  a  proper  balance  between 
these  competing  interests  is  not  easy. 
Once  the  Convention  is  incorporat¬ 
ed.  the  courts  will  be  able  to  consider,  on 
specific  facts,  whether  the  common  law.  and 
the  ratings  of  the  PCC  provide  adequate 
safeguards,  having  regard  to  the  importance  of 
free  speech. 

Hard  cases  make  bad  law.  The  very  worst 
type  of  law  is  that  conceived  as  an  emotional 
response  to  tragic  events.  Politicians  should 
resist  the  temptation  to  legislate  as  a  response 
to  the  death  of  the  Princess.

Rises  and  falls  In  the  housing  market  have  brought  problems  for  solicitors.  Now  they  have  some  good  news  about  claims  from  lenders  who  lost  out 

Wanda  Barry  welcomes  a  ruling  that  solicitors  cannot  be  made  responsible  for  lenders’  losses 


Tile  revival  of  the  property 
marker  brings  chastening 
memories  for  many  solici¬ 
tors.  In  the  late  19S0s, 
when  the  marker  collapsed,  many 
building  societies  and  others  who 
had  lent  enthusiastically  in  tfie 
boom  years  were  left  unable  to  re¬ 
cover  sums  due  under  their  mon¬ 
gages  when  borrowers  defaulted. 

This  sparked  a  flood  of  claims 
against  plicitors  as  lenders  sought 
alternative  means  of  recovering 
their  losses.  Various  adverse  court 
rulings  left  the  profession  feeling 
that  it  was  being  made  the  scape¬ 
goat  by  an  industry  all  too  eager  to 
lend  to  almost  anyone  who  could 
fill  in  an  application  form,  on  the 
basis  that  property  prices  would 
continue  to  rise.  If  a  borrower 
defaulted,  the  mortgaged  property 
could  be  sold  to  recover  the  debt. 

But  a  recent  Court  of  Appeal 
decision  in  National  Home  Loans 
Corporation  v  Giffen  Couch  & 
Archer  has.  for  the  time  being,  put 
an  end  to  hundreds  of  actions 
pending  in  the  courts  and  lifted  a 
muirinuUion-pound  bill  for  the 
Solicitors  Indemnity  Fund  (SIF). 

The  case  concerned  the  informa¬ 
tion  that  solicitors  should  have 
provided  about  their  client-borrow¬ 
ers  to  the  mortgage  company. 
National  Hone  Loans  Corporation 
said  that  its  solicitors  had  not 
informed  it  that  the  borrowers,  to 
whom  it  had  offered  a  loan  by  way

of  remortgage,  were  in  arrears  with 
their  existing  mortgage. 

NHL  had  not  known  about  the 
arrears  because  it  had  not  carried 
out  the  usual  inquiries,  in  the  late 
1980s.  NHL  adopted  a  “self-certifi¬ 
cation"  policy  under  which  it 
allowed  borrowers  to  sign  a  decla¬ 
ration  that  they  were  not  in  arrears 
with  their  existing  mortgage  and 
did  not  obtain  independent  confir¬ 
mation.  It  was  a  polity  aimed  at 
increasing  market  share. 

The  borrowers  defaulted  and 
NHL  eventually  realised  its  sec¬ 
urity  was  suffering  a  loss  because 
of  the  fall  in  the  value  of  the 
property.  It  sued  for  and  recovered 
that  loss  from  the  solicitors,  who 
were  found  negligent  in  not  report¬ 
ing  the  arrears. 

At  the  original  hearing,  although 
the  judge  accepted  that  tile  solici¬ 
tors  had  complied  with  NHL* 
written  instructions,  he  found  them 
in  breach  of  a  wider,  general  duty 
to  report  the  arrears.  He  found  that 


NHL’s  self-certification  policy  was 
not  negligent,  although  it  might 
have  been  imprudent. 

The  decision  created  widespread 
concern  within  the  profession.  Its 
effect  was  that  solicitors  could  not 
rely  on  the  lender's  written  instruc¬ 
tions  to  identify  matters  that  need¬ 
ed  to  be  reported.  Even  if  they 
complied,  they  could  be  held  liable 
for  not  reporting  facts  that  the 
lender  had  not  identified  as  being 
relevant. 

Solicitors  had  to  place  them¬ 
selves  in  the  position  of  a 
lender  to  decide  what 
might  be  relevant  to  a 
lending  decision.  However,  solid- 
tors  cannot  be  expected  to  know, 
beyond  matters  of  tide,  what  a 
lender  might  consider  relevant 
One  of  the  ironies  of  the  judg¬ 
ment  was  thar  if,  in  performing  tius 
exercise,  the  solicitors  placed  them¬ 
selves  in  the  position  of  the  impru¬ 
dent.  albeit  not  negligent,  lender,  as 


in  this  case,  they  would  be  found 
liable  to  the  lender;  solidtors 
became  underwriters  of  the  losses 
suffered  fay  lenders  who  adopted 
risky  tending  policies,  in  older  to 
increase  their  market  share. 

The  Court  of  Appeal  has  now 
reversed  the  decision,  finding  that 
the  judge  had  overlooked  the 
prindple  that  the  extent  of  the  duty 
of  a  solicitor  depends  on  the  terms 
of  the  retainer.  Any  implied  duty 
must  be  related  to  what  the  solid  tor 
has  been  instructed  to  do. 

NHL  provided  detailed  instruc¬ 
tions  specifying  the  things  it  want¬ 
ed  to  know.  NHL,  as  an 
experienced  commercial  lender, 
was  best  placed  to  instruct  its 
solidtors  on  any  facts  it  considered 
relevant  to  its  decision  to  lend. 
NHL  had  made  no  inquiry  about 
the  conduct  of  the  borrowers’ 
existing  mortgage  and.  therefore,  it 
was  not  a  matter  that  could  be  said 
to  have  been  relevant  to  its  decision. 

The  Court  of  Appeal  decision  is  a 


victory  for  common  sense.  It  recog¬ 
nises  that  solidtors  are  not  lenders 
and  It  has,  quite  properly,  restored 
to  the  lender  responsibility  for 
investigating  the  fin  and  al  position 
of  the  borrower  and  for  informing 
its  solicitors  of  factors  it  considers 
relevant  to  its  lending  decision. 
What  may  be  relevant  to  one  lender 
will  not  necessarily  be  relevant  to 
another,  as  lenders  adopt  different 
policies  and  market  different 
products. 

The  decision  brings  to  a  halt  the 
substantia]  number  of  pending 
actions  brought  by  NHL  and  other 
lenders  on  the  same  allegation,  and 
comes  as  good  news  to  solidtors. 
Hopefully,  it  will  mark  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  end  of  the  bombard¬ 
ment  of  daims  by  lenders  against 
solidtors  as  lenders  face  up  to  the 
hard,  but  obvious,  fret  that  as 
commercial  organisations,  they 
must  bear  responsibility  for  the 
losses  they  incurred  at  the  end  of 
the  property  boom.  In  reality  such 
losses  were  a  result  of  risky  lending 
policies,  economic  hardship  suf¬ 
fered  by  borrowers  and  die  proper¬ 
ty  market  crash. 

The  Court  of  Appeal’s  message 
could  not  have  been  more  timely  as, 
after  a  brief  abandonment,  some 
lenders  begin  again  to  offer  self- 
certified  loans  and  loans  to  those 
with  poor  credit  histories.

Paying  attention 
to  negligence 

Litigation  against  professionals  has 


increased,  reports  Edward  Fennell 


Bad  news  has  been  greet¬ 
ing  solidtors  arriving 
home  from  their  holidays 
—  their  contributions  to  the 
Solidtors  Indemnity  Fund  (SIF) 
must  rise  sharply.  The  fond  pro¬ 
vides  compulsory  insurance  cov¬ 
er  for  the  profession  and  many 
firms  are  having  to  increase  their 
contributions  by  more  than  50 
per  cent  in  order  to  meet  a 
m u Itimil lion-pou nd  shortfall. 

But  the  solidtors  are  not  the 
only  group  to  face  growing 
claims  over  professional  negli¬ 
gence  and  there  is  now  an 
increasingly  high  profile  niche 
practice  for  lawyers  acting  for 
(and  against)  other  professionals 
caught  up  in  these  cases.  Paul 
Haggett  of  Salmon 
Burges,  a  Bristol  dSmTth

Most  of 
the  best-known  professional  neg¬ 
ligence  practitioners  are  defen¬ 
dant-based  and  usually  their 
work  is  1  hiked  to  insurance 
practices.  It  is  the  insurance 
funds  which,  as  the  SIF  case 
illustrates,  pick  up  the  tab  for  a 
professional’s  mistake  and  they 
are  determined  not  to  be  taken 
for  a  ride. 

Chris  Lowney,  an  insurance 
specialist  with  Fishbum  Boxer 
says:  “I  wouldn’t  suggest  that  the 
professions  have  become  more 
incompetent  But  in  the  after- 
math  of  the  recession  there  was  a 
scatlergun  approach  by  plain¬ 
tiffs  who  had  suffered  a  loss. 
They  were  keen  to  sue  everyone 
insight"

Bank  looks 
to  extend 
seminars 
nationwide 

By  Brian  Collett 

SEMINARS  introduced  by  Bar- 
days  Bank  for  small  business 
customers  have  been  extended  to 
the  whole  of  Britain. 

The  meetings,  which  were  pilot¬ 
ed  in  1995  and  held  in  a  few  areas 
last  year,  are  organised  by  local 
branches.  The  format  is  left  to  the 
individual  branch  or  group  of 
branches,  but  there  is  often  a 
speaker  or  a  subject  for  discussion, 
followed  by  an  exchange  of  ideas 
and  networking  between  partici¬ 
pants. 

Lorraine  Williams,  Barclays's 
manager  of  small  business  ser- 
vices,  said:  “The  seminars  enhance 
relationships  with  the  business 
support  organisations  and  act  as  a 
network  for  those  who  are  starting 
up  —  they  have  been  helped  by 
talking  to  established  people  who 
are  in  the  same  boat" 

Many  of  the  seminars  are  free, 
but  there  is  a  small  charge  for  those 
that  are  expensive  to  stage  — 
because  they  have  a  celebrated 
speaker,  for  example. 

All  the  seminars  are  heavily 
subsidised  by  the  bank.  Some  are 
held  during  the  day  and  others  in 
the  evening.  One  London  group 
.  has  just  started  a  programme  of 
breakfast  meetings. 

Douglas  Barlsford,  head  of  small 
business  for  the  Mayfair  group  of 
14  brandies,  has  held  two  seminars 
this  year  so  far  but  is  planning  one 
or  even  two  a  month  for  the  rest  of 
the  year. 

His  area  takes  in  the  West  End 
and  the  Central  London  shopping 
streets,  which  probably  have  the 
greatest  concentration  of  small 
retail  outlets  in  Britain. 

Mr  Barlsford  said:  “We  keep  the 
seminars  semi-formal  so  that  we 
can  look  at  a  subject  important  to 
small  business  people.  They  go 
away  more  educated,  and  network 
afterwards." 

He  added:  “We  even  find  that  not 
everybody  is  aware  of  the  small 
business  help  organisations." 

The  subjects  for  the  Mayfair 
seminars  indude  business  plan¬ 
ning.  financial  control,  tax  self- 
assessment  and  starting  up. 

Mr  Barlsford  has  already  held 
one  seminar  with  members  of  die 
UK  200  group,  the  accountancy 
professionals’  body,  and  is  holding 
two  more  with  them  before  the  end 
of  the  year. 


Carving  a  niche  market 
for  the  millennium 


David  Askham 

meets  a  man 
whose  hobby 
became  his  work

Glyn  Mould  is  a  talented 
young  craftsman,  based  in 
the  East  Midlands,  who 
has  found  a  niche  market  for 
commemorative  village  and  town 
signs  to  mark  the  millennium. 

Carved  pictorial  village  signs 
were  popularised  in  the  1960s  and 
1970s  by  the  late  Harry  Carter,  a 
Norfolk  schoolmaster.  Mr  Mould 
discovered  that  many  East  Anglian 
originals  had  deteriorated  through 
lack  of  maintenance  and  he  was 
commissioned  to  restore  some. 

That  led  him  to  market  his  skills 
and  win  orders  from  parish  coun¬ 
cils  for  new  original  carved  village 
signs.  His  marketing  initiative 
coincided  with  the  search  by  many 
village  communities  for  a  suitable 
souvenir  to  commemorate  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  new  millennium.  A 
carved  sign  depicting  characteristic 
features  of  a  village's  history  has 
much  appeal  and  relevance.  Fur¬ 
thermore,  depending  on  its  com¬ 
plexity.  a  new  village  or  town- 
twinning  sign  is  usually  well  within 
a  community  budget 
To  minimise  future  maintenance 
bills,  Mr  Mould  chooses  materials 
carefully.  For  example,  he  applies 
lead  capping  to  top  edges,  and  to 
the  back  if  a  sign  is  single-sided,  to 
protect  his  product  from  the  wea¬ 
ther.  He  consults  die  councils  and 
drafts  a  design  for  their  approval. 
Mr  Mould  has  been  working

from  his  workshop  for  15  years  and 
has  produced  bespoke  carving  for 
eminent  clients.  Commissions  nave 
included  a  family  coat  of  arms  for  a 
retired  knight  of  industry,  a  comm¬ 
emorative  plaque  for  tire  Shire 
Horse  Society,  and  restoration 
work  at  Burghley  House  and  the 
Palace  of  Westminster. 

The  late  Geoffrey  Hamilton, 
presenter  of  Gardeners’  World , 
was  so  impressed  with  the  decora¬ 
tion  of  a  gazebo  in  one  of  his  show 
gardens  that  he  commissioned  Mr 
Mould  to  design  and  carve  an  oak 
door  for  his  new  porch.  Four  panels 
are  filled  with  deep  relief  pictures  of 


garden  scenes,  including  many  of 
Mr  Hamilton's  favourite  subjects. 

Operating  in  an  workshop  in  a 
former  village  chapel  in  Wood  new¬ 
ton,  Northamptonshire.  Mr  Mould 
also  Trains  students.  “I  teach  wood¬ 
carving  to  a  wide  range  of  people, 
male  and  female,  from  12  to  75 
years."  he  said.  “Most  come  to  me 
having  never  carved  wood  in  their 
lives  and  it  is  rewarding  to  see  the 
beautiful  objects  they  create." 
Many  evening  class  students  re¬ 
turn  year  after  year.  Several  are 
retired  and  seek  a  creative  activity 
For  their  leisure  time. 

The  Enterprise  Allowance 


Scheme  helped  to  launch  his  busi¬ 
ness.  He  also  received  help  from 
Cosira  (forerunner  of  the  Rural 
Development  Commission),  which 
assisted  with  exhibitions.  Mr 
Mould  also  received  free  advice 
from  a  marketing  expert  assigned 
by  Peterborough  Business  Link 
“If  i  succeed  with  my  marketing, 
the  increased  volume  of  work 
would  enable  me  to  hire  additional 
craftsmen.  Already  I  sub-contract 
some  aspects  to  specialists,  such  as 
painters.  That  leaves  me  with  more 
time  to  design  and  carve  the  signs."

AN  ENVIRONMENTAL  scheme 
aimed  at  employees  of  small  and 
medium-sized  companies  in  the 
South  London  borough  of  Merton 
may  go  nationwide-  The  Environ¬ 
ment  Council,  a  national  business 
organisation  that  encourages  green 
practices,  is  receiving  backing  for 
the  first  time  from  a  local  authority 
—  Merron  Borough  Council  —  for 
its  Conservers  at  Work  scheme. 

It  now  expects  to  form  similar 
partnerships  with  other  local  au¬ 
thorities  throughout  the  country. 

Under  the  scheme,  employees 
are  asked  to  adapt  simple  environ¬ 
mental  procedures  such  as  dispos¬ 
ing  of  oil  safely  instead  of  pouring  ir 
into  a  drain,  switching  off  comput¬ 
ers  when  not  in  use,  and  keeping 
hearing  to  a  comfortable  mini¬ 
mum.  Dropping  room  temperature 
by  one  degree  Celsius  can  cut  fuel 
bills  by  between  6  and  10  per  cent 

The  scheme  is  a  further  indica¬ 
tion  that  small  businesses  and 
business  advisers  are  taking  envi¬ 
ronmental  issues  seriously.  Busi¬ 
ness  Pages,  the  telephone  directory 
publisher,  has  just  produced  a 
guide  to  environmental  issues  giv¬ 
ing  advice  for  small  businesses. 

It  points  out  that  there  is  a  legal 
obligation  on  everyone  to  dispose  of 
waste  in  a  responsible  manner  and 
advises  companies  to  keep  waste 
bagged  or  in  containers  that  are 
safe"  from  leakage,  theft,  vandals, 
animals  and  scavengers. 

The  factsheet  says:  “It  is  your 
responsibility  to  check  thar  the  per¬ 
son  handling  your  waste  is  author¬ 
ised  to  dispose  of,  treat  or  store  the 
waste  and  holds  an  appropriate  li¬ 
cence.  If  in  doubt,  check  with  your 
local  Environment  Agency  about  li¬ 
censed  waste  contractors  in  your 
area."  Breaching  duty  of  care  is  a 
criminal  offence,  with  fines  of  up  to 


£5,000  from  magistrates  and  un¬ 
limited  fines  in  the  Crown  Court 

A  consignment  note  from  the 

agency  is  required  for  the  disposal 
of  special  wastes  such  as  oUs.aaOs, 
industrial  solvents  and  pesticides. 
The  Business  Pages  factsheet  is 
available  free  on  0117  982  2005. 

Also  encouraging  green  atti¬ 
tudes,  a  new  NatWest  brochure 
points  out  that  switching  off  a 
personal  computer  overnight  andjr- 
at  weekends  could  save  £180  a  year“ 
and  cut  carbon  dioxide  emissions.

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The  worst  day  of  my  career  as  an  umpire

In  the  second  extract  from  his  new 
autobiography  Dickie  Bird  recalls 
with  a  shudder  the  disastrous  Saturday 
of  the  1980  Centenary  Test  at  Lord’s 


What  should  have  been 
one  of  the  proudest 
occasions  In  my  career 
provided  me,  instead, 
with  the  worst  day  of  my  life  as  an 
umpire.  The  date  is  engraved  on 
my  mind  —  Saturday  August  3a 
1980.  the  third  day  of  the  Centenary 
Test  between  England  and  Austra¬ 
lia  at  Lord’s. 

The  problems  resulted  from  the 
fact  that  on  the  Friday  we  had 
torrential  rain.  Although  we  played 
for  most  of  that  Friday,  later  on  die 
ground  was  awash  as  the  heavens 
opened.  Spectators  were  actually 
diving  in  and  swimming  at  the 
Tavern  side  of  the  ground. 

ft  was  still  chucking  it  down 
when  we  arrived  early  on  the 
Saturday  morning,  but  it  finally 
stopped  at  about  9.30.  The  clouds 
began  to  part  to  reveal  lovely  blue 
sky,  and  it  was  a  glorious  day  from 
then  on.  However,  it  was  impossi¬ 
ble  to  resume  play  _ 

before  lunch 
because  the  lower  The]  o 

end  of  the  square 
down  to  the  Tavern  Qf  the 
was  absolutely  satu¬ 
rated.  The  area  was  doWD 

not  only  wet,  bur 
muddy  as  well,  Tavei 

which  made  it  ex¬ 
tremely  dangerous,  COUlt 

and  if  somebody  £ 

had  been  badly  in-  satll 

jured  because  we  ___________ 

had  played  on  it, 

everyone  would  have  blamed  the 

umpires. 

One  way  we  could  have  made  an 
earlier  start  was  to  put  matting  on 
the  problem  area,  and  Conny  and  I 
suggested  this  to  rhe  two  captains, 
Ian  Botham  and  Greg  Chappell. 

Greg  said.  “If  it  will  help  you  two 
lads  to  get  the  game  started  then  1 
will  go  along  with  that,"  but  Both 
disagreed,  believing  his  players 
might  receive  a  serious  injury  if 
their  spikes  got  caught  in  the 
matting.  So  the  idea  was  scotched, 
delaying  us  further.  There  was 
nothing  for  it  but  to  keep  making 
inspections  and  hoping  that  condi¬ 
tions  would  improve  quickly. 

Meanwhile,  the  crowd  was  be¬ 
coming  mare  and  more  restless, 
and  hurled  abuse  at  us,  which  was 
very  unsettling  and  slightly  un¬ 
nerving.  We  bit  our  tongues,  took 
everything  that  was  thrown  at  us. 
and  did  all  in  our  power  to  get  the 
game  going  as  soon  as  we  possibly 
could.  Eventually  we  said  to  die  two 
captains,  “Come  on,  lads,  we  can’t 
keep  going  on  like  this,  we've  got  to 
make  a  start.  Let's  give  it  a  go  in 
another  15  minutes."  Billy  Griffith, 
who  was  then  president  of  MCC

and  a  great  man  for  cricket,  had 
been  in  and  out  of  the  dressing- 
room  all  day,  and  he  agreed  that  we 
should  give  ft  a  try. 

We  had  just  arrived  at  that 
decision  whan  the  trouble  started. 
It  was  3.30  and  I  thought  we  had 
done  wefl  to  be  able  to  resume  play 
15  minutes  after  that  considering 
the  amount  of  water  that  had  been 
on  the  ground. 

I  was  still  out  in  die  middle  with 
the  groundsman.  Jim  Fair  brother, 
when  I  noticed  that  there  appeared 
to  be  a  bit  of  a  rumpus  around  the 
members’  enclosure,  although  at 
the  time  I  was  not  sure  what  was 
going  on.  I  walked  back  into  die 
pavilion  a  few  minutes  later  with 
the  crowd  still  shouting  abuse  at 
me.  but  1  was  never  physically 
assaulted. 

I  was  deeply  shocked  when  I 
reached  the  dressing-room  and  saw 
the  state  of  David  Constant.  He 

_  was  very  dishevelled 

and  he  was  in  a  state 
rpr  pnri  of  distress.  He  told 

C 1  me  that  he  had  been

J  at  Lord's.  He  was 

ited’  dearly  very  dispirit- 

ed  and  depressed, 
and  when  I  heard 
his  story  I  felt  the  same.  It  hurt  me 
that  so  much  abuse  had  been 
directed  at  me.  but  even  that  was 
nothing  compared  to  what  Conny 
had  suffered.  We  both  sat  there 
with  tears  in  our  eyes.  I  have  never 
experienced  anything  like  that  any¬ 
where  in  the  world,  not  even  at 
Headingley! 

!  became  angrier  still  when  I 
read  the  newspapers  the  following 
morning.  A  typical  report  claimed. 
“In  the  Long  Room  at  Lord’s,  the 
temple  of  cricket.  Ian  Botham  and 
Dickie  Bird  were  both  struck  on  the 
head  in  angry  scuffles  as  frustrated 
spectators  waited  for  play  to  begin 
in  the  rain-battered  Centenary 
Test." 

That  is  absolute  rubbish.  I  was 
never  strode.  I  was  never  manhan¬ 
dled.  Nobody  came  to  check  the 
facts  with  me. 

Writing  in  The  Sunday  Times, 
Robin  Marlar  was  very  critical 
and  very  wrong,  alleging.  “It  is  ray 
opinion  that  the  fussiness  of  the  two 
umpires.  Bird  and  Constant  was 
wholly  responsible  for  the  ugly 
mood  which  developed.  There  was 
no  justification  for  their  concern 
with  the  bowlers*  run-up  at  the

Pavilion  End,  nor  for  the  area  20 
yards  towards  the  Tavern." 

Mr  Marlar  does  not  know  what 
he  is  talking  about  in  this  instance. 
Just  take  note  of  what  the  two 
captains  had  to  say. 

First  of  all.  Greg  Chappell: 
“When  we  arrived  early  in  the 
morning  for  practice,  the  covers 
were  down  on  the  best  part  but 
elsewhere  on  the  square  it  was 
uncovered  aid  very  wet  If  you  had 
walked  on  those  old  wickets  you 
would  have  been  bogged  down 
ankle-deep.  It  certainly  was  not  fit 
for  play  then.  We  saw  it  again,  with 
the  umpires,  at  about  3  JO,  and  at  - 
that  stage  it  was  fairly  playable.”  . 


He  added:  “The  umpires  were 
keen  to  start  I  felt  we  were  let  down 
by  the  groundsmen  for  not  cover¬ 
ing  the  square  in  advance  and  not 
doing  enough  to  dry  it  out  If  there 
had  been  more  sawdust  and  more 
work  we  could  probably  have 
started  two  hours  earlier." 

Botham  said.  “When  we  first  saw 
tt,  it  was  a  mudbath,  and  obviously 
unplayable  for  quite  some  time.  At 
3 JO  die  outfield  was  quite  a  kit 
better,  but  the  square  was  still 
unfit  It  was  muddy.  Even  when  we 
started,  a  cricket  boot  still  made  a 
heavy  impression  through  the  saw¬ 
dust  and  mud.  You  cannot  blame 
the  umpires.  It  was  a  cock-up  and

people  are  trying  to  make  them  the 
scapegoats." 

It  was  Chappell  who  reported  the 
incident  in  the  members*  enclosure 
to  Jack  Bailey,  the  MCC  secretary, 
and  pointed  out  two  alleged  cul¬ 
prits.  However,  after  taking  them 
to  his  office.  Bailey  said  he  was 
satisfied  that  they  were  either  the 
wrong  people,  or  that  nothing 
serious  had  taken  place.  “I  am 
convinced,”  Bailey  said,  “that  these 
two  people  did  not  assault  any¬ 
body.  At  the  time  members  were 
getting  slightly  heated  and  frustrat¬ 
ed  with  waiting.  I  can  only  suppose 
that  a  lot  of  them  were  around  and 
pushing  forward." 


Clearly  an  assault  of  some  kind 
had  taken  place  on  David  Con¬ 
stant.  however,  and  it  was  also 
alleged  that  Botham  had  been 
struck  on  the  back  of  the  head. 

The  press,  bless  'em,  also  had  a 
go  at  my  old  mate.  Geoff  Boycott. 
Australia  had  made  386  in  their 
opening  knock.  England  replying 
with  205,  and  the  Aussies  then 
declared  their  second  innings  at  ISO 
for  four,  leaving  England  with  360 
to  win.  When  England  finished  up 
on  244  for  four,  people  looked  at  all 
those  wickets  in  hand  and  claimed 
that  England  could  have  won  it  had 
Boycott  not  been  too  slow.  They 
said  he  should  have  got  a  move  on 
and  gone  for  the  runs. 

I  felt  that  Boycott  saved  that 
Test  for  England,  however. 
He  made  a  magnificent  un¬ 
beaten  120  after  the  first  three 
wickets  had  fallen  quite  cheaply, 
and  it  is  my  opinion  that  Australia 
would  have  won  if  they  had  got  him 
our.  Dennis  UUee  obviously  agreed 
with  me.  After  he  had  whipped  out 
the  first  three  England  batsmen  he 
said  to  me,  “If  I  get  your  mate 
Boycott  out,  Dickie,  you'll  be  back 
up  that  motorway  to  Yorkshire  in 
next  to  no  time."  Yet  the  crowd 
booed  Boycott  and  the  press  cruci¬ 
fied  him. 

His  was  one  of  three  magnificent 
centuries  in  that  match,  which, 
after  all  the  trouble,  developed  into 
a  very  good  Test.  Kim  Hughes 
made  117  and  Graeme  Wood  112  for 
the  Aussies.  There  was  also  some 
fine  bowling  from  Lillee  (four  for  43 
in  the  first  innings)  and  Len  Pascoe 
(five  for  59).  and  England's  Chris 
Old  (three  for  91  and  three  for  47). 

If  we  could  tum  the  dock  back, 
knowing  what  we  know  now. 
Canny  and  I  might  well  say,  this  is 
a  very  special  occasion,  so  we're 
going  to  play,  and  that’s  it  If  a 
player  gets  injured,  he  gets  injured. 
That’s  the  risk,  and  we  have  to  take 
the  responsibility.  But  it  was  a  very 
sad  day  all  round,  and  it  included 
the  blackest  hour  of  my  career. 

There  was  one  touching  moment 
after  the  match  when  Dennis  Lillee 
came  up  to  me  with  a  parcel.  He 
said:  "This  is  for  you,  Dickie,  but  I 
don’t  want  you  to  open  it  until  you

get  home."  I  nursed  it  carefully  all 
die  way  back  to  Barnsley  and  as 
soon  as  I  got  inside  my  cottage  I 
tore  off  the  wrapping.  Inside  I 
found  Lillee'S  official  touring  tie 
with  a  message  which  read:  "Going 
back  to  Australia  with  an  open- 
neck  shirt  You  can  have  my  tie  g. 
because  you  area  great  guy  and  we  ' 

all  think  you  are  a  fair  umpire."  It 
was  signed  “Dennis  Lillee".  Of  all 
my  mementoes,  that  tie  and  that 
message  are  something  I  treasure 
as  much  as  anything.  It  meant  so 
much  to  me  —  coming  from  an 
Aussie!

In  one  room  East  opened  One 
Club,  South  passed  and  West 
responded  One  Spade.  He 
then  passed  his  partner’s  re¬ 
bid  or  Two  Clubs.  North,  in 
the  protective  seat  was  not 
well  placed  to  take  action.  A 
diamond  lead  and  club  switch 
allowed  East  to  finesse  and 
play  the  queen  of  hearts. 
North  won  and  continued 
clubs  which  allowed  East  time 
to  discard  the  losing  spade  on 
a  heart.  Making  110  seemed 
an  excellent  result. 

In  the  other  room  South 
didn't  bid  either  and  when 
West  continued  with  Two 
Hearts  over  Two  Clubs  East 
raised  to  Four  Hearts.  North 
understandably  started  with  a 
high  diamond  rather  than  a 
club  and  the  contract  made. 

Thus  in  both  rooms  North- 
South  passed  throughout  with 
Six  Diamonds  a  good  contract 
on  their  cards.  If  they  manage 
to  get  there  after  East  has 
opened  One  Club  and  West 
has  responded  One  Spade,  the 
fortunate  fall  of  the  queen  of 
spades  provides  the  twelfth 
trick,  to  go  with  one  heart  and 
ten  trump  tricks. 


However,  say  West  leads  a 
heart.  Declarer  wins  and 
plays  a  spade  to  the  nine.  West 
switches  to  a  trump.  Now 
declarer  ruffs  a  spade  leaving 
himself  with  KJ8.  If  East 
follows  small  on  the  second 
round,  declarer  is  still  all 
right  West  is  certain  to  have 
started  with  five  spades  — 
with  four  he  would  have  had 
longer  hearts  and  so  respond¬ 
ed  in  that  suiL  Thus  declarer 
can  develop  an  extra  spade  by 
Taking  ruffing  finesses 
through  West's  A  Q  7.

Andrtf  Fabre,  who  won  the 
Sr  Leger  with  Toulon  in  199], 
yesterday  issued  a  cautionary 
word  to  backers  convinced  he 
can  repeat  the  feat  at  Doncas¬ 
ter  this  Saturday  with  Vertical 
Speed. 

“1  think  Toulon  was  a  better 
horse,”  Fabre  said.  Vertical 
Speed,  who  did  not  make  his 
debut  until  May.  is  unbeaten 
in  three  starts  and.  after  being 
supplemented  for  £18.000  for 
the  St  Leger,  is  vying  for 
favouritism. 

Thirteen  runners  were  de¬ 
clared  yesterday  and  Lad¬ 
brokes  bets:  11-4  Silver 
Patriarch  and  Stowaway,  3-1 
Vertical  Speed,  II-l  Besiege, 
12-1  Panama  City,  Crown  Of 
Light  and  Windsor  Castle.

“Vertical  Speed  has"  won 
three  relatively  weak  races  so 
the  St  Leger  will  be  his  first 
serious  race.  He  hasn't  beaten 
much  but  I  thought  this  race 
came  well  on  his  card.  1  know 
it  is  a  classic  but  1  am  happy  to 
take  my  chance.”  Fabre  said. 

Despite  having  had  only 
three  runs,  the  last  of  them  in 
a  group  two  race  at  Maisons- 
Laffitte.  where  he  comfortably 
beat  the  Charles  Cyzer-trained 
Book  At  Bedtime.

AS  THE  Samsung  .Open 
eased  quietly  into  life  in 
Bournemouth  yesterday,  Greg 
Rusedski  was  still  cruising  at 
35,000  feet  on  his  way  back 
from  New  York.  It  is  about 
3,000  miles  from  Flushing 
Meadows  to  Bournemouth, 
where  the  total  prize-fund  is 
$400,000  (around  £250,000). 
only  a  fraction  more  than 
Rusedski  received  on  Sunday 
night  after  lasing  to  Patrick 
Rafter. 

The  switch  from  the  razzma¬ 
tazz  of  the  Big  Apple,  the 
packed  23.000-5 eater  Arthur 
Ashe  Stadium  and  the  speed  of 
the  court  to  the  genteel  sur¬ 
roundings  of  the  West  Hants 
club  —  where  the  centre  court 
can  accommodate  a  mere 
2,800  spectators  and  the  day 
surface  is  likely  to  remove 
much  of  the  sting  from  the 
Rusedski  service  —  will  be 
difficult  even  for  one  whose 
stature  and  ranking  has  im¬ 
proved  so  much  this  year. 

Rusedski  is  the  man  the 
public  wants  to  see.  Since  the 
weekend  and  the  realisation 
that  the  new  British  No  1  could 


go  all  the  way  in  the  US  Open, 
ticket  sales  on  the  South  Coast 
have  taken  a  healthy  upturn 
and  there  have  been  endless 
inquiries  concerning  Rused¬ 
ski’s  opening  match.  Win  or 
lose  against  Alberto  Martin 
tomorrow,  the  crowd  will  for¬ 
give  Rusedski  anything. 

With  Tim  Henman  missing 
the  tournament  for  the  second 
year  in  succession  —  last 
season  he  was  injured,  this 
year  he  prefers  to  sample  the 
delights  of  Tashkent  rather 
than  risk  his  reputation  on  a 
clay  court  —  Rusedski  is  die 
man  of  the  moment 

Far  all  the  gibes  about 
Rusedski's  Canadian  origins, 
he  has  done  more  than  his 
share  to  promote  the  British 
game.  He  has  turned  out  for 
home  tournaments,  commit¬ 
ted  himself  to  the  Davis  Cup 
and  has  been  a  regular  at  the 
British  national  champion¬ 
ships  in  Telford  since  he  was 
adopted  by  the  Lawn  Tennis 
Association  in  1995. 

Even  as  the  hype  and  hoop¬ 
la  grew  around  him  last  week, 
he  was  insistent  that  Bourn  e-

mouth  was  high  on  his  list  of 
priorities,  whatever  the  out¬ 
come  of  the  final  at  Flushing 
Meadows.  Maybe  Henman 
was  sensible  to  head  for 
Uzbekistan,  for  the  entry  for 
Bournemouth  is  a  strong  one. 
Rusedski,  for  all  his  exploits  in 
the  United  States,  is  seeded  no 
higher  than  No  3  here.  Carlos 
Mqyd,  die  top  seed,  was  the 
runner-up  at  the  Australian 
Open  and  Cedric  Pioline,  seed¬ 


ed  No  4,  was  a  finalist  at 
Wimbledon.  The  No  2  seed  is 
Felix  Mantilla,  the  world 
No  14,  whoha5  won  four  titles 
on  day  this  year. 

Rusedski  leads  a  five-strong 
British  contingent,  one  of 
whom.  Miles  Madagan,  was 
in  action  yesterday,  making 
his  way  into  the  second  round 
with  a  6-3.  3-6,  64)  win  over 
Wayne  Black,  from  Zimba¬ 
bwe.  Early  on,  the  match  was 


strewn  with  errors,  but 
Maclagan  ironed  out  most  of 
them  and  was  in  total  com¬

Black,  who  together  with  his

Devon  answer  Roebuck’s  challenge

LUTON  (final  day  of  two):  Devon 
beat  Bedfordshire  on  superior 
run-rate 

IN  WINNING  the  Minor  Counties 
championship  for  an  unprecedent¬ 
ed  fourth  consecutive  season. 
Devon  overcame  a  spirited  second- 
day  revival  by  Bedfordshire,  who 
have  not  succeeded  in  taking  a  title 
for  25  years. 

The  match,  a  fine  advertisement 
for  cricket  at  this  level,  was  given 
new  life  fay  Devon  struggling  to  99 
for  six  in  their  second  innings  and 
Peter  Roebuck  setting  a  sporting 
victory  target  of  278  from  67  overs. 
Devon’s  win  was  on  higher  overall 
run-rate,  Bedfordshire  finishing  27 
short  of  the  required  total 
yesterday. 

To  some.  Roebuck's  declaration 
may  have  seemed  challenging  with 
Bedfordshire  having  been  restrict¬ 
ed  to  119  for  nine  on  the  first  day, 
but  this  modest  total  on  an  awk¬ 
ward  pitch  contradicted  their  im¬ 
pressive  run-making  this  season. 

The  sun-baked  surface  eased  and 
Bedfordshire  reverted  to  batting 
excellence,  though  not  perfection  as 
they  fell  short  in  an  exciting  finale 


after  needing  122  from  the  final  20 
overs. 

After  Richard  Dalton,  a  former 
captain  of  the  England  indoor 
team,  had  restricted  Devon  with 
five  for  43.  Wayne  Larkins  and 
Andy  Roberts  frustrated  their  at¬ 
tack  with  an  opening  stand  of  92  in 
30  overs. 

Larkins  skied  a  catch  to  deep 
cover  after  completing  a  half- 
century  and  finishing  with  865 
championship  runs  this  season,  to 
add  to  his  1,024  last  summer. 


The  innings  declined  from  a 
position  of  high  promise,  the  low 
point  being  the  collection  of  only 
eight  runs  from  the  first  six  of  the 
final  20  overs  bowled  by  Roebuck, 
the  off  spinner,  and  Richard 
Coupe,  bowling  slow  left-arm. 

Roberts,  the  former  Northamp¬ 
tonshire  player,  was  leg-before  to 
Roebuck  while  attempting  to  sweep 
in  the  second  over  and  David 
Clarke  was  caught  in  the  deep  off 
Coupe.  Wickets  in  hand  meant 
little  because  the  required  run-rate 


gathered  momentum  against  mi¬ 
serly  bowling. 

David  Mercer  lofted  a  catch  and 
Roebuck,  the  man  of  the  match, 
dismissal  Chris  BuQen  and  Dal¬ 
ton.  for  a  duck,  in  successive  balls. 
Dalton.  32.  had  already  played 
admirably  for  Minor  Counties  in 
tiie  Benson  and  Hedges  Cup  this 
season,  winning  the  gold  award 
against  Worcestershire,  and  his 
nagging  bowling  yielded  the  prize 
wicket  of  Roebuck,  when  he  held  a 
stinging  return  catch. 

He  also  bowled  Keith  Donohue, 
tire  top  scorer  with  45,  and  Paul 
Warren  in  the  same  over  to 
foreshadow  the  Devon  declaration. 
Unlike  in  the  first  innings,  their 
batsmen  had  played  sketchy 
strokes  and  only  the  partnership  of 
77  in  29  overs  for  the  seventh  wicket 
between  Donohue  and  Chris  Read, 
tire  England  Under-19  wicket¬ 
keeper,  sustained  the  innings 
and  added  steel  to  the  victory 
charge.

NORTHAMPTON  (Durham  won 
toss):  Northamptonshire  ( Apts ) 
beat  Durham  by  five  wickets 

DAVID  BOON,  the  Durham  cap¬ 
tain,  has  never  shirked  an  issue. 
His  address  to  the  team  after  the 
106-run  defeat  against  Leicester¬ 
shire  on  Sunday  was  “short  and  to 
the  point",  according  to  one  col¬ 
league,  but  it  did  not  quite  have  the 
effect  desired. 

Chastised  they  may  have  been, 
but  Durham  yesterday  still  squan¬ 
dered  a  good  opportunity  to  beat 
county  opposition  away  from  home 
for  the  first  time  in  any  competition 
since  August  1995.  Northampton¬ 
shire  climbed  two  places  to  tenth  in 
the  Axa  life  League,  but  Durham 
remain  second  from  bottom  and 
Alan  Walker  kicked  over  a  stump 
in  disappointment  after  Tim  Wal¬ 
ton  had  struck  him  for  the  winning 
boundary  with  an  over  to  spare. 

The  Durham  total  of  185  for  six 
on  a  slow  pitch  seemed  reasonable 
enough.  The  home  side  subsided  to 
118  for  five,  but  Walton,  dropped  by 
Wood  on  25.  and  Richard  Mont¬ 
gomerie  added  68  in  ten  overs  in  an 
unbroken  sixth-wicket  partnership.

Here,  though,  they  fielded 
diligently  and.  despite  the  absence 
of  Brown,  their  best  bowler, 
because  of  a  side  injury,  offered  no 
width  until  the  dosing  stages.

Elite  clubs  let  guard  drop 


WOMEN’S  cricket  went  on  to 
the  front  foot  this  summer  in  a 
determined  effort  to  raise  its 
profile  and  credibility.  En¬ 
gland’s  series  win  over  South 
Africa  was  deserved  and  re¬ 
flected  the  behind-the-scenes 
attempt  to  be  more  profes¬ 
sional  and  image-conscious. 
A  pity.  then,  that  the  Premier 
League  final  supposedly  the 
most  prized  domestic  dub 
competition,  was  such  a  poor 
advertisement  for  the  game.

It  was  curiously  low-key 
from  the  start  The  pitch  was 
slow  and  spirits  subdued. 
Invicta  opted  to  bat  and  in 
doing  so  had  to  contend  with 
the  more  difficult  conditions. 
But  that  is  how  they  won  it 
last  year  and  they  believed  in 
their  own  psychology,  despite'

being  restricted  to  134  for 
eight  In  the  absence  of  long 
run-ups  and  with  no  fielding 
restrictions,  the  slow  over  rate 
of  both  sides  was  baffling 
Wakefield  inexcusably  failed 
to  bowl  their  50  overs  in  the 
required  three  hours. 

Mountain-bikers  riding  on 
the  hillside  paused  only  brief¬ 
ly.  perhaps  to  register  the 
white  skirts  once  again  on 
view  instead  of  trousers.

nationals,  said  that  the  drop 
in  standards  can  sometimes 
make  motivation  difficult 

“You  have  to  make  allow¬ 
ances  for  players  who  maybe 
aren't  going  to  stop  the  ball  or 
take  catches.”  she  said. 
“That’s  hard  when  you've  just 
come  from  an  England  set¬ 
up.” 

Barbara  Daniels  had  the 
self-motivation  to  outshine 
her  England  colleagues  on 
Sunday,  turning  the  game 
Invicta's  way  with  two  impor¬ 
tant  wickets  that  left  Wake¬ 
field  16  runs  short,  but  as 
executive  director  of  the 
Women's  Cricket  Association, 
she  admitted  that  a  develop¬ 
ment  structure  must  begin 
from  grass  roots. 

“There  is  nothing  we  can  do 
for  dub  cricket  as  we  stand.” 
she  said.  “It  is  one  of  the  main 
reasons  for  merger  with  the 
ECB  (England  and  Wales 
Cricket  Board].  We  need  to 
increase  the  number  of  dubs 
through  a  national  develop¬ 
ment  programme,  have  the 
structure  to  sustain  develop¬ 
ment  and  eventually  split  the 
leagues  to  make  tiie  standard 
more  uniform  and 
challenging."

vLeading  clubs  to  form 
league  of  their  own

THE  ten  clubs  that  constitute  the 
premier  division  of  the  Scottish 
Foorbali  League  {SFL)  rendered 
their  resignations  yesterday  and 
announced  that  they  intend  to  form 
a  new  league,  run  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Scottish  Football 
Association  (SFA),  which  will  start 
next  season. 

A  press  conference  today  is  to 
provide  fuller  details  of  a  scheme 
that  will  echo  the  FA  Premier 
League  in  England,  which  started 
^1992.  Thai  retained  a  link. 
Jfbuoh  the  system  of  relegation, 
with  the  dubs  that  were  left  behind 
in  the  Football  League.  A  similar 
settlement  is  likely  in  Scotland. 

Although  an  earlier  attempt  to 
break  with  the  existing  structure  in 
Scotland  collapsed  in  1993.  finan¬ 
cial  motives  are  stranger  now.  The 
present  television  contracts  and  the 
sponsorship  deals  wirh  Bell’s  and 
Coca-Cola  expire  next  summer. 


The  dubs  that  intend  to  form  the 
breakaway  league  believe  that  they 
wjU  be  far  more  effective  negotia¬ 
tors  than  the  existing  authorities. 
However.  Rick  Pany,  the  former 
chief  executive  of  the  FA  Premier 
League,  has  cautioned  against  the 
belief  that  a  change  of  nomencla¬ 
ture  alone  can  bring  prosperity. 
“You  don't  have  untold  riches 
thrown  at  you  because  you  have 
become  different.”  he  said. 

Existing  contracts  were,  how¬ 
ever,  framed  before  the  boom  in 
football’s  fortunes.  Television 
rights  to  the  league  and  Scottish 
Coca-Cola  Cup  bring  in  only  £12 
million  over  four  years  for  dubs. 
Covetous  eyes  are  cast  on  England, 
where  Premier  League  dubs  will 
receive  £670  million  between  now 
and  2001, 

The  SFL  does  not  accept  that 
significant  sums  are  being  drained 
away  by  the  smaller  clubs.  At  the

as  well."  Nonetheless,  a  report 
commissioned  from  Deloitte  & 
Touche,  the  accountancy  consul¬ 
tants.  has  persuaded  the  prominent 
dubs  dial  a  separate  league  would 
be  lucrative. 

Only  the  means  of  having  it 
legitimised  by  the  SFA  remains  in 
doubt  John  McBetb,  vice-president 
of  the  SFA  and  a  director  of  Clyde, 
the  Bell's  League  second  division 
dub,  said:  “The  SFA  would  have 
little  option  to  accept  them,  so  long 
as  they  are  not  breaking  an 
agreement  with  the  other  members 
of  the  Scottish  Football  League.  If 
they  lack  that  blessing,  then  they 
have  a  problem.” 

The  brief  comments  made  by  the 
premier  division  clubs  suggested 
that  they  seek  consensus  rather 
than  conflict.  "Our  proposal  will 
will  be  good  for  Scottish  football  as 
a  whole.”  Lex  Gold,  the  chairman 
of  Hibernian,  said.  If  they  are  to 
win  their  freedom,  he  and  his 
counterparts  may  have  to  pay 
compensation  to  the  clubs  left 
behind. 

“So  long  as  the  dubs  who  have 
rendered  their  resignation  can  offer 
security  to  the  others,  there  may  be 
little  or  no  resistance.”  Donald 
said.  Two  years’  notice  of  resigna¬ 
tion  is  supposed  to  be  given,  but  the 
management  committee  has  the 
right  to  waive  that  condition.  Six  of 
its  12  members  come  from  the 
premier  division  and  the  president 
of  the  SFL  Doug  Smith,  of  Dundee 
United,  could  exercise  his  casting 
vote  in  favour  of  the  breakaway 
clubs.  The  committee  next  meets  on 
September  18. 

Of  greater  significance  is  rule  51 
of  die  SFL  which  states  that  the 
players  of  dubs  who  have  resigned 
become  the  properly  of  the  SFL 
Donald,  in  theory,  would  thus  be 
able  to  sell  off  every  premier 
division  player,  induding  men 
such  as  Paul  Gascoigne  and  Brian 
Laudrup.

PADDY  MUIR,  the  daughter  of  a 
Cleveland  farmer,  gained  the  big¬ 
gest  success  of  her  career  when 
she  and  her  home-bred  Archie 
Brown  won  The  Blenheim 
Vauxhall  Monterey  International 
Horse  Trials  yesterday  after  com¬ 
pleting  one  of  only  seven  dear 
rounds  in  the  showjumping.

It’s  still  early  days  in  Tony 
Marchams  Holding  On 
(BBC2).  but  one  thing  you  can 
feel  pretty  sure  about  in  this  new 
eight-pan  drama  about  the  grislier 
aspects  of  surviving  in  1990s 
London  is  that  the  English  Tourist 
Board  wont  be  nagging  Marchant 
for  copies  to  use  in  its  pronutfional 
"Visit  Britain"  campaigns:. 

Holding  On  is  the  televisual 
equivalent  of  a  Leonard  Cohen 
record  —  seductive,  but  depressing 
at  the  same  time:  television  to 
commit  suicide  by.  It  will  make  all 
those  country  mice  who  trill  about 
their  uninterrupted  green  views 
triii  that  little  bit  more,  though 
i  what  they  don't  realise  is  that  we 
"Londoners  actually  regard  unin¬ 
terrupted  green  views  as  inhospi¬ 
table  deserts  between  one  hubbub 
of  activity  and  another  —  deserts 
which  are  made  doubly  inconve¬ 
nient  by  the  lade  of  passing  taxis. 

If  you  found  Short  Cuts,  Robert 
Altman's  mesmerising  collage  of 


Los  Angeles  life,  depressing,  then 
you  might  do  better  to  skip  this 
series  altogether.  Along  with  Short 
Cuts,  Marchant  draws  inspiration 
from  two  other  portraits  of  dues  in 
a  state:  Tom  Wolfe's  Bonfire  of  the 
Vanities  and  Dickens's  Our  Mutu¬ 
al  Friend  —  only  Marchant  swaps 
Dickens's  Thames  for  the  London 
Underground,  whose  strap-hang¬ 
ers  (hence  Holding  On)  have  been 
turned  into  zombies  by  years  of 
abuse,  injustice,  complacency  and 
indifference.  And  outside  the  Tube, 
life  is  often  even  worse. 

As  with  STiorr  Cuts,  Marchant 
has  assembled  a  cast  of  characters 
who  collide  and  scatter  like  snook¬ 
er  balls,  only  to  collide  again  later. 
Tycoons,  tax  inspectors,  temps  and 
taxi  drivers  find  their  lives  are 
woven  together  like  a  plait. 

In  this  opening  episode 
Marchant  pulls  off  die  trick  of 
giving  us  a  tour  of  his  broad 
tapestry  without  losing  us  in  the 
maze  of  mini-plots  that  he  has  just 


set  up.  The  dialogue  doesn't  jar. 
There  are  none  of  the  diamond 
geezers  which  serve  as  television 
shorthand  for  seedy  London.  Ev¬ 
eryone  seems  ordinary,  plausible, 
which  is  what  gives  the  resulting 
chaos  its  punch:  something  similar 
could  be  waiting  for  any  one  of  us 
around  the  next  comer.

All  the  cast  shine,  although 
Phil  Daniels  —  who  must 
be  glad  to  have  found  a  new 
glow  to  task  in  after  loitering  so 
long  in  the  one  from  Quadro- 
phenia  —  has  been  lucky  to  draw 
one  of  the  more  flamboyant  roles.

A  minicab  driver,  wait¬ 
ing  for  his  client  ouiside  a 


restaurant  in  a  busy  road,  witness¬ 
es  the  murder  in  a  telephone  box  of 
Sally  Friel  (Fleur  Mould)  —  a 
young  temp  who  is  being  sexually 
harassed  by  her  boss  and  has  just 

E lucked  up  the  courage  to  report 
im.  She  is  stabbed  repeatedly  in 
the  belly  by  Alan,  a  disturbed 
schizophrenic  (Sean  Gallagher) 
who  has  been  released  under  the 
Care  in  the  Community  scheme 
(does  that  ring  any  bells  in  real 
life?)  for  want  of  either  an  empty 
hospital  bed  or  a  concerned  enough 
doctor.  What  does  the  cabbie  do? 
Chase  after  the  murderer?  Call  the 
police?  No.  He  slowly  winds  up  his 
window.  Then?  He  locks  all  the 
doors.  It's  not  what  you  call  an 
optimistic  note.  But,  increasingly, 
an  authentic  one. 

Listen  to  this  snippet,  for  exam¬ 
ple:  "It's  the  worst  kind  of  mur¬ 
der,"  said  Sarah.  “I’s  the  worst 
because  if  Nina  and  Jack  had  been 
murdered  by  a  stranger.  I  could 
forever  wonder  how-  come  we  were 


at  thar  place  at  that  time.  But  to 
know  that  their  dad  quite  deliber¬ 
ately  did  it  is  very,  very  difficult." 

What's  really  depressing 
about  Sarah  Heatley's 
misery  is  that  she  isn't 
even  a  character  in  Holding  On 
but  in  Channel  -Vs  Citizen's 
Arrest.  Sarah's  estranged  hus¬ 
band,  Dr  Sukdev  Sandhu.  known 
as  "Dave**,  murdered  thar  child¬ 
ren  Nina.  4.  and  Jade.  3.  He  then 
jumped  from  a  tower  block  to  his 
own  death.  OK.  it  was  in  Sheffield, 
not  Tony  Marchanfs  London,  but 
there  are  similar  cases  of  murder 
followed  by  suidde  involving 
children  every  six  weeks  some¬ 
where  in  Britain. 

Dave  murdered  the  children 
while  they  were  visiting  him. 
Sarah  didn't  want  to  stop  her 
children  visiting  their  father,  but 
because  of  his  history  of  psychiat¬ 
ric  problems  and  of  wife-beating, 
she  wanted  the  visits  supervised.

Rusedski’s  stock  soars  to  new  high 


Rusedski:  rises  to  No  11 
in  world  rankings

IN  NEW  YORK 

NEW  YORK  is  the  city  that 
never  sleeps.  Greg  Rusedski's 
sweatshirt  said  as  much.  If 
Rusedski  did  manage  to  sleep 
before  leaving  here  on  Con¬ 
corde  yesterday,  it  is  doubtful 
whether  he  could  have  had  a 
dream  more  improbable  than 
his  true-life  experience  of  the 
past  fortnight 

Rusedski  reached  the  final 
of  the  US  Open  at  Flushing 
Meadows  unseeded  and  hav¬ 
ing  lost  in  the  first  round  three 
years  in  succession.  He  won 
his  first  five  matches  this  year 
without  dropping  a  set  and,  in 
his  semi-final,  recovered  from 
two  sets  to  one  down,  despite  a 
throat  infection. 

On  the  eve  of  the  tourna¬ 
ment  he  supplanted  Tim 
Henman  as  the  British  Nol 
and  now  he  can  look  towards 


the  indoor  season,  to  which  his 
game  is  suited,  to  become  the 
first  Briton  to  appear  in  the 
men’s  world  top  ten  since  the 
Association  of  Tennis  Profes¬ 
sionals’  rankings  were  intro¬ 
duced  in  1973.  Yesterday  he 
was  confirmed  as  Noll,  the 
highest  position  achieved  by  a 
player  representing  Great 
Britain  since  Roger  Taylor 
occupied  that  spot  24  years 
ago. 

For  Rusedski  that  repre¬ 
sents  a  rise  of  nine  places. 
Henman  has  moved  up  one  to 
No  20.  Although  eliminated  in 
the  second  round  here. 
Henman  gained  a  significant 
number  of  points  for  defeating 
Thomas  Muster,  die  No  5 
seed,  in  the  first  round. 

Not  since  Taylor  was  No  15 
and  Mark  Cox  No  19  in  1974 
have  two  British  men  ap¬ 
peared  in  die  top  20.  Rusedski 
has  passed  so  many  mile¬ 


stones  in  the  past  right  days 
that  he  might  consider  audi¬ 
tioning  for  the  part  of  Dick 
Whittington  in  pantomime. 

Last  Monday  he  became  the 
first  player  representing  Grear 
Britain  for  13  years  to  reach 
the  quarter-finals  of  the  US 
Open  men’s  singles.  By  Wed¬ 
nesday  he  had  become  die  first 
British  roan  for  20  years  to 
make  the  semi-finals  of  a 
grand-slam  singles  event  By 
Saturday  the  Canadian-born 
player  had  turned  24,  guaran¬ 
teed  his  first  appearance  in  the 
Grand  Slam  Cup  and  was 
standing  on  the  threshold  of 
providing  his  adopted  nation 
with  a  men’s  singles  grand- 
slam  champion  for  the  first 
time  since  Fred  Perry  in  1936. 

Then,  in  the  final,  Rusedski 
set  a  world  record  for  the 
speed  of  a  service  —  !43mph. 
Pat  Rafter,  though,  took  the 
more  tangible  reward:  the

trophy  and  winner’s  cheque 
for  $650,000  (around 
£400.000).  The  Australian’s 
story  was  only  slightly  less 
remarkable  than  Rusedski’S. 

Rafter,  24,  arrived  at  the 
tournament  uncertain  which 
way  a  shoulder  injury  would 


turn.  Nor  th3t  too  many  people 
were  taking  notice,  beeded 
No  13  and  ~  with  only  one 
tournament  win  during  his 
professional  career.  Rafter 
was  paid  Jinle  attention  untit 
his  fourth-round  defeat  of 
Andre  Agassi. 

Even  then.  Agassi's  advice 
was  not  to  back  him.  Could 
Rafter  win  the  tournament, 
the  former  champion  was 
asked.

helped  him  to  win  the  third  set 
and  spared  him  a  4-1  deficit  in 
the  fourth.  He  pulled  back  to 
4-4  before  Rafter  drew  away 
again  to  win  6-3, 6-2. 4-6. 7-5. 

Rusedski  was  disappointed 
that  his  tennis  was  not  up  to 
the  standard  that  it  had 
reached  in  earlier  rounds. 

Rusedski  was  fortunate  not 
to  have  faced  a  seed  until  the 
final,  although  his  victories 
over  Richard  Krajicek  and 
Jonas  Bjorkman  were  against 
higher-ranked  players.  The 
damage  had  been  done  for 
him.  in  Rusedski's  half  of  the 
draw.  Goran  Ivanisevic,  the 
No  4  seed,  was  beaten  in  the 
first  round.  Pete  Sampras,  the 
top  seed,  was  put  out  by  Petr 
Korda,  the  No  15  seed,  who. 
through  illness,  was  unable  to 
complete  his  quarter-final 
against  Bjorkman.

Captaincy  in 
safe  keeping 
with  Seaman

THERE  is  a  comforting  sort  of 
symbolism  about  a  good  goal¬ 
keeper.  something  that  signi¬ 
fies  safety,  bravery,  nobility 
and  a  measure  of  comfort  in 
time  of  trouble.  Yesterday,  at 
Bisham  Abbey.  David  Sea¬ 
man  was  made  the  England 
captain  for  the  game  against 
Moldova  tomorrow  night  and 
immediately  everyone's  in¬ 
stinct  was  that  he  was  the 
right  man  for  the  job. 

It  will  be  a  difficult  position 
to  fill  on  a  night  choked  with 
emotion,  a  job  that  will  be 
about  dignity  and  bearing  and 
gravity  and  composure  as 
much  as  the  traditional  lead¬ 
er's  virtues  of  bawling  and 
screaming  and  striving  to 
motivate  the  rest  of  the  team. 
But,  even  at  his  captain's  press 
conference  yesterday.  Seaman 
showed  that  it  would  be  in  safe 
hands. 

This  much  was  clear  at 
once:  he  has  the  feeling  for  an 


occasion  that  will  be  about 
trying  to  lift  tiie  nation  in  some 
small  way  from  the  depths  of 
its  mourning,  as  well  as  trying 
to  ensure  that  England  over¬ 
come  the  also-rans  of  their 
World  Cup  qualifying  group 
and  press  on  towards  their 
showdown  with  Italy  in  Rome 
next  month.

Counties  granted  two-division  option

THE  opportunity  of  an  authentic  pro¬ 
gressive.  two-di visional  cricket  champ¬ 
ionship  mil,  after  alL  be  put  to  the  first- 
class  counties  at  their  decisive  meeting 
next  Monday.  So  too.  however,  wfll  the 
chance  to  pull  bad;  from  advancement 
and  settle  for  a  fudge: 

Nothing  could  better  have  demonstrat¬ 
ed  the  dilemma  facing  the  executives  of 
the  England  and  Wales  Cricket  Board 
(ECB)  than  the  complicated  series  of 
alternatives  put  up  yesterday.  The  future 
of  the  county  championship  has  become 


the  principal  issue  of  the  plan  presented 
recently  by  Lord  MacLaurin  of 
Knebworth. 

What  does  seem  certain  is  that  the 
original  plan  for  a  championship  run  in 
three  equal  conferences  with  end-of- 
season  play-offs  wifi  be  rejected  The 
counties  are  sure  to  be  more  attracted  to 
one  of  the  two  alternatives  announced 
yesterday.  The  first  and  most  logical  is 
for  three  teams  to  he  promoted  and 
relegated  each  year,  with  a  new  national 
oneday  league,  also  in  two  competitive 
divisions  but  reduced  from  the  proposed 
25  games  to  16.  Some  counties,  however, 
may  be  more  drawn  towards  a  second 


amendment,  which  involves  the  champ¬ 
ionship  remaining  precisely  as  it  is  now, 
but  entry  to  another,  abbreviated  oneday 
knockout  event,  plainly  designed  for  TV 
and  with  an  inflated  title  of  the  Super 
Cup.  being  granted  to  the  top  eight  dubs. 

Tim  Lamb,  chief  executive  of  the  ECB. 
said;  “There  are  advantages  to  keeping 
an  all-play-all  championship,  not  least 
that  it  preserves  the  family  of  cricket, 
while  the  arguments  in  favour  of  promo¬ 
tion  and  relegation  are  well  documented. 
The  counties  now  have  three  choices  — 
we  are  hoping  they  do  not  consider  the 
status  quo  to  be  a  fourth  —  and  it  will 
through  on  a  straight  majority."
